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Olympic stadium comes alive as spectators crowd into seats and athletes dominate centre space 


ChicaffQ apartments 

Five children dead 
in deliberate blaze 




CHICAGO (AP) - An arson 
fire blazed through a 120-re8i- 
dent apartment house in 
north-western pert of the city 
Saturday, killing five children 
and two adults. 

Firemen rescued many 
othei, residents from the four^ 
storey building. One fireman 
said they "oame flying down 
the ladders.” Four survivors 
were injured. 

“As far as we’re concerned, 
this was done by an arsonist,” 
said Fire Commissioner Rob¬ 
ert Quinn. He said the fire 


was set in several sections of 
the building, and more than 
one arsonist might have been 
involved. 

* One witness told police she 
heard several expk^ons and 
then saw a young man run¬ 
ning from the building. 

Residents also told of hear¬ 
ing blasts. 

”It was like three or four 
explosions. It sounded like 
bombs to me,” said Saturnino 
Velasquez. He herded his nine 
children tosafety from tbelr 
ground fS^or apartmait. 


Frances Balasquez, 15. said 
she and her sister Maria, 14. 
were awakened by a noise. 

‘‘My sister saw someone 
toss something in our window 
that exploded and caught our 
curtains on fire,” Frances 
said. ' 

Six of the victims were 
found on the upper floors near 
the stairwells, Quinn said. 
The seventh was discovered 
later in the rubble. 

The fire caused an estimat¬ 
ed $25,000 damage to the 
structure.

Cheers tvamt 
for queen 

MONTREIAL (CP) — The queen found a wanner 
welcome than some officials had predicted on her fir^ 
busy day of engagements in this city Saturday. 

When she opened the Olympic Games the ma¬ 
jority of the 73,000 spectators in the stands stood and 
applauded and there was a round of cheei’ing. 

In at least one section of the stadium, however, 
a small group sat in their seats while all around them 
stood. If they shouted protests, they could not be 
heard. 

‘A nice person but.. 


On her drive to the stadium 
with Prince Philip and Prince 
Andrew she may have seen a 
bearded young man and half- 
a-dozen supporters holding a 
sign proclaiming “Quebec 
Francais.” 

Another small group includ¬ 
ed a lively 67-year-old-Alice 
Gerome — who said she 
thinks the Queen is "a nice 
person,” but objected to what 
the monarch represented. 
Miss Gerome carried a sign 
with a drawing of a volcano in 
the shape of the Olympic sta¬ 
dium and it read: "Let us 
lau^ and dance to the vol¬ 
cano of our assimilation.” 

These appeared to be the 
only demonstrations in re¬ 
sponse to a radio appeal from*' 
nationalist Reggie Chartrand 
asking his separatist siq>port- 
ers to turn out and hiss and 
boo. 

On the other side of the 
question the Monarchist 
League ran a bilingual adver¬ 
tisement in The Gazette wel¬ 
coming the Queen and de¬ 
scribing her as being the pro¬ 
tector of the rights and liber¬ 
ties of all Canadians. 

The queen stood through 
most of the hour and 20 min¬ 
utes it took the marching ath¬ 
letes to pass at the Games' 
opening, although she took ad¬ 
vantage of the occasional long 
gap between countries to sit 
and rest. 

The queen was in pink and 
a seeming tiny figure in the 
great crowd dt the massive 
fishbowl-shaped concrete sta¬ 
dium. 

When the British team 
passed she seemed to appear 
more intent, obviously looking 
for Princess Anne who 
marched as a member of the 
equestrian team. She was 
seen to exchange comments 
fixwn time to time with both 


Philip and Andrew, and it 
seemed likely they were all 
curious to spot Anne in the 
mass of athletes. 

Several national groups 
used various styles in saluting 
the queen by dipping or wav¬ 
ing their flags or doffing their 
hats. The Irish group removed 
thejr hats with an almost cer¬ 
emonial flourish. 

The queen read her brief 
d e erth ration opening the 
Games in both French and 
English and won another 
round of applause.

Afghanistan 
barred 
from march 


MONTREAL (CP) — One 
country ^hat i^-anted to field a 
delegation during the Olympic 
opening ceremonies Saturday 
was not allowed to partici¬ 
pate. 

Cniike the 35 black African 
nations who refused to march 
as a protest gesture to New 
Zealand's participation. Afgh¬ 
anistan wanted to Join the 
parade. 

But Monique Berlioux. an 
Interoational Olympic Com¬ 
mittee director, said Afgh¬ 
anistan could not take part 
because that country’s delega¬ 
tion included "only offlclals 
and no athletes.” 




CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (APi 
-- Shivering and dazed, 26 
children and their school bus 
driver came back from a 


.36-hour journey of terror Sat¬ 
urday and told of being buried 
alive by mysteribusly silent 
armed kidnappers. 
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The victims of the unprece¬ 
dented mass kidnapping from 
a school bus told of a night¬ 
marish .descent into an earth-, 
covered truck which they be¬ 
lieved was fashioned as their 
coffin. 

“We didn’t think we’d ever 
get out,” said ll-year-old Mi¬ 
chelle Robinson. "I thought it 
was a joke at first, but I 
didn’t when they put us in the 
vans. We weren’t scared be¬ 
cause Mr. Ray the bus driver 
was there.” 

Some of the youngsters told 
reporters that one girl fainted 
three times, that the group 
sang songs to keep their 
spirits up and that some wet 
their pants because their ab¬ 
ductors would not let them 
out of the two kidnap vans to 
go to the bathroom. 

The youngsters w^ere 
brought to' the polic^ station 
one at a time Saturday after¬ 
noon to be fingerprinted. Po¬ 
lice said they.wanted to test 
the school bus and the truck 
for fingerprints and needed to 
have the children’s fin¬ 
gerprints identified in order to

NAIROBI Kenya, with 
the largest, (ham from Africa 
and gold medAl hopefuls, an- 
nounced Saturda^t would not 
compete in the Olympics, say-‘ 
ing it would use “all means 
available to us, including 
sports” to fight apartheid in 
South Afriba. 

The Kenyan decision came 
only hours before the games 
were scheduled to open. 

Kenya’s 75-athlete Olympic 
team was the stixmgest of all 
African contingents at the 
games with such stars as 
Mike Boit, considered an 
odds-on favorite in the 800 
metres. 

"If politics can help us fight 


the apartiieid system in 3outh 
Africa, we will use it, even In 
sports,” acting' Foreign Min¬ 
ister James Os<^ said. 

“After all,’ what’s in the 
background of the Olympic 
Games themselves? It all 
started with politicing and 
you cannot separate the two. 
Sports and politics are these 
days like the body and soul.” 

■‘The government and 
people of Kenya holds the 
view that principles are more 
precious than financial gains 
or medals,” Osogo said. “We 
cannot stand idly by when our 
brothers and sisters in South 
Africa are dally brutalized.” 

The 48-member Organiza¬ 
tion of African Unity at it.s 


recent. summit meeeting in 
Mauritius approved a resolu¬ 
tion urging member states to 
‘‘consider" withdrawing from 
the Olympics. 

A total of more than 600 
athletes from at leasV^4 Afri¬ 
can and Arab ngfionj^ were 
missing from the opening 
parade in support of ^ Afri¬ 
can protest against li(ew Zea¬ 
land’s participation^ • 

Sixteen of the nations pulled 
out at the last minute. They 
had been included in the of¬ 
ficial , program for the cere¬ 
mony. 

The countries were r Al¬ 
geria. Chad, Central African 
Republic, Congo RepubHc. 
Egy])t, Ethiopia, Gabon, Gam¬ 


bia, Ghana, Iraq, Kenya, 
Libya, Malawi, Niger Sudan, 
Togo, Uganda, Upper Volta, 
Ziare and Zambia. 

Four other African nations 
which did not participate 
Nigeria, Mauritius, Somalia 
and Tanzania — had ap¬ 
parently served notice earlier 
and were not listed in the pro¬ 
gram. 

It was not known if die na¬ 
tions who failed to show up 
were all planning to boycott 
the competitions entirely. 

Members of delegations 
from at least two nations, 
Egypt and Libya, refused to 
(romment on why they did not 
march. 

But at least 12 nations had 
indicated earlier, either 


through their delegation 
chiefs or governments, that 
they were withdrawing: from 
the Games because of the re¬ 
fusal of the International 
Olympic Committee to ban 
New Zealand from (he 
Games. 

The Africans object to New 
Zealand’s participation be¬ 
cause a rugby team from that 
country has been touring 
apartheid South Africa. 

A spokesman for the 100- 
member Nigerian delegation, 
the largest African contingent 
to bow out. said the New Zea¬ 
land team had competed In 
South Africa while authortHes 
there “were committing wan¬ 
ton massacres of defenceless 
African women and children.”

Investigators, too, seemed 
bafUed at the possible mo* 
tives of the kidnappers. No 
ransom demand was re¬ 
ceived, and authorities noted 
Chowchilla is not an affluent 
tcMTi. Nor did any terrorist 
group claim responaibillty or 
demand an exchange of poUti- 
. cal prisoners for the children, 

A t dawn, when the 
youngsters were oarried home 
by tearful parents, the abduc¬ 
tors were stUl at Largf. An all- 
points bulletin was IssucKf for 
three men believed travelling 
in two vans, one ^^'hite antT 
one medium blue, each with 
two citizen band radio anten¬ 
nas. Ray had said one van 
was white and the other 
black. 

The all-Ttoints bulletin says 
one man is identified only as 
•‘Jerry McQine.” One oi the 
others is described as 36 
years old. with black curly 
hair, a chipped front tooth 
and a tattoo on his right 
forearm. The other is de¬ 
scribed as 27, with brown 
hair, blue eyes and a hairy 
mole on his right chin. 

Authorities refused to say 
any more. Eiarlier they said 
the Iddnaippers kept stocking 
masks on their heads. And ft 
was not known where the 
more detailed descriptions 
came from. TTie earlier re¬ 
ports also described two of 
the kidnappers as white. The 
third was not described. 

F*olice also checked the 
clothes the children were 
wearing Thursday for clues. 

Meanj^'hile. Gov. Edmund 
Brown* offered a $10,000 state 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to arrests and convictions 
in the kidnapping. 

“We thought we’d had it.” 
said the shaken bus driver, 
Frank Edward Hay, 55, who 
related to ropofterit the ordeal 
in which he and "my kids^' 
dug out of a stlffling un¬ 
derground cell in a remote 
gravel quarry. 

The quiet kidnappers — 
three maksed men with guns 
— barely spoke to their, ric-

tims, Ray said. Ignoring the 
children’s desperate cries of 
"Why?" 

"The kids kept hollering 
"Why’d they do this to us,” 
Ray said. He added: "I don’t 
know, either." 

The incredible voyage — in 
which children from simple 
farm families vanished with¬ 
out a trace Thursday after¬ 
noon threw this tiny rural 
town into communal criM that 
turned lo .joy when the 
.voungsters returned home 
Satintlay. 

"Welcome home, kids," 
said a idacard at city hall 
where t^ w^ea^ but un- 
Jwrmed ehildrew'^aririved hv 
die moonlit predawn hours. 
They were greeted by 
whistles, cheers and tears 
from neighbors and kin who 
had waited through the night. 

The children, ages inx to 14, 
.A'ere rumpled and dirtyj. most 


of them lost in oversized pois¬ 
on jumpsuits hastily tirought 
in to replace clothing taken 
by the kidnappers. 

The driver of a chartered 
bus which brought them home 
from Livermore, 95 miles to 
the north, said one small glii 
had a nightmare and cried 
out: . "Please leave, me 
alone!” 

The youngest children were 
carried home asie^ by 
parents. Older ‘ children 
tnidged out of the bus unaid¬ 
ed. , 

"They’re great!" said a Joy¬ 
ful mother. "I’m mui^ 

mured teenaged hoy. But 
^e fear that'the'kidnappers 
brought remained at sunri.se. 

Mayor Jim Dumas dis- 
clased that his wife, lx)rene. 
received a telephone call soon 
after the children .surfaced. 
An anonymous wxmian told 
her:

"The children have been 
found, buf it’s not over. There 
will be others.” The caller 
then sobbed and hung up. The 
mayor said he hopes it was a 
crank call. 

Ray said about the only time 
the Iddnappers spokq was to 
ask the name and age of each 
victim and demand bits of 
their clothing. 

"They didn’t do much .talk¬ 
ing I ever heard.Ray said. 

'The stockey bus driver, red¬ 
eyed and trembling, faced 
about 2(X) reporters and pho¬ 
tographers who had descend¬ 
ed on this town of 4,500 resi¬ 
dents. 

He expressed surprise at 
the big search which had been 
launched. 

"I was hoping.’’ he said, 
"but I guess nobody thought 
we were down there.” 

He said he believes he and 
the children saved their own 
lives in determined escape 
because air was getting 
scarce and the roof nearly 
caved in. 

The surrealistic adventure 
was traced by Ray from 4 
p.m. 'Thursday when he 
dropped off ttree summer- 
Bch^l students and continued 
on vdth the remaining 26. 

"There was a white van 
parked In the road,” he said. 
"I slowed up to go around it, 
and a man jumped out of the 
van with two guns." 

Ray said a black van joined 
the first one and tw'o more 
armed men ordered Ray to 
the back of his bus. 

"They turned down Into a 
sioi^h, with the bus with all 
my kids on It.’’ said Ray. 
Then, behind a camouflage of 
brush, the abductors loaded 
the cHUdren into the vans 
wiiose windows were covered 
with plywood. 

'I was in the black van. It 
was dark in there. We tra¬ 
velled and travelled on and 
on. I iUm’t know where we 
went.” 

The vans stopped at 3:30 
a m. Friday and he And the 
children were herded Into an 
underground pit. 

It was then. he. said, that 
one of the kidnappers asked 
for Ray’s pants and boots and 
pieces of the children’s cloth¬ 
ing. 

"He unloaded all the kids and 
asked their names and ages. 
He gava me a flashlight and I 
had to escort the kids down." 

The kidnappers had provid¬ 
ed a ladder which reached 
down into a partially earth- 
covered enclosurt which ap¬ 
peared to- be the txxly of a 
truck lined with mesh wire. 

"He (a kidnapper) puUed 
the ladder up and put a steel 
plate over the top,” Ray said, 
A large box and dirt were 
piled on top, he added. 

Inside, he said, the kidnap¬ 
pers had left food and water. 

-Ray also said he felt indica¬ 
tions the kidnappers planned 
to return. But hope faded 
when they slammed the steel 
door and began to clip tl^ 
mesh wires which he said 
supported the earth above the 
truck body. 

"We could hear them clip¬ 
ping the wires. We started 
trying to dig out, but the ceil¬ 
ing caved In. We thought that 
we’d had it right then." 

, When the .sound of clipping 
.stopped. Ray said he and the 
Iwys decided to dig again. 


SASKATOON fCP) The 
archives committee of the 
Saskatchewan Sports Hall of 
Fame has a staggering job on 
its hands — attepting to docu¬ 
ment 52 individual sports in 
the province, some of wiiich 
date back to the ISSOs. 

Much of the history of sport 
in Saskatchewan is recoded 
in people’s memories. And the 
committee now is attempting 
to .jog those memories loose. 

The archives committee 
was established in 1973 and 
ha.s been or>erating since the 
spring of 1974 with funds from 
New Horizons, a federal 
health and welfare depart¬ 
ment program to assist re¬ 
tired persons with projects to 


benefit themselves and their 
communities. 

W. A. Friebel, committee 
chairman, said with more 
than 50Q cpmmunities and . dis¬ 
tricts in Saskatchewan, there 
if a long row to hoe. with ex¬ 
tensive reports received from 
only 50 communities to date. 

In addition to discovering 
such facts as that there 
were baseball teams in Sas¬ 
katchewan as early as 1879^ a 
cricket team in the 19208 and 
a polo team near Fort Qu’Ap- 
pelle, the committee hopes to 
find stories about individuals 
who were influential in the 
development of sport. 

The final result will be a 
book, or books, on the history 
of sport in Saskatchewan.

feet. Mayor Jean Drapeau 
quickly stooped to help the 
waiter pick up the debris. 

Prince Andrew, a charmer 
at 16. apologized about his 
French but federal minister 
Jean Chretien told him that 
"au contraire" he was doing 
fine. 

The Royal visitors went to a 
posh municipal restaurant on 
Ste. Helene’s Island for a 
lunch of filet of beef and a 
plate of baked Alaska, plus 
red and white burgundies. 

One of the guests at this 
select municipal affair was 
Roger Tailllbert. the con¬ 
troversial French architect 
wtoo designed the Olympic 
stadium. 

The queen wore a yellow 
costume in the morning, 
changed to pink for the open¬ 
ing of the Olympics and then 


had an ivory chiffon dresS 
and cape for an evening re¬ 
ception for 2,000 — mostly 
people associated with the 
Olympics. 

She goes to Christ Church 
Anglican Cathedral for ser¬ 
vices “this morning but the 
highlight of the day for her 
w411 likely be a visit to the 
athletes of all nations at the 
Olympic Village. Later she 
will watch some of the compe¬ 
titions.

The r^xxt said the roque¬ 
fortine appeared to be a natu¬ 
ral product of the- mould 
vddch gives the cheese its dis¬ 
tinctive color and flavor. 

It said that a 1969 laborato* 


ry test in Egypt had shewn 
roquefortine to be poisonous 
when fed to rats. 

Scott and Kennedy said they 
could not draw any conclu¬ 
sions as to the significance of 
the neurotoxin in the cheeses. 

“In view of the very limited 
toxicological data on roque- 
frotine,” the article said, “an- 
assessment of the possible 


significance of its consistent 
presence and the amounts 
found in’* blue cheese must 
await the (Xitcome of further 
studies." 

The tests showed that in all 
cases, the blue part of the 
cheese contained the most no 
quefortine and the more 
mouldy the cheese, the 
greater the concentration.

I N A RECENT editorial in Barron’s, the 
authoritative American national business and 
financial journal, Robert M. Bleiberg has this to say: 
“For an alleged good neighbor . .. Canada ~ notably 
in terms of its military obligations — has a lot of 
fence-mending to do. 

According to the International Institute of 
Strategic Studies in London, Canada has grown 
shockingly weak to the point of inability to track the 
movement of foreign ships through Arctic waters, or 
to keep predatory nations from looting its Atlantic 
fisheries. 

’‘tliree thousand miles of undefended border used 
to be a source of pride on both sides, but there's a chill 
wind blowing from the north.” 

Mr. Bleiberg and the Institute have obviously been 
peeking under our national carpet, for that is where 
our armed forces and a succession of defence 
ministers have been swept by Ottawa during the past 
teii years. 

In their prying they have probably discovered that 
the effective strength of our regular armed forces is 
something less than 75,000, despite the government’s 
ali-out recruitment program designed to enlist an ad¬ 
ditional 330 men and women this year. 

By checking their records, they have undoubtedly 
found out that this figure shows a reduction of more 


than 40 pei' cent in our military strength as it was 
originally established with the founding of NATO. ^ 
Having learned that much about the sad state of our 
armed forces we might as well let them know the rest 
of the sorry story: Of of the total 197S-77 strength of our 
three services there are 12,330 officers and 63,023 other 
ranks. This works out at one officer for every five 
NCOS and privates. As the NOOs outnumber the 
privates the tally now should work out at one officer 
for every two privates. 

There’s more. Of the 12,000-odd commissioned of¬ 
ficers S,611 are above the rank of major. And of these ' 
no less than 75 are generals. This works out at one 
senior officer for every 20 subordinates and one 
general for every 1,000 subordinates. 

With our tri-service organization broken down like 
this — please forgive the expression — it might be 
wondered who mans the guns and missiles, who scrubs 
the decks, fuels the aircraft and maintains the equip¬ 
ment. 

The obvious answer to this is that our so long 
neglected armed forces have so few guns, missiles and 
tanks to man, so few aircraft to fly, so little equipment 
to maintain and so few decks to scrub that it isn’t a 
pMflem any more. 

And to think that we used to make jokes about the 
Swiss navy and the Ruritanian army... ^

A rnold MALONE, the progressive Conservative 
member of Parliament for Battle River in 
Alberta, made an unusual contribution to the third- 
reading debate on the bill abolishing the death 
sentence for murder, Hansard discloses. Tha^ his 
speech was not reported at the time probably was the 
result of it having almost nothing to do with capital 
punishment. 

Mr. Malone's concern, with the death penalty on 
the way out, was for the achievement of peace and 
security; particularly, to paraphrase his words, for 
the inculcation in the young of the belief that there is 
more to gain within the mores ofaOciety than through 
negative behavior.” 

“In this debate,” llie member said, ‘T should like 
to refer to what happens in radio and television, that 
is the emphasis on negative concepts in which we keep 
marinating our minds, the soaking up of what we find 
is bad in society and making that the main subject in 
our news. Obviously^ this is one of the factors leading 
to the violent crime which takes place in our society. 
The fact of the matter is that we never hear all the 
news, we only hear part of the news; we hear the bad 
news, the negative aspects of the news which enter 
into the newscaster’s script... 

’Tf every time we turn on the television to listen to 
the news or open up a newspaper and the predominant 
issues we hear or read about are the negative aspects 
of what has happened in society, that will have an in¬ 


fluence on people who are wavering between having 
acceptability according to the mores of our society and 
behaving not in accordance with the norms of 
prescribed behavior . . .” 

Mr. Malone undoubtedly has a point, because as he 
also said, people have a need to be recognized and it 
may seem to some that there is more recognition for 
bad behavior than for good. But we often feel that 
readers (or listeners) who purport to find nothing but 
bad or negative news do not look or listen very intently 
for good or polsitive news. 

Mr. Malone thinks the public “should not be con¬ 
tinually exposed to such words as terrorist, hijacked, 
escaped, defrauded, incarcerated, raped, government 
graft, ransom, arrested,ron strike, commando raid, 
demonstrators, execution, mercenaries, security, al¬ 
leged plot, revolt, armed guard, Liberals or defeat.” 

All these words, he told the Commons, were 
gathered from one news broadcast. 

Glancing through a few pages of news, probably in 
less time, has yielded us delight, full confidence, broad 
smile, lively serenade, love, intelligent, courageous 
and realistic, mutual agreement, gold medal, common 
good, heritage, fine eating, natural beauty, explorer. 
Progressive Conservative and rescue. 

All bad news? 

And we refrained from looking where positive 
achievement abounds, in the sports pages. 


A British viewpoint 


Reflections on the Bicentennial 



It must look odd to most of 
the world ttet this y«r VPf, the 
British, celebrate the greatest 
act of treason ever committed 
against us. And July 4 wu its 
climax when represenUtivee of 
13 colonies issued their un¬ 
ilateral Declaration of 
Independence in Philadelphia. 
This on the whole was a fac¬ 
tious andt,4iiggUnf document, 
almost evei^ point of which 
should have, b^ settled by 
negotiation. But the break had 
to come as certainly as a great 
growing tree must one day 
break into leaf. 

We should have won the 
fighting. We commanded the 
sea. We had a professional 
British and German army. We 
were beaten by the equivalent 
of territorials and 
mercenaries. By right we 
should have greeted July 4 in 
sullen silence. But then we 
have always hugged our many 
military defeats. We only hate 
when we are meanly jealous, 
and we were, in fact, uncom¬ 
monly fortunate to have lost 
that particular war. 

★ ★ ★ 

Had we won that fight, there 
would have had to be scaffolds 
to rival Tower HIH and 
Tyburn in the nobility of their 
burdens. For by the standards 
of the times and to be fair to 
the two-thirds of the colonies 
that were either on our side or 
indifferent to the whole 
business, we would have 
hanged the leaders of 
the revolt and sent many of 
the common sort off as Inden¬ 
tured labor to the West Indies. 
We would have had something 
far worse than Ireland on 
our hands. And bigger. 

We would have had, for a 
time, a large dependency

bleeding by our side, embit¬ 
tered, frustrated, neurotic and 
inevitably moving toward an 
unconuinabla expioalon that 
would have lift us snarUng an¬ 
tagonists perhaps for ever. 
The bittorntu would have 
grown like a fever^as it did 
after the supprasalon of the 
Dublin Easter Rising. At best, 
our relations with a delayed 
America would have been 
about as cloae as thoae we have 
had with Russia over the cen¬ 
turies. 

Instead, we have got on un¬ 
commonly well. It is true that 
we indulged in one of the sil- 
liest wars In history, 
the heroic nonsense of 1812. It 
is true that we have often lux¬ 
uriously despised one another. 
But the fact remains that we 
have maintained the most con¬ 
sistently civilized relationship 
that has existed between 
powers. 

The “special relationship” 
no longer exists. It had served 
its purpose. We have between 
us a pleasant and undemanding 
cousinage that raises the level 
of international good manners 
in the world. 

In fact, a great deal of this is 
due to the course set by those 
Founding Fathers whom we 
might have had to have hanged. 
They were perhaps the most 
brilliant group of self- 
appointed amateurs, acciden¬ 
tally in congress, that the 
world has seen. They created 
a state out of a gentlemanly 
theory and made it practical, 
and the constitution they wrote 
is now the oldest in the world. 
The Declaration of 
Independence, the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights are 
trumpets compared with which 


Magna Carta is a medieval and 
preliminary toot. 

The fact is that the United 
states were bom all but fully- 
grown. Indeed, after the first 
brilliant beginning, they 
regressed rather than grew 
mature. But they were bom 
as much the heirs of Western 
culture as ourselves. Their ea^ 
ly artistic achievements were 
pleasantly provincial It now 
requires a revolutionary 
vulgarian to hate and despise 
the United States. 

★ ★ ★ 

This does not mean that their 
record on the moral level is: 
greatly better than that of 
other powers. People like me 
used to think that countries 
born marvellously and bravely 
into independence and their 
own version of freedom, 
countries like India and Israel, 
would be morally different 
frbm us, who are old and ill and 
evil. They were bom out of 
purity— we thought — and we 
thought they ^oiild be natural¬ 
ly pure. 

So it seemed with the United 
States. Their pretensions were 
noble. Hieir victory turned the 
old world gently upside down. 
Their leaders seemed the most 
rational men of their time. 
Even if some of then, were 
bores and some of their private 
lives rather more disgusting 
than those of our Whig 
aristocracy. 

So the United States has not, 
has never been innocent since 
the time it began cruelly to 
persecute those who had 
remained loyal to the Crown. It 
has indulged in a classical im¬ 
perialism that compares 
morally with our own. And it

did less physical good in the 
proeeas. 

It has indulged in the social 
perversion of slavery and its 
aftanna^. It has worshipped 
great wealth aa we worshipped 
haredltary or royal honor. It 
has had its own hereditary 
aristocracy and cities run by 
oligarchies composed of the 
rich or the elite or by those 
men ruthless enough to take up 
power as if it were fruit for 
pleasure and enrichment and 
selective distribution. In all 
this I cannot see that the 
United States differs, in 
anything but scale, from that 
nation of which it is a majestic 
offspring. 

But there is more to it than 
this human weakness. Its 
revolution was the most 
rational in history. Its inten¬ 
tions — even when they were 
perverted by self-deception — 
were the highest any state 
ever dared to set for itself. Its 
vast generosity has been fre¬ 
quently selfless. Its politics are 
enchinting and involuted and 
only a little mewier than ours. 
It cbooees, like other states, 
greet leaders only by accident 
(Abraham Lincoln was laughed 
into office). 

July 4 could not be a 
British feast. We have certain¬ 
ly observed the decencies of 
the occasion with royal visits 
and a superb exhibition. But we 
can be a little proud that no 
other nation, not even Imperial 
Rome, produced so great and 
nobly independent an offspring. 
After 200 years, the fact that 
the birth pangs were both pain¬ 
ful and squalid may.be decently 
forgotten. The mother Is not 
dead; merely, for the moment, 
going throu^ the stage of un¬ 
accountable weakness.

Burnham, a profound, 
knowledgeable person who has 
been through the ideqlogical 
fire and knows whereof he 
speaks and writes, has ex¬ 
amined the syndrome in an ef¬ 
fort to discover'“why” some 
nations are branded with the 
mgrk of unmitigated evil and 
wickedness — pariahs of the 
world. Decent people, church 
people, politicians, academics, 
unthinking and inexperienced 
young people, the media, tend 
to echo the hostility. 

It isn’t because these 
countries are dictatorships, 
because most of the countries 
of the world are dne-party or 
one-man rule. In fact Rhodesia 
and South Africa can at least 
change their governments by 
elections. In other African 
countries the only way to get a 
change of government is to 
stage a coup.

And it isn’t because these 
countries indulge in torture — 
some do, some don’t. Amnesty 
International, which is very 
chic and respectable, has 
documented torture in nearly 
100 countries. 

The U.S.S.R., for example, is 
notorious for torturing dis¬ 
senters in psychiatric prisons 
with a variety of drugs that can 
turn brain to vegetable, and by 
punishing civil libertarians by 
such refinements as wrapping 
them in wet canvas which 
shrinks and causes ex¬ 
cruciating agony as it dries. 

Nor it racism a prime 
criterion for niembership to 
the Whipping Boy Gub.

Racism is rampant in 
various ways around the world. 
Uganda has slaughtered or ex¬ 
pelled a variety of Asians and 
citizens unfortunate enough to 
have been born in the wrong 
tribe.

Nigeria fought a civil war on 
racist grounds with nary a 
word of condemnation from the 
UN.

No 
country where the 0>mmunist 
Party has existed openly has 
ever been a member. 

It’s too simplisitic to blame 
the international campaign 
against, Xay, Rhodesia or South 
Africa, on Communist 
propaganda or agitation — 


though that is obviously in¬ 
volved if anyone studies the out 
pourings from Moscow and 
satellite parties in the west. 

But as Burnham has pointed 
out, it is convenient for the 
church and humanitarians to 
have a country whom it is safe 
to hate, comfortable to abuse 
and which can’t fight back. It 
soothes the collective con¬ 
science and encourages self- 
righteousness. 

Overlooked is the fact that it 
is an obscenity to ignore a 
great injustice while attacking 
a lesser injustice. That seems 
the case with Whipping Boy na¬ 
tions. The clergy, ideologues, 
left-libbers, humanitarians, the 
UN, the media, some politi¬ 
cians and socialist totalitarians 
form an unwitting alliance 
when they join in condemna¬ 
tion of certain countries. Only 
their motives are different.. .

“As you infer, the only difference between Hoesn

more practice. 

“THE ATTRACTION of the Bob Hope tournament for 
me is the practice areas. Several years ago. when Arnold 
Palmer made his comeback in the event, I happened upon the 
practice range at the La Quinta course early in the morning. 
There were 15 or 20 pros on the tees, Including Palmer. He 
had one of those smaUer-sized bags full of balls. 

“He would hit maybe 15 or 20 nine iron shots from a 
square foot of turf. Then he would do the same, with all the 
other irons. He spent well over an hour on the range that 
morning and must have hit 150 balls. And this was after being 
one of the world’s great golfers for 15 years, and on the very 
days he was winning the Bob Hope tournament. But he was 
only doing what just about every one of the touring pros do 
every day of the tournaments. 

“MOREVER, it is a point which every instruction book 

golf, written by the t^ pros, emphasizes — there is no 
shortcut around endless practice in pursuit of golfing 
proficiency. 

“But pot only in golfing. It applies to everything else in 
life from learning a trade to learning how, as they used to say 
before everybody was shouting four letter words at the top of 
their voices, to “making love.’’ 

“I once did a rough count of the writing I had done before 
I sold my first piece to the Winnipeg Free Press. I think the 
rough count was 900,000 words, because I never considered 
anything finished until I had rewritten it half a dozen times. 

“BUT NO ONE CAN LEARN to write by writing alone. 
Reading is a part of writing and 1 can recall making lists of 
words, whose meanings 1 did not know, from books and'arti- 
cles I read. I’d look them up in the public library dic¬ 
tionaries, write the meanii^s down and recite them over and 
over to myself as 1 walked home. 

“All this, of course, is anathema to the educational 
mafia which subscribes to the lunacy that an education is 
somethii^ that can be acquired by osmosis if we just give the 
kids a chance to build up their egos and develop attractive 
sell images. Or, as the numbskull philosophers of the Social 
Studies apparatus have it — history must be taught through 
the ‘conc^ualization of value. issues.* No kidding, the 
educational woods are full of people who talk like that. 

“THE KIDS HAVE NOW BEEN so indoctrinated with 
the notion they do not need to do anything if they do not want 
to, that it is ruining their potential. In short, the schools have 
done in even next generation’s golf wizards. 

“As I think I told you in Palm Springs, 1 decided to take 
up golf again after an absence of almost 40 years. Before I 
did so, 1 went to a driving range and hit 1,000 balls. I ran that 
total to 2,000 this spring and have now started back on the 
courses with an objective of shooting a round of 90 on my 70th 
birthday come August 31. 

“In playing the public courses I invariably get into a 
pick-up foursome with a teenager or two in it. ’They can hit a 
ball 225 yards with swings that make an old man cry at its 
looseness. 

**BUT ’THEY ARE all over the course with a minimum 
of a dozen fundamental faults in their stance, grips, strokes, 
etc. So, 1 always inquire of them — what golf books have you 
read? Where do you practice? 1 have yet to encounter the 
first youngster who has heard of Ben Hogan’s superb book, 
or any other golf book for that matter. 

“Nor have I met one who has even done any serious prac¬ 
ticing on the putting green. Their idea of learning to play golf 
is to do It by having fun, by playing 18 holes a day on a 
membership bought for them by their parents. 

“So sorry to have run on this way — your golf column did 

^ it.” 

JIMMY GRAY'S point about working at the game is well 
taken. It is the only way to succeed and I too watch some of 
the lithe, loose young men on our course and drool at the 
thought of what they could accomplish in the game with a 
bit of pure dedication. Oh, some of them are very 
enthusiastic, some of them talk about professional careers, 
but I’ve seen very few during the past 90 years who followed 
through on the talk with meaningful efforts to achieve the 
goal. 

And, as Jimmy Gray pointed out, it isn’t really different 
in any form of endeavor. There is only one way to reach a 
level of professionalism in any field — hard work. 
Sometimes hard, boring work, but in the long haul it pays off 
in many later-year advantages. 

Either that, or go out and win an Olympic lottery. 
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Thoughts that go through a 
mother’s head on being told by 
her son that he is growing a 
beard: 

Why is he doing this to me? 
Didn’t 1 go to all the PTA 
meetings? Didn’t 1 read the 
journal on tooth decay? Didn’t 
I drive 30 kids to a sl¬ 
aughterhouse on a field trip 
last spring? And what do I get 
for all this sacrifice? A beard! 

Of course, like he says, a 
beard makes you more 
creative like Alexander 
Graham Bell . .. Vincent van

Talk Politics with Jim Hume 


If Consumer Services 
Minister Rafe Mair is short of 
things to do this summer he 
should send one of his staff 
members east and north to 
check on gasoline prices. 

Having just logged a couple 
of thousand miles between here 
and Dawson Creek, I’m back to 
tell you that there is, by my 
own casual survey, a minimum 
19-cent spread between the 
price of gasoline here and the 
price you p^ in Hope, 100-Mile 
House, Williams Lake and 
other way points. 


'The immediate and natural 
assumption is that the farther 
north you go, the higher the 
price of gas. It doesn’t work out 
that way. The price of gas is 
highest in what you might call 
natural “fill ’er up” towns. 
Distance has nothing to do with 
it. 

As you nip along the freeway 
to Hope wayside stations 
beckon with regular gasoline 
for as low as 72 cents a gallon. 
But who stops at wayside sta¬ 
tions unless it’s an emergency? 
Get to Hope with the gas gauge 
needle tilting the wrong way 
and it's natural, with the moun¬ 
tains just ahead, to stop for a 
fill-up and an oil check. 


If he had a weak chin, I 
wouldn’t mind. I’d be the first 
to say, “Hey, slipcover that 
weak chin with something,” 
but the kid has nothing to hide.

At Hope regular gasoline 
sells for 89.4 cents a gallon. 

If you drive a small car as I 
do, one of the compact four- 
cylinder jobs, a tank of gas will 
easily take you from Hope to 
100-Mile House. In between 
wayside gas stations again en¬ 
tice you with regular for as low 
as 70.9 cents a gallon. 

With a full tank who needs 
them? You push on to 100-Mile 
and behold, gasoline, regular, 
is again 89.4 cents a gallon. 

In Prince George it’s 84- 
cents a gallon, in Dawson 
Creek 82 or 84 cents, take your 
choice. 

Some people will tell you it’s 
a price war. Don’t believe 
them. The small wayside sta¬ 
tions with a gas pump in front 
of the grocery store are cutting 
their profits to try to bring 
every penny they can into the 
business. The gas station 
operators in the natural gas-up 
towns are sticking it to the 
travelling public without 
mercy. And, with your gas tank 
nearly empty there isn’t much 
you can do about it except 
grumble and get a sullen shrug 
in reply. 

□ 

But Rafe Mair could do 
something about it, and should. 
I can understand fluctuating 


prices. 1 can understand that 
transportation costs often add 
to the price of a product once 
you get away from an urban 
area. But 19 cents difference a 
gallon? That’s nonsense! 

□ 

A few other thoughts picked 
up at random on the Cariboo 
Trail: I don’t know wha 
teaches Prince George 
storekeepers, garage 
operators, waitresses and just 
plain peopleH>n-the-street their 
manners, but whoever it is 
deserves a medal. 

I know it shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prising, but it is these days to 
have a waitress smile at you at 
breakfast and genuinely hope 
that you have a good day. 

It shouldn’t be surprising to 
find courtesy and a willingness 
to cater to the traveller in a gas 
station operator. But it is. It’s 
even more surprising to find 
him happy to accommodate 
you for a grease job and oil 
change on the way back from 
the trek north and to have him 
ask permission to explain what 
he’s done to your car before 
you pay the bill.

I was last in Prince George 
10 years ago. I wasn’t impres¬ 
sed with the bellicosity of the 
city in those days and actually 
hesitated about staying there 
overnight on the run home. In 
the end I stayed two nights for 
no other reason than the ser¬ 
vice 1 was paying for was given 
pleasantly. 

May the condition spread. 


bright daily newspaper with a 
good balance of local, provin¬ 
cial and national news. But the 
vast majority of other com¬ 
munities have to make do with 
their TV now-you-see-it-now- 
you-don’t, 48-hour-old news in 
depth or weeklies geared to 
local events.

He went on breathlessly to 
tell his readers about the B.C. 
Deficit Repayment Act, 
authorizing the minister of 
finance to borrow $400 million 


‘to make good the deficit in the 
1978-78 fiscal year.”

Railway construction Loan 
Act, the Special Funds 
Recovery Act, the Prospectors 
Assistance Amendment Act.

mosphere? 

Dubious tourist attractions 
insult the intelligence of 
visitors, not to mention Vic¬ 
toria residents. 

Horsenirawn wa^fons, wax 
figurer*of people who had ab- 
sdutely nothing to do with this 
city’s history, antique cars, 
miniature displays, even a 
phoney ghost ^wn do nothing 
to enhance Victoria in the eyes 
of the tourist. 

Add to this the outrageous 
prices tourists are asked to 
pay, and you have an “it-ain’t- 
worth it” situation. 

On the other hand, genuine 
attractions which reflect the 
city’s rich and colorful history 
are fighting for survival. 

Years ago, the city’s 
business community and 
government should have sup¬ 
ported the Maritime Museum 
wholeheartedly. That museum 
should by now be located in fit¬ 
ting surroundings, somewhere 
by the Inner Harbour. 

Ihe late David Groos in¬ 
itiated a move which would 
have brought an old clipper to 
Victoria, one of the kind that 
once regularly visited our 
harbour. 

That vessel should by now 
have been restored and be 
anchored off the shores of Vic¬ 
toria, a proud reminder of the 
city’s maritime history. 

But Groos didn’t bring it off 
because the community wgs 
too occupied with its cheap 
tourist-trap image. 

Victoria’s tourist trade got 
exactly what it deserved, and 
unless nierchants chan^ their 
approach to tourism, it’ll get 
worse before it gets better. 


What has all this to do with 
the dvic scene, the framework 
of this column? Everything. 

Unless our business com¬ 
munity is vibrant and healthy, 
the whole dty suffers. If the 
motels and hotels are vacant^ if 
stores don’t sell enough goods, 
if restaurants are empty, in¬ 
creased unemployment and 
welfare costs result. 

And the city’s coffers remain 
empty, too. No business, no 
taxM. No taxes, no services. 

The homeowner will be 
forced to pick up the slack, and 
property taxes will rise. 

The old practice of charging 
what the market will bear has 
come to the end of the road. 
Victoria is charging more than 
any market will bear and the 
tourists have retaliated by 
staying away.

Rainmaking, a la Churchill 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain’s 
current drought, its worst in 
250 years, and its attendant 
prayers for rain revived 
memories Saturday of a witty 
warning by Sir Winston Chur-^ 
chill. 

Parliamentary reporter 
Graham Cawthome wrote in 
the London Times about the 
tongue-in-cheek suggestion 
which Britain’s great states¬ 
man made during a similar 
drought in 1919. 

Churchill’s ' prc^iosal, he 
said, was for a royal commis- 
sicai to establish just what 
weather British farmers need¬ 
ed, its result to be “duly em- 
bo^ed in an official volume,” 
and this standard reference 
work to be consulted whenev¬ 
er prayers for rain or sun 
were needed. 

Cawthome said Churchill 
wrote a long, ostensibly

serious letter to the Times in 
1919 — which the newspaper 


published —- noting that 
prayers for ram were about to 
be offered. 

“I venture to suggest that 
great care should be taken in 
framing the appeal,” Chur¬ 
chill said. 

“On the last occasion v^hen 
this extreme step was resort¬ 
ed to, the Duke of Rutland 
took toe leading part with so 
much well-mean^ enthusi¬ 
asm that toe resulting down¬ 
pour was not cmly sufficient 
for all immediate needs, but 
was considerably in excess of 
Hiiat was actually required.” 

Churchill said those who 
pray for rain should ‘be ex¬ 
tremely careful to state exact¬ 
ly what we want, in precise 
terms, so as to obviate the 
possibility of any misunder¬ 
standing.” 


He suggested toe board of 
agriculture “draw up a sched¬ 
ule of the exact amount of 
rainfall requii^ed in different 
parts of toe country.” 

“This/schekule could be pla¬ 
carded in toe various places 
of worship at toe time when 
the- appesd was made. It 
would not doubt be unneces¬ 
sary to read out the whole 
schetoile during toe service, 
so long as it was made a l e w ^ 
at toe tone that this is what 
we have in mind and what we 
actually want.” 

Cawthome said Churchill 
signed his letter “Scorpio,” 
and it duly appeared. “Only 
the editor, Marsh (Sir Ed¬ 
ward Marsh, Churchill’s pri¬ 
vate secretary) and Sir Win¬ 
ston ever knew who was toe 
author,” he said.

Libel award to senator slashed 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
810,000 British Columbia Su¬ 
preme CoLul libel award to 
Senator Ed Lawson, chairman

Workers and arose out of an 
allegation Succamore made

Succamore stod Lawson ac¬ 
cepted his appointment to the 
CanadiamSenate in an aura of 
U.S. union criminality at¬ 
tached to toe teamsters. 

Pat Bums, the radio host,' 
and Jim Pattison Broadcast¬ 
ing Ltd. Owners of CJOR, 
also named as defendants in 
the case, settled out of court 
for 8TJ500 prior to the start of 
the trial. The case against 
them was dismissed but was 
continued against Succamore. 

The trial was told Suc¬ 


camore had said Lawson had 
to get the approval of the then 
teamsters U.S. boss Jimmy 
Hoffa before, he accepted his 
senate appointment. 

The judgef held Friday that 
the award against Succamore 
should be 82,500 in view of the 
87,500 already paid to Lawson 
by toe initial co-defendants, 
Bums and the radio statimi. 

Mr. Justice Aikins said 
there was no justification for 
Lawrson to receive more than 
toe 810,000 total damages to 
which he is entitled in the 
court’s opinion.

Some ‘softening’ possible 


Mortgage rate drop not likely 


TORONTO (CP) - Ths cur¬ 
rent llH-to 12-pcr-cent mort¬ 
gage interest rate in Canada 
is not likely to drop signifi¬ 
cantly this year, says sn ex¬ 
ecutive of the Mortgage Insur¬ 
ance Oo. of Canada. 

James McAvoy, company 
vice-president, said in an Irt-: 
ter\4eW that while there may 
be a softening of one-quarter 


per cent. ”1 would not be sur¬ 
prised if the rates held at the 
present level to the end of the 
year.” 

While inflatlcn rsmained 
stremg in Canada It would 
continue to push mortgage in¬ 
terest rates up, McAvoy said. 

But he added that although 
the rates "art high tr^- 
tional standards, 1 think they 


have pretty, well %eld their 
own against inflation.” 

A survey In June by Mort¬ 
gage Insurance Co., a private 
firm that insutes mortgages, 
showed that the average in¬ 
come of Canadian house 
buyers had risen dramatical¬ 
ly, McAvoy said. The survey 
involved between 800 auid 900 
transactions handled by his 
compaiy across ^ country. 


He said the av'erage income 
for Toronto buyers was 
123,000; in Ottawa, 124,400; in 
Winnipeg. 121,100; in Van¬ 
couver, 121,000; in Quebec 
aty. 126,500 and in Halifax, 
118,800. 

Statistics on the same trans¬ 
actions also showed large in¬ 
creases In the amounts of the 
down payments on homes pur¬ 
chased, McAvoy said. 


A Canada-wide survey by 
the company this month 
showed house sales were slow 
to stable and in some urban 
centres new construction haid 
been reduced because of large 
inventories of unsold houses. 

Regina and Edmonton were 
the only centres reporting 
^ real estate markets that were 
* slowed but still buoyant, McA¬ 
voy said,.

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Interest revived in mountain slope living

•*k proohol Is without honor in 
his own country" -^otthow 13:57. 

David Spearing:, a Nanaimo 
planner and architect whose 
pioneering work on mountain 
slope communities has gone 
all but unnoticed in Canada's 
most mountainous province, 
is suddenly finding himself 
deluged with offers from rep¬ 
resentatives of foreign coun¬ 
tries who want to apply his 
research to mountainous ter¬ 
rain elsewhere in the world. 

And maybe, just maybe, the 
people of British Columbia 
are starting to listen as well, 
a good 10 years after Spear¬ 
ing began looking for solu¬ 
tions to the land-use dilemma 
he spotted in 1962. 

In 1962 the young architec¬ 
tural student returned from 
an eight-month tour of the 
Orient. “I learned more dur¬ 
ing that eight monttis than I 
did in the previous 10 years <rf 
education,” he says. 

He had noticed, while in 
Japan, that villages often oc¬ 
cupied all the valley land, 
forcing the agricultural econ- 
CMny to take to the hills and 
rely on terracing. ‘‘Thank 
goodness we’re not that stupid 
in B.C.,” he recalls thinking 
at the time, and he concen¬ 
trated on his main interest, 
the use of indigenous materi- 
^s and designs for housing. 

The rude awakening came 
when he returned to Canada. 
He observed, with a sudden 
jolt as his plane circled Van¬ 
couver International Airport, 


that the land-use pattern 
which had destroyed much of 
Japan’s oym agricultural ca¬ 
pability was being repeated in 
the Fraser Valley. 

It didn’t take long for the 
realization to sink in-that pre¬ 
servation of agricultural land 
was not a hot issue at the 
time. ‘‘I was told in 1964 by 
government people that we 
could always buy cheap food 
from Mexico, so why get ex- 
cit«l about preserving the 
Fraser Valley?” 

Spearing’s interest in more 
sensible land-use patterns 
continued. In spite of this, and 
in 1966, after completing his 
architectural studies at UBC, 
he spent eight months dcung 
research on . mountainslope 
living, assisted by a grant 
from Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporaticm. 

His Living on Mountain 
Slopes was published in 1973, 
earning praise from Bxm Bas- 
ford, then minister of state 
for urban affairs, and Dhvid 
Stupich, then B.C. agricul¬ 
tural minister, and sparking a 
bri^ fliwry.of interest from 
the Vancouver press. 

But beyond thaL the idea 
never seemed to capture the 
imagination of the people who 
count, and Spearing has been 
busy With -efttier interests, 
such as the preservation of 
Gastown, in v^ich he played 
a major role, and renewal of 
the Strathcona district of Van¬ 
couver, where his work in 
preserving Its social fabric 
was a model for the federal 
government’s policy on neigh¬ 
borhood re-development. 

This feeling for the social 
envircximent drew Spearing 
away from Vancouver, and 
back to his^ old hometown, 


Nanaimo, about four years 
ago. Since then. Spearing has 
built up a successful architec¬ 
tural practice from a convert¬ 
ed home which hides behhid 
an unruly hedge" on Stewart 
Avenue. His firm has offices 
in several Vancouver Island 
centres, and clients come 
from as far as South Africa. 

Mbuntalittlope living came 
back into the newi with 
Speaiing's speech before of¬ 
ficial delegates to the United 
Nations Habitat Conference in 
Vancouver in June. 

The response to that speech 
was “fantastic,” Spearing 
says. Delegates from many 
countries expressed interest 
in his ideas, and Spearing 
began to get Inquiries from 
foreign governments (Peru. 
Bolivia, Columbia. Portugal, 
Iran and even Holland) re¬ 
garding the possibility of his 
doing some work for them. 

However, Spcarlng^s ideas 
have been totally ignored in 
the “laboratory” for his origi¬ 
nal research — Vancouver 
and the Fraser Valley. 

‘"Hie idea qt mountainsl<H>c 
living hasn’t made an impact 
in certain very important 
quarters, specifically the 
Lower Mainland planning au¬ 
thority,” Spearing says. 

He points to a Livable Re¬ 
gion study recently published 
by the Greater Vancouver Re¬ 
gional District. The study re¬ 
ports, with great distress, that 
Vancouver has a serious lack 
of room in which to grow. 
Within reasonable commuting 
distance, for instance, there 
arc only 700 square miles of 
suitable land for construction 
compared with 1,500 square 
miles for Toronto and 3,000 
square miles for Montreal.

Vancouver’s North Shore 
has "a population limit of 
aboqt 284.000. says the study, 
“unless we build on hazardous 
slopes, or in locations which 
are extremely expensive to 
service, or destroy much of 
the scenic or recreational 
value.” 

Yet mountainslope living 
can be safer than iMflg on 
the flatland, no more expen¬ 
sive and no more ugly. Spear¬ 
ing maintains. 

What is more, it can all be 
done with existing technology, 
and can^ provide a healthier 
environment, both socially and 
physically, than flatland dev¬ 
elopment. 

■rhe real problem is not 
Vancouver’s lack of space, 
says Spearing, but a propen¬ 
sity to “drag flatland think¬ 
ing, and all the other baggage 
that goes with it, up the 
mountainside.” 

Mbuntainslc^ communities 
must be far more cognizant of 
the terrain, he says. Whole¬ 
sale elimination of topogra¬ 
phical elements, as is done 
for flatland subdivisions, will 
damage the geologicaLintegri- 
ty of the mountainside and 
cause serious problems with 
the runoff of snow and water. 

Road construction too, must 
go, to be replaced by public 
transit systems..Services such 
as water and sewer can be en¬ 
cased in concrete “utilidors” 
and construction can be car- 
ried^out with helicopters, on a 
pre-planned grid of point foun¬ 
dations. 

Geologists, who can gather- 
data for both an over-all plan 
and for individual building 
sites, can specify with 100 per 
cent accuracy the stability of 


a mountainsAope, sa^n Spear¬ 
ing. Earth tremors are leas of 
a problem on a stab)^ moun¬ 
tainside than they are in flat- 
land, such as the Fraser Val¬ 
ley, where seismic waves are 
magnified by soft soil. 

Perhaps one of the most im¬ 
portant elements in the social 
nature of mountainside com¬ 
munities is an interdepen¬ 
dence that draws such a com¬ 
munity together. In the dozen 
or so communities of about 
.30,000 population that could be 
built overlooking Vancouver 
and Howe Sound, (their size 
should be kept down for envi¬ 
ronmental and social rea¬ 
sons). interdependence would 
be fostered fay homes being 
buiJt closer together, often 
sharing a wall, and by the 
public transit system. Yet 
every home would have air. 
light and a view, which oriy 
the wealthy can afford now. 

It would take reiatively lit¬ 
tle to get a pilot moun¬ 
tainslope community started. 
Spearing says. Most of the 
technology exists, and the 
main things needed now are 
the initiative and the plan¬ 
ning. Construction of the com¬ 
munity, except for the trans¬ 
portation system, could be 
carried out by small contrac¬ 
tors as well as major develop^ 
ers, because such a communi¬ 
ty is made up of small 
clusters of buildings, rather 
than a continguous monolithdc 
structure. 

There have been signs late¬ 
ly that Spearing’s thinking is 
beginning to have an impact 
<m local circles. The munici¬ 
pal affairs department got 
him the invitation to Habitat, 
and Spearing met last week 


Religious beliefs issue 
may emerge in U.S. election 


Surrey may replace Marguerite Top honors 

A larger ferry 
on Seattle run? 


WASHINCjTON (UPI) — 
For the first time since 1960 a 
religious issue could eme^e 
in the presidential campaign. 

Democratic nominee Jimmy 
Carter’s references to his reli¬ 
gious commitment and to 
being a “bom again” Chris- 
tion have raised questions 
for some pople atout the 
American commitment to 
varied religious beliefs com¬ 
bined with separation of 
church and state. 

Those same questions were 
raised in the 1960 campaign of 
John F. Kennedy — particu¬ 
larly because some feared 
that as president, Kennedy 
would be taking orders from 
the Roman Catholic pope at 
the Vatican. 

Kennedy journeyed to Hous¬ 
ton, Tex., to meet with a wide 
range of Protestant evangeli¬ 
cal leaders to assure them he 
believed in an America 
‘Where there is no Catholic 
vote, no anti-Cathohe vote, no 
bloc voting of any kind . . 

It seems unlikely that 
Carter will have to do the 
same. 


Religious, leaders are al¬ 
ready attempting to put the 
issue in a posture such that 
any questions raised about 
Carter’s religion will not 
carry the undertones of bigot¬ 
ry that accompanied ques¬ 
tions about Kennedy. 

“The question of voter sup¬ 
port for Jimmy Carter nuist 
not be influenced by his reli¬ 
gious beliefs.” said Benjamin 
R. Epstein, national director 
of t h e Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. 

“A candidate’s religious 
conviction is not a valid issue 
for Jews or any other Ameri¬ 
cans, unless the candidate is 
committed to bi^try, racism 
or anti-Semitism,” Epstein 
said. 

Similarly. Alexander Gunn, 
executive ddrector of Ameri¬ 
cans United for Separation of 
Oiurch and State, deplored 
raising the question of. 
Carter’s personal religious be¬ 
liefs as “veering dangerously 
close” to violating the consti¬ 
tution’s prohibition against 
any religious tests for pobdic 
office. 


Gunn said there are 
“ proper and legitimate reli¬ 
gious issues” that concern 
voters, such as a candidate’s 
stand on church-state separa¬ 
tion, public aid to religious in¬ 
stitutions, freedom of choice 
on abortioh and efforts to re¬ 
store “compulsory” religious 
exercises to the puWic school. 


He said he hoped “no Amer- 
icaiT would vote for or against 
Jiihmy Carter aolely because 
of sectarian loyalty or ani¬ 
mosity. 

“John F. Kennedy’s election 
opened the doors of the White 
House to ail religions and 
those doors must never be 
closed again,” he said.

Mortars pounding 
besieged refugees 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanese 
Christians launched another 
assault Saturday on Tal Zaa- 
tar, the Palestinian refugee 
ckmp in southeastern Beirut, 
which has withstood 27 days 
of pounding. 

The Palestinian and Leban¬ 
ese Moslem leftist defenders 
said they beat back the as¬ 
sault with “suicide counter-at¬ 
tacks.” 

Rumors of a pending Culs- 
tian takeover swept Moslem- 
held western Beirut, which in¬ 
cludes the United States Em¬ 
bassy, following an announce¬ 
ment Friday that the embassy 
would be nearly shut down 


and another American evacu¬ 
ation staged Tuesday. 

U.S. officials in Washington 
warned that the Christians ap^ 
peared to be preparing for a 
heavy attack on the Moslem 
half of Lebancxi’s capital. 

“The new attack on Tal 
Zaatar was mounted behind a 
15-hour barrage of mortar and 
incendiary shells that set 
many fires,” a Christian co¬ 
rn unique said. 

The ' Palestinian news 
agency Wafa issued an appeal 
from the Moslem medical 
staff in Tal Zaatar asking the 
Red Ooss to save the 1,000 
wounded trapped in the camp.

President Ford won al! 35 
Connecticut delegates to the 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion on Saturday, expemding 
his slim lead over challenger 
Ronald Reagan, while Utah’s 
state ccwivention gave Reagan 
all of its 20 delegates,,. 

The Oonneoticut state c<xi- 
ventkm’s action gave Ford a 
total of 1,066 national conven¬ 
tion votes, bringing him with¬ 
in 64 votes of the Republican 
party’s nomination for the 
U.S. presidential election this 
Noveniber, compared with 
Reagan’s 1,020, an Associated 
Press tally showed. 

The two state conventions 
were the last in the party's 
delegate-selection process, 
leaving the two candidates 
only the 172 uncommitted del¬ 
egate to fight over if one is 
to gain the 1,130 votes needed 
for the nomination before the 
national convention «pens in 
Kansas pty on Aug. 16. 

Ford called for unity at the 
Coruiecticut convention in 
Hartford, to “centre our at¬ 
tack not on fellow Republi¬ 
cans but cm this Democratic 
Congress, the Democratic 


platform and the Democratic 
ticket which tries to b^ all 
things to all people. 

“Now we must resolve to 
stop fighting each other and 
start helping each other.” 

It was his first political 
address since Jimmy Carter 
and Walter Mondale won the 
Democratic presidential and 
vice-presidential nominatkms 
Thursday. 

While Ford called for unity 
in Hartford, Reagan was re¬ 
peating his attacks on the 
president’s foreign and 
domestic policies, telling Utah 
delegates that Ford has creat¬ 
ed an ilkiakm of prosperity by 
deficit spending in an election 
year. And he charged that 
Ford has failed to tell Ameri- 
canii the truth about t^e 
country’s military 

weaknesses. 

■“We’re told that we’re hav¬ 
ing a solid economic recov¬ 
ery,” he said- “I don’t believe 
that. We’ve been given the 
illusicm of prosperity in an 
election year by printing 
press money. But what hap¬ 
pens then? 

“You cannot spend your 
way to prosperity. You cannot 
tmild prosperity by going into 
debt.”

Twelve rapid-fire whistles 
and an apprehensive two- 
minute waiting period preced¬ 
ed the silent, volcanic-like ex¬ 
plosion that was followed sec¬ 
onds later by a thunderous 
clap. 

As ravens fled tiie blast 
area, shrieking overhead, per¬ 
sonnel from the provincial de¬ 
partment of highways and 
fisheries made their way over 
fragments^Njf the massive 
boulder to examine the now- 
bare face of a bluff. 

Estimated to contain 3,800 


cubic yards of rock, the 
boulder had measured 75 feet 
long, 35 feet deep and 110 feet 
high. 

Fears had been that the 
steefrfy faulted, wedge-shaped 
mas8 would one day become 
dislodged and tumble into the 
Salmon River, causing exces¬ 
sive damage to Gentry Pool 
— a prime holding area for 
salmon. 

However, dislocation of the 
rock was considered equally 
hazardous to the pool by fed¬ 
eral and provincial fisheries 
departments, so the highways 
department obtained the ser¬ 
vices of Dolmage, Mason and 
Stewart, a consulting firm, to 
assess the situation and plan 
the drilling and blasting pat¬ 
tern. 

The boulder was subse¬ 
quently riddled with drill 
holes, totalling 2,100 feet. ai»d 
loaded with 3,375 pounds of 
dynamite. 


Estuary task force weighs anchor

A single blast using millise¬ 
cond delays was planned to 
avoid dislodging it premature¬ 
ly, and to retard the explosion 
from the north and south 
faces, thus preventing most of 
the rock from moving toward 
the pool. 

The result was "a beautiful 
blast,” according to highways 
personnel on the scene. They 
estimated very little fly-iock 
fell into the parf, located sev¬ 
eral hundred .feet below the 
construction site. 

Joseph Flelden, district su¬ 
pervisor fbr the federal de¬ 
partment of fisheries in 
Campbell River, said he was 
also veary pleased with the 
way it went.

branch ecological reserves 
program. 

•nw ship is named after the 
late John Strickli^, vaBri- 
t i s h -bxrr n ii»ternati«t8tly- 
known scientist with whom 
Ellis worked at Nanaimo. 

Ellis said that for nine of 
the 12 days, the cruise will 
concentrate on a biological 
■ survey estuaries. 

They wiU study their value 
as nursery areas, especially 
for salmon. 

Ellis said estuaries are also 
being used by the logging in¬ 
dustry for storage and boom¬ 
ing and the two industries 
(logging and fishing) “just 
don’t go together.’* 

An appraisal of the state of 
about 12 estuaries is also 
being carried out 
“If any are still in good con- 
ditiai,’’ Ellis said, “we’U rec¬ 
ommend they become ecologi¬ 
cal reserves.’’

‘Island Fever

Suppose a Vancouver fami¬ 
ly got "Island fever" — as 
that $100,000 provincial adver¬ 
tising campaign is now trying 
to spread and spent a 
weekend in Victoria, just how 
much would i^ cost? 

Plenty, if you are parents , 
with one offspring of an age 
able to shar^ in children's 
rates and a teenager benefit- 
ting from student rates. And, 
of course, this Vancouver 
family owns a standsrd-«i7.ed 
car which it brings to Vic¬ 
toria. 

More precisely, a modest 
overnight weekend in Vietoria 
with the family sharing a sin¬ 
gle Gorge motel room can 
add up to $1.')0.60.‘ 

That doesn’t include the 
cost of gasoline and presunWt 
there are plenty of free park¬ 
ing spaces about Victoria. Nor 
does the total allow for tips or 
the purchase of a single item 
to take back home. 

Food, .the number one ex¬ 
pense. totalled only a few dol¬ 
lars more than the $44 the 
B.C Ferries demands to get 
the family and their car on 
and off Vancouver Island. 

In other terms, the ferry 
rates alone ate up about 29 
per cent of the family’s Vic¬ 
toria weekend budget. Meals 
consumed slightly more. 

Subtracting the ferry fares 
from the total means that the 
family’s 24-hours in Victoria 
cost about $110. 


Cure it for about $150 
or stay in Vancouver 


'That's slightly more than 
the daily average cost tallied 
by one Victoria couple with 
two teenagers during their re¬ 
cent two-week Matd holidey. 
And they weren’t scrimping 
during thfeir Hawaii atay 
which included a $5(Va-day 
condominium. 

The hypothetical V^cottver 
family in ^search of modest 
weekend doesn’t check into 
the Empress but rafher the 
Charles Dickens Motoj* Ihn 
where the bill with tax for a 
single room with three beds 
totals $25.68, Similar acobm- 
modation at the nearby Can¬ 
terbury Inn would c ost S32M: 

The family lunche/_ at 
Sam’s Delf on Govemlhcnt 
Street which t^PHts E>ad $9 for 
ham sandwiches and bever¬ 
ages. 

The afternoon is spent on a 
tour of the Legislative 'Build¬ 
ings and the Provincial Muse¬ 
um, neither of which costs a 
cent. But. $3 is needed to get 
the two adults and two chil¬ 
dren into the Maritime Muse¬ 
um. 

Dinner is at Mr. Mike’s, a 
c afeteria-style steak house, on 
Douglas. The bill for steak 
dinners at the $2.99 and $3.99 
level as well as desert and 
beverage conies to $15.26. 


This assumes no wine is or¬ 
dered. 

An evening excursion to 
Butchart Gardens, which 
offers graduated admissions, 
costs $10.75. 

After the gardens, the chil¬ 
dren are left at the motel to 
watrh television while Mom 
and Dad go off to the Bengal 
Room at the Empress for two 
idcinks i»ach of bar brand li¬ 
quor. The * total with tax 
comes to $5.3^. 

The family eats Sunday 
breakfast at the moteLHttftF* 
bill for bacon and egg.s. 
orange juice and beverage all 
round comes to $12. 

The mOmlng is spent cm a 
Tally-Ho tour which costs 
SIO.M and then the family 
goes to Sealand where the 
family's admisskm costs $9. 

J'hen it’s back on the ferry, 
.$22 again, and into the cafete¬ 
ria for a lunch of - ham¬ 
burgers, doughnuts and bev¬ 
erages all round for $6.10. 

Total cost to the family to 
rid itself of "Island fever” 
comee to $150.60. 

There, are cheaper, more 
.spartan ways for a family of 
fenur fibm Vancouver to spdnd 
IM^hours in Victoria and then 
again, there certainly are 
more expensive ways.

^We all know Hiat we have* to 
have sewage disixisal, and we 
have urged our government 
to get on with it. It would be a 
little inconsistent to turn 
around and tell them to go 
someplace else — that sewage 
disposal is necessary, but on 
somebexly else’s iloorstep.” 

On the other hand. 
he is feel'mg just a Kttle un¬ 
easy after listening to the 
Shoal Bay developments. 

"They were getting the 
story we’ve been getting — It 
will be well hidden. It will 
blend in with the landscape. 
.\fter a while you won’t notice 
it’s there. We’ve overcome all 
the noise and smell problems. 

"The Shoah Bay people 
found it wasn’t quite the way 
they were told it would be — I 
hope we don’t find the same 
thing."

Helpers keep fire

Langford, volunteers liattled 
to keep a forest fire to one- 
third of an acre Saturday 
night after it spread from 
fire at the tKittom of French 
Bea< h trail off Sooke Road.

It has been suggested that 
the McMicking Polrit outfaill 
which is now discharging sew¬ 
age directly into the ocean, 
.should become a pump sta¬ 
tion. passing sewage almg to 
the Clover Point pump station 
for subsequent disposal 6,(X)0 
feet offshore at Clover Point. 

But local residents, in¬ 
formed toat a pump station to 
perform this task would be 


built in a cove at Shoal Bay, 
mustered all available forces 
in protest and managed to get 
Oak Bay council to declare 
that no jHimp station should 
be aJlow^ at that particular 
location. 

Regional engineers have es¬ 
timated that a change from 
McMicking Point to thei Vic¬ 
toria Golf Course location 
suggested by residents would 
mpan an estimated $1.6 mil¬ 
lion to the tsuqiayers of Oak 
Bay, Victoria and Saanich. 

Again, according to How¬ 
ard, ' all these estimates are 
based on present day costs, 
although It may be a year or 
more before any work is actu¬ 
ally started. 

Contractors, he conceded, 
base costs upon the eventual 
price they expect before the 
contract can be completed. 

He says the estimate of $11 
million to clean up Greater 
Victoria’s sewage problem is 
also based on present day 
costs. 

He does mil exiiec.^ e\'entual 
costs, which should come in 
about one year from now, will 
mean more than a one-third 
increase on this figure. 

"But it is ‘almost Impossible 
to estimate eventual costs," 
says Howard. 

"If they use today’^s costs, 
and .they can build today with 
present day plans, we might 
get by at $11 million, 

"But the Clover Point pump 
station Won’t be completed for 


a. year .so thei-e is no point 
starting to build the outfall 
.which will take three months 
for construction. 

"The cost of that outfaJl will 
undoubtedly escalate in the 
intervening period by an un- 
knov^n amount, and then we 
don’t know about thfc^escala¬ 
tion in inshore costs. 

"Suppose, for instance, that 
Ihe Shoal Bay protesters man¬ 
age to get the proposed pump 
station moved from Shoal Bay 
to the golf course site. 

"We know that at present 
day costs that will mean an 
additional $1.6 million dollars 
on the total cost of sewage 
disposal, again St present day 
costs. 

"You can add to that any 
increases due to inflation or 
to labor costs, and then you • 
can add that to the flat $11 
million cost for sewage dis- 
IKisal in the district” 

Howai*d was reluctant to 
predict' the real cost of the 
total [Troject to dispose of 
sewage In the district, 
through a series of outfalls, , 
while leaving land available 
at Macaulay Point for a treat¬ 
ment plant if ne<essary. 

"I don’t believe, that even if 
tenders arc callfxi one year 
fom now they will go more 
than one-third above the $11 
mijllion T>rojected cost for 
McMicking. for the line 
from there to Clover Point, 
for the Caover Point station 
and for the outfall.”

M(Jst, when asked for their 
views, merely shrugged their 
shoulders and admitted poli¬ 
tics was not their business. 

One exception wras Pedro 
Ramirez, a shocrter from San 
Juan. Puerto Rico. He said 
the Canadian attitude toward 
Taiwan and the African pul¬ 
lout was “acting against the 
purpose and spirit of the 
Olympics, which should be 
pure sport.” 

“What is the Soviet Union 
going to do in the next Olym¬ 
pics?” he asked. “Ban Chile? 
Ban Israel?” He was refer¬ 
ring to the fact Moscow has 
been chosen as the site of ttie 
1980 summer Games. 

But the luxury of being able 
.to express such anger was d^"- 
nied the African athletes, v ho 
were ordered not to speak to 
journalists. 

One Kenyan did speak, as 
dejected Olympic officials ar¬ 
ranged flights that will take 
him and the others back to 
Africa. 

“We are so disappointed,” 
the young man, who asked 
that his name not be used, 
said. “'They’fe just taking 


four year's out of someone’s 
Ufe.’f 

He claimed that “any 
medals wun now at these 
Olympics arc not honestly 
won medals.” 

An Afrioan boxer aaid: 
“With all our hearts we want 
to stay.” 

“When you think of all it 
has cost our young states to 
prepare athletes for the 
Games — pulling out like this 
is a real disaster,” said the 
black athlete who did not wish 
to be named. He had just 
learned his country was with¬ 
drawing. 

“We had only one %vish, and 
I think lean speak for all Af¬ 
rican atmetes ^re, that’s to 
stay,’’ he said. 

Tlie International Amateur 
Athletic Association calls the 
Olympic Games its world 
championship track meet, but 
without the dissenters, the 
question will remain whether 
it really qualifies as such.

Olympic basketball different game 


MONTREAL (CP) — Most 
sports at the Olympics re¬ 
quire no adjustments for the 
athletes. In swimming, the 
lOO-metre backstre^e is the 
same no matter where the 
competition is. The same Is 
true in track and field. 

But for basketball, there is 
a difference. International 
rules, under which the Olym¬ 
pic tournament is run’, differ 
in several areas from both 


amateur 

rules. 


and professional 


Olympic basketball is much 
more physical than mort 
North American players are 
used to. 

One of the most obvious 
rule differences is the size of 
the lane, which ia cone-' 
shaped, expanding from 12 
feet wide at the free throw 
line to 16 feet at the baseline. 
That creates a miKh larger 


three-second area for centres 
and benefits quick, mobde. 
centres. 

The SO^second shot clock is 
in effect, iorcing a team to atr 
tempt a shot within half a 
minute of gaining possession 
of the ball. In prcrfessional 
basketball shots must be at¬ 
tempted in 24 seconds. 

The bonus rule on free 
throws is activated after 10 
fouls have been called against 


a team. pro ball the bonus 
^mes in after six fouls. 

In Olympic ball, each foul 
after 10 results in two foul 
shots but an important pert of 
the strategy peimits teams to 
waive foul shots in order to 
keep control of the ball. 

A mid-court line, which 
allows a team 10 seconds to 
bring the ball up court, is 
used in the Olympics, but not 
in pro ball.

Twenty4aa> countries chose 
not to take part in the out¬ 
pouring of pleasure. But from 
the reaction of the throng that 
had gathered, those not 
present were not missed. 

Some people paid as much 


as $500 at scalpers' pri^ for 
a seat, and they used their 
prerogative to cheer as often 
as possible. 

Thousands who did not have 
access to the stadium poured 
over grassy hillsides around 
the site just to be close to the 
activity and hear the crescen¬ 
dos of music ooming from in¬ 
side. 

Those crescendoe rose to 
large heights quickly with the 
entry 0# the American team 


and again with the appear- 
nace of the representatives 
from Israd. 

But when the Canadian 
squad:marched into sl^t. the 
noise from their countrymen 
svept in waves through the 
tiers of concrete. 

The memory of all opening 
ceremonies usually deal witli 
color and sounds. 

All the cokJTB were there 
Saturday — the sunshine yel¬ 
low worn by Australians, the 


forest green of Iran and the 
emerald green of Ireland, the 
rose rod of Guatemala to the 
apple rqd of Japan, France 
and the host Canadians. 

There were the black robes 
worn by the team from Saudi 
Arabia, the Hlac wardrobe of 
the women from Bomania and 
the brown suits of the Roman¬ 
ian men. 

There was the sky blue of 
Italy, the midnight blue of 
Ireland, the powder blue of

And the biggest hand of all, 
of course, was i^served for 
the 474 members of the Cana¬ 
dian team, the last of the del¬ 
egations to march. 

The women wore red jack¬ 


ets with matching hats and 
white slacks, while the men 
were dressed in red pants, 
white safari jackets, and 
open-neck hemp shirts. 

Most of those in this still-un¬ 
finished stadium stood to ap¬ 
plaud the Canadians. 

A huge yellow crane still 
hung over one end of the big 
saucer, a stark reminder of 
the troubles the Canadians 
had in getting to this day.

At Munich, when Mark 
Spitz was going for his sev¬ 
enth gold medal, we had tick¬ 
ets six rowa up and right on 
the finish line.” 

Gene doesn’t believe in try¬ 
ing to hold up potential cus¬ 
tomers.

The most 
he has ever received was $250 
for a pair of tickets to a Min- 
nesota-lowa football game in 
1962. 

At Saturday’s Olympic 
opening ceremonies, while po¬ 
lice reported scalpers were 
asking, and getting, as much 

$5()0 a ticket. One never 
asked rnore than $100. 

“The key Is getting a quick 
feel for toe market,” he said. 
“You have to find out quick 
w'hal the market will bear. If 
you hold a ticket 10 minutes 
too long, it can drastically de¬ 
value. I figure if you get a 
ticket and get it sold, you can 
buy more. I think dealing in 
volume is the best way.” 

Gene's .<»(?alping career 
started 21 years ago when he 
was a 12-year-old Boy Scout 
usher at University of Min- 
• nesota football games. The 
ushers received free tickets 
and Gene alwaji! spent a few 
minutes before tlie game dis¬ 
posing of Ws. It became a 
serious business when he was 
attending Mgh school and 
went to a state hockey tour^ 
nament. 

“I wrent there with only $2. 
After expenses I went home 
with $118,” he said. “That’s 
when I realized my future 
was in scalping. “ 

Gene says he’ll buy any¬ 
thing for a price. “But with 
some tickets you have to be 
careful. For events like can¬ 
oeing. rowing, archery and 
fencing you might only give 
half price for them. The same 
goes with p\'«it.s held in (he 
morning.” 

Montreal may turn out to be 
a scalper’s paradise because 
the police ignored most of the 
actirity before the opening 
ceremony. 

Police Lt. Alfred Gagnon 
said toe scalpers were getting 
around local law. “Most <4 
the tickets we saw changing 


hands were sold tbecause the 
scalpers were ' first ap¬ 
proached by potential custom¬ 
ers, As long as (he seller 
doesn’t make the initial move 


there is not much we can do 
about the activity. 

Police repeated no arrests 
Saturday for scalping viola¬ 
tions. 


MONTREAL (AP) - Olym- 
shooters are up in arms 
because they say they are 
being treated more like poten¬ 
tial assassins than athletes. 

“We are having two kinds 
of games here — Olympic 
Games and Police Games,” 
ccanplains Dr. Jules 8obrian 
of Omemee, Ont., a general 
practitioner wtoo specializes In 
rapid fire pistol for the Cana¬ 
dian team. 

“They are not looking for 
terrortets here — they’re just 
persecuting the comp^tors.” 

“They act like they are 
guarding us against our¬ 
selves,” adds his teammate, 
Steven Kelly of Ottawa. 

The strongest protests have 
come from the host Canadians 
but comphdnts are general 
among shooters from other 
teams. 

The shooters arc unhappy 
because their guns are taken 
from them by security guards 
at toe gate of the Olympic 
Village and stored in hall a 
dozen vans across the pariting 
lot. 

Every day they are subject¬ 
ed to a dozen electronic secti- 
rity checks — leaving and en¬ 
tering the Village, leaving and 
entaring the range, getting on 
and off the buses. 

“First of all, because of the 
bus strike we have to ride 
school buses,” said Sobrian. 
“The buses are made for kids 
so six-footers are jammed 
into toe seats with all toe 
equipment for an hour’s ride 
to L’Acadle.”

‘Big tricks’ return 
to gymnastic world 


MONTREAL (UPI) — 
Gymnastics is perhaps more 
art than sport. It is judged 
largely on subjective opinion 
and, like art. its styles tend to 
run in trends,^, # 

The trend in gymnastics for 
the past two Olympiads has 
been judges rewartong style 
and grace. This year it seems 
big tricks, — risky moves, 
daring dismounts — will mark 
the winners. 

“Big tricks’ dominated 
Olympics siqce 1932, the last 
time the U.SC hosted the sum¬ 
mer games and the last time 
a U.S. male gymnast won a 
medal. 

The trend shifted to an em¬ 
phasis on control and grace at 
the 1960 Itome Games, led by 


Russia’s elegant champiem 
Larissa Latynina. 

Japan’s men’s team domi¬ 
nated the next three games 
with mechanical perform¬ 
ances stressing flawless ex¬ 
ecution. Others w’ere capable 
of perfOTming “big tricks.” 
but lacked overall finesse. But 
that was the trend. 

Then came toe 1972 Munich 
Games and Russia’s Olga 
Korbut with her daredevil un¬ 
even parallel bars routine. It, 
was a hint the “big tricks” 
were returning. 

During pre-Olympic work¬ 
outs preparing for today’s 
opening gymnastics competi¬ 
tion. it was evident top gym¬ 
nasts were anticipating the 
style pendulum swinging back 
to the “big tricks.” 


Russians defend 
cycling honors 


MONTREAL (CP)- 
East Europeans are expect¬ 
ed to dominate the (Mympio 
cycling events which get 
under way this morning. 

Traditionally e.xcellent in 
toe road racing events, the 
East Europeans, led by Ea.^t 
Germany, the Soviet Union 
and Poland, are now domlnai- 
inz their western foes. 

It is expected that Poland 
and the Soviet Union will bat¬ 


tle for the gold medal in the 
100-kilometre team time trial 
which started at 7 a.m. PDT. 
Thp Soviet Union won the 
event at the Munich Games 
four years ago. just nipping 
the Poles, who won the world 
chani|iiorship last year. 

The East Germans are also 
expected to be strong in to¬ 
day’s race along with Sweden 
and toe Netherlands. 


There should be a number of 
01ym{dc gymnastics “firsts” 
here, including: 

• Nikolai Andrianov of 
Russia using a triple back 
somersault dismount erff the 
rings; 

• Romania’s Nadia Co¬ 
maneci using the uneven par¬ 
allel bar dismount now named 
after her (a forward release, 
half twist finished with a back 
somersault); 

• Peter Kormann of the U.S. 
using double l>ack somer¬ 
saults at both the beginning 
and end of his floor exercise 
routine; 

• Maria Filatova of the 
USSR using two consecutive 
back handsprings on the bal¬ 
ance beam followed immedi¬ 
ately by a double back somer¬ 
sault dismount. 

While toe Japanese men’s 
routines look as efficient as 
ever, toe Russians seem to be 
counting on their “big tricks” 
to reclaim the tcani title they 
lost in 1960. 

“The Japanese better have 
a real big lead after ctnnpul- 
sories or the Russians o(^d 
catch them in optionals be¬ 
cause of their incredible dis¬ 
mounts — if that’s what the 
judges are looking for,” said 
Bart Conner of the U.S. team. 

That’s just what the Rus¬ 
sians are banking 

But, like art critics, gym¬ 
nastics judges art* a finicky 
lot. And what makes a cham¬ 
pion gymnast i^ very much in 
the eye of the beholder.

Furthermore, Sobrian said, 
every trip from the VlUage to 
toe range is made with a mili¬ 
tary convoy. 

“On clear days, there's a 
helicopter overhead, with two 
soldiers and a radioman in¬ 
side, which follows us every 
mile of the way. There’s an 
RCMP car in front and an 
RC2MP car in back.” 

Kelly, a slender, bookishr 
looking man, said he is both¬ 
ered by the repeated security 
checks but more concerned 
about the safety of the guns. 

“'They guard us but don’t 
guard the guns,” he added. “I 
don’t see why the guns have 
to be hauled back and forth 
every day. If security is 
afraid ci what we might do 
with them, why don’t they 
keep them stored at the 
range?” 

Charlie Gilbert of Van¬ 
couver, the team manager, 
said it was ludicrous to be¬ 
lieve that Olympic shooters 
and their weapons posed ai^ 
sort of a threat. 

“Even totalitarian govern¬ 
ments — and I have friends 


oh such teams — wouldn’t 
think of putting a potential 
terrorist on their national 
teams. 

“But to view these guns as 
any sort 0# danger is absolute¬ 
ly ludricrous. First of all, the 
tjuget rifle weighs 16 pounds 
and shoots a single shot The 
free pistol also shoots only a 
single shot. 

"The grips of the pistols are 
fitted ioT the indivktoal hand.s. 
If an outsider wanted to use 
one, it would take him 10 min¬ 
utes to strap It to his hand. 
And the rifles are always bro¬ 
ken down. They would have to 
be assembled before fixing.” 

Shooters are a unique 
breed. They cuddle theii' 
u'eapons as a violinist might a 
Stratovarius. They wrap them 
in velvet and keep them shin¬ 
ing Kke jevwls. 

“All this security is ab¬ 
surd,” said Sobrian. *T’ve 
seen fenoers in the village 
with foils and epees that are 
as daijgerous as guns. And a 
misthrown javelin can rip 
through you. A shot from 
some of these pistols wouldn’t 
pierce a heavy coat.” 

The Caitadlan doctor said 
he was embarrassed because 
o f what other visiting 
shooters are having to experi¬ 
ence. “Ask toe Americans." 
he said. 

“All but one of our shooting 
team are military men and 
used to security,” said Joe 
Bemy of Washington, D.C. 
manager of toe U.S. team. 
“"But I must say with all the 
soldiers around, the range a> 
L'Acadie Looks like Stalag 
13."

1 Critics have heavy burden 


OTTAWA (CP) — Art, 
music and theatre critics 
oany an important burden in 
strengthening the country’s 
self-knowledge and indepi^ 
dent identity, sajrs Secretary 
of State Hugh Faulkner. 

He told a weekend confer¬ 
ence of critics and artists 
that with the countay engulfed 
in floods of foreign culture, 
Canadian activity must be 
kept before the Canadian pub¬ 
lic.

“Artistic activity in^ the 
country has grown by leaps 
and bounds in the past sev'er- 
al years, and popular interest 
in it has kept pace. The chal¬ 
lenge to the media is'to re¬ 
flect more adequately its ex¬ 
tent and character. 

“We’re certainly a Tong way 
from the saturation point we 
seem to' have ' reached in 
sports coverage.” 

In Friday’s two sessions of 
the conference, the critics — 
mainly tor daily newspapers 
— first faced * broadside of 
criticism from the artists, and 
then stated their defences.

want to hold on to many of 
the old w'ays of measurement. 

“Our media, newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements and recipes as 
well as television are not 
changing as fast as the stu¬ 


dent can learn the metric 
process in school,” she said. 
"Some teachers must be in¬ 
cluded among those who 
resist change.” 

A. R. Chads^ of Gecn^e 
Weston Ltd., said that “like 
many Canadians, domestic 
food manufacturers sec little 
reason to assign much priori¬ 
ty to metric conversion.”

Pat’s left her mark 
on Canadian theatre

About that report on audi¬ 
ence development that Pat 
Armstrong was commissioned 
to do by the Canada Council. 

The Ottawa giver of grants 
and liTebldod of the Canadian 
arts community is still wait¬ 
ing for Ms. Armstrong’s hand¬ 
book on how to sell theatre to 
the community. 

“Oh, It’s about two months 
late,” she said in a recent in¬ 
terview that found her sitting 
pixie-like on a sofa ci her attic 
apartmwit cluttered with sou¬ 
venirs of playing in the 
country’s major theatres and 
in the front offices of more 
than one. 

But then Ms. Armstroig is 
a little busier now than she 
had planned to be when she 
first came to Victoria several 
months ago to partner Don 
. Shipley’s phenomenal trans¬ 
formation of the Springridge 
theatre into 'The Belfry. 

Most summer nights she’s 
turning heads and bringing 
bravos as Frau Schneider, the 
spunky landlady of John 
Minshall’s production of Caba¬ 
ret. 

“I adore being on stage 
again,” she said, making it 
sound like ages since she trod 
the boards, when in fact it 
was just last January in the 
Canadian play Sandhill in 
Winnipeg. But if the 43-ye€ir- 
old who trained as an actress 
at the Bristol Old Vic has left 
a mark on Canadian theatre 
— and plenty say she has — it 
hasn’t been so much on the 
stage but with her work in 
promotion and audience dev¬ 
elopment. 

“Pat Armstrong has pion¬ 
eered the field of audience 
development in the broad and 
more active community level j 
in Canada,” according to Bas- ’ 
tion Theatre’s publicity per¬ 
son Glynis Brownsey. Bas¬ 
tion’s Showcase and Theatre 
Unlimited programs are both 
offshoots of recommendations 
from a study Ms. Armstrong 
did fen* the theatre four,.yearB 
ago. 

Audience development isn’t, 
just getting paying patrons 
into the seats, according to 
Ms. Armstrong, but turning 
the community on to theatre 
as a creative place. 

Her transforming The 
Belfry into a mini outer-pxjrt 
during the runs of the two 
Newfoundland companies dur¬ 
ing last spring’s Habitat 
series is a minor illustration 
of what she means. The 
growth of Theatre Calgary 
into one of the country’s sig¬ 
nificant regionals under her 
partnership with Chris New¬ 
ton is a major testimony to 
her style of audience develop¬ 
ment. 

Her arrival at The Belfry In 
April followed long distance 
negotiations by postcard as 
she finished up her survey of 
eastern Canadian theatres 
and later a visit to her Win¬ 
nipeg parents, then vacation¬ 
ing in Florida. 

Shipley wanted her but 
could only offer die usual $125 
a week Local Initiative Pro¬ 
gram sfiflary to a woman who 
had left a Vancouver Play¬ 
house position paying three 
times that to bike across the 
Prairies — actually only from 
Edmonton to Yorkton — last 
sununer. In the background 
were numerous job offers 
from Canadian theatre and in 
the foreground was that Cana¬ 
da Council study to complete. 

She came because she liked 
i^lvat Shipriey was proposing 
for. The Belfry ih the 'vay of 
Canadian productions and 
peitormera, and she wanted 
a change. 


The 

Arts 


Change features prominent¬ 
ly in her life at the moment. 

Her Frau Schneider of Cab¬ 
aret requires her to play 20 
years beyond her actual age, 
when it wasn’t long ago that 
directors were still casting 
her as a teenager, mainly be¬ 
cause of her size and exuber¬ 
ance. 

Her first step on stage was 
as Snow White in grade school 
where she ended up being 
’ ‘smaller than all the 
dwarfs.” She started to ex¬ 
plain how her tour-toot-lO-inch 
height had barred her from 
all the young woman leads, 
when she stopped and said 
“that’s old thinldng.” 

“If my size hampered me it 
was because I hampered my¬ 
self,” she said, conceding that 
the only roles she can’t do are 
those requiring a hulking 
physical presence. 

And if Ms. Armstrong is 
branching out in finding her 
own identity then her involve¬ 
ment in new Canadian theatre 


is a perfect parallel. She dis¬ 
miss^ as “a bunch of crap” 
the oftovheard argument that 
there are no good Canadian 
plays. 

As for the second half of the 
anti-nationalist argument that 
there is no audience for Cana¬ 
dian theatft, she points to the 
line-ups outside 'The Belfry 
during the Codec, Mummers 
and Passe MuraiUe runs. 

There is a place for a Mag¬ 
gie Smith or the P<riish Mime 
Ballet on Oanedian stages, 
^e said, but “at the same 
time we’ve got to do our 
own.’’ 

As §he found out from her 
recent Winnifieg appearance, 
being a Canadian in a Canadi¬ 
an. play has special rewards 
for an actor. 

“I talked like this — I didn’t 
need any special accent or 
anything but my own 
rhyttims.” 

And that two-month-late re¬ 
port on audience development 
for the Canada Council? 

“I think about it a lot,” she 
said.

Collectibles

Heaven forbid that I should 
discourage reader’s letters, 
but there are many which 
simply cannot be answered 
from a written description. I 
rei;eive many questions about 
old pieces of chinaAvare and 
porcelain which have no 
jnarks at all tm the bottom. 
These are dilficult enough 
even for the expert, who can 
actually handle them and im- 
|)ossible for a lung-range ob¬ 
server such as myself; but 
here are a few general hints 
which may help. 

The U.S. passed a tariff act 
in 1891 requiring that imports 
be marked with the country of 
Origin. For the ne.^flt 10 or 20 
years, thereftrre, imported 
English chinaware was 
marked with the word ‘V^ng- 
land’. Early in the 20th centu¬ 
ry, this was changed to 
•MADE IN ENGLAND*. Prior 
to 1891 the piece might bear 
no marie at all or it might be 
identified by the trademark of 
the maker but not necessarily 
the country of origin. If the 
mark includes the actual 
wxjrds ‘trade mark’ the date 
is probaWy — but not certain¬ 
ly later than 1862. 

Remember, the only mark* 
which you can rely on are 
those Incised in the clay 
under the glaze, all ot^r aj)- 
pHed marks are very easily 
faked. Remember also that 
none of these ‘rules’ is infalli¬ 
ble. My own daily dinnerware 
is clearly marked ‘ENG- 
LX?5ltr’, This, according to the 


above formula would suggest 
that it was made sometime 
between 1891 and the First 
World War. In fact it came 
fiDm Eaton’s five years ago. 

Another example of the i^ind 
of problem we run into comes 
from N. P. Glaab of Point Ed¬ 
ward, Ont. He sent me a pho¬ 
tocopy of a Canadian one dol¬ 
lar bill which appears to be 
quite perfect except that the 
serial number is missing. He 
wxjnders if peshaps it might 
be valuable. 

This was a new one on me 
so I went to a coin dealer and 
asked his opinion. He said 
that there was nothing rare 
aibout it - - banknotes issued 
without serial numbers are 
fairly commonplace. I was 
not haprpy with this reply, so I 
went to another dealer. He 
cfflifirmed that they were not 
valuable and said that large 
nunibers of them were issued 
diming 1967. This struck me 
as a strange way of honoring 
Canada’s Centennial, so I sent 
to a third dealer. He said 
there was nothing unusual 
about it. it had simply^ been 
through the cleaners. 

Looking back 
Glaab’.s letter 1 see 
suspected cleaning and had 
pul other notes through the 
wa.sher hut the serial number 
remained intact. That still 
leaves dry cleaning, and I AAill 
now personally send a dollar 
bill to my local valet service 
and reix>rt back to you in a 
couple of weeks time.

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Envelope still contains prophetic letter 


Hawker overprint 
in September sale 
should top $7,000

An envelope and letter car¬ 
ried on the Harry Hawker- 
Kenneth Mackenzie Grieve at¬ 
tempted trans-Atlantic flight 
on May 18, 1919, are expected 
to fetch at least £3.500 in 
Stanley Gibbons’ auction of 
the Geoffrey L. Solomon air¬ 
mail collection in Ixaidon, 
Sept. 1-2. 

The envelope bears one of 
the famous overprinted three- 
cent stamps of Newfoundland 
now known as the Hawkers, 
especially prepared by New¬ 
foundland postmaster-general 
Dr. Alex Robinson tor m a 11 
carried on the flight. 

Only 200 were produced and 
each is overprinted “First 
Trans-Atlantic Air Post, April 
1919.” The flight as held up 
until May be bad weather. 

Hawker and Grieve were 
hoping to win a newspaper 
prize for taking.the first plane 
across the Atlantic in 72 hours 
or less, but their plane was 
forced dowNi about 1,500 miles 
out to sea and the mail had to 
be salvaged. 

The envelop to be sold is 
addressed to Grieve’s mother 
in Hampshire and still con¬ 
tains its original letter which 
included this prophesy: “If 
thi.s reaches you safely the 
atamp will he valuable some 
day.”

The article in the Colonist, 
stated that teachers were un¬ 
trained to discover learning 
problems and that the educa¬ 
tional systems continued to ig¬ 
nore disability problems. 

The statements were made 
in support of the main conten¬ 
tion that there is a definite 
link between learning disabili¬ 
ties and delinquencies. 

“The school often creates 
angry failures out of non- 
leamers. This is raw material 
for the courts and, in certain 
areas of Canada, this situa¬ 
tion applies to about 10 per 
cent of the school population,” 
the article said. 

“It's a contPov'erSal area, 
no doubt,” Lamrock said. 
“Part of what he says is true, 
it (teacher training in special 
education) is optional. But I 
don't agree that teachers 
aren't aware.” 

While Lamrock could agree 
that children with untreated 
l^^ing disabilities may end 
upSq difficulty with the law, 
he couldn't support the im¬ 
plied corollary that all young 
people in trouble neceslMu^y 
have learning disabilities. 

Lamrock qidckly pointed 
out tfiat his lO-perKjent figure 
only included those teachers 
actuaHly employed in special 
education. There were others 
who have had training on how 
to detect a student with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

The main thrust in Greater 
Victoria’s approach to the 
problem was torough learning 
assistance teachers, Lamrock 
said. All elementary schools 
have at least one learning as¬ 
sistance 2 teachers, although 
small schools may share one, 
Lamrock added.

“The intent there is to woi-k 
with the children, btiild up 
their skills so that they may 
return to regular ctessrooms 
with some learning assistance 
support,” Lamrock-said. 

The article described learn¬ 
ing-disability delinquents as 
appearing to hate everyone. 
Including themselves. They 


were often branded as fail¬ 
ures in the first and second 
grades and carried this label 
through the rest of ' their 
school lives. 

The article saW two ap¬ 
proaches have been used in 
dealing with this type of stu- 
dent, the work-’em-hard 
method of discipline, custody 
and sweat, and psychotherapy 
treatmmt method It said 
both tlvese techniques seemed 
logical but had failed.. 

“Those whose learning disa¬ 
bilities have been incorrectly 
diagnosed represent failure 
not only for themselves but 
also for the legal, medical 
and educational professions,” 
the article stated. 

problem, partially, is 
t the term ‘learnii^ dis- 
ity’ has come to mean so 
many differwit things,” 
Lamrock continued. “It isn’t 
a specific problem that you 
can surgically remove. It’s 
more general than that You 
must zero in on- what the dis¬ 
ability is. 'Die greatest prob¬ 
lem we face right now is diagr 
nosing the problem. We fme 
getting increased attention 
^ from neuropsychologistB and 
medical practioners.” 

* The school board, which 
Lamrock says has generously 
supported special education 
programs, has employed two 
psychometricians who test 
and diagnose specific areas of 
w'eakness in a child and, in 
discussions with the 
classroom teacher, build a 
program concentrating oh his 
or her learning strengths. 

Depending on the severity 
of the problem, the child may 
stay in regiilar clas^ or ■ be 
moved into special classes. 
There is an emphasis on an 
integrated approach for social 
reasons. 

The key, Lamrock said, is a 
team effort to combat the 


problem. Such agencies as 
human lesources depart¬ 
ments, the medical field and 
neuropsychology £u:e all need¬ 
ed, Lamrock said. 

There has been a shift in 
the attitude towards learning 
disability from social psychol¬ 
ogical to a physical-based 
prciblem and such things as 
food, ctUergies are being 
looked into more carehiUy: 


“No, Tm not upset by the 
piece,” Lamrock concluded. 
“There’s a lot of truth in what 
die article says but I don’t 
thii^ the solution to the prob¬ 
lem is as slmpile as implied. 

“The average cftassroom 
teacher is very capable, if not 
in diagnosing the proUem at 
least in detecting the problem 
and referring it to the proper 
agoicy.”

It’s sFtrioHy Polarodd cam¬ 
eras, videos and audio tapes 
at Open Space’s See About Me 
children’s workshop that has 
pint-sized producers filming 
their perceptions of the world. 

And some of those views 
are to be assembled by the 
kids themselves into an hour- 
long television show to be 
shown later this summer. 

Turning camera equipment, 
all on loan from the National 
Film’ Board, over to 
youngsters is nothing new for 
Open Sjpace. Organizers ex¬ 
perimented with it during the 
Friendly Things workshop 
over the Easter Break. 

The kids, according to 
director Bill Bartlett, can't 
wait to get their hands on the 
cameras. 

“Some kids are crazy about 
pushing buttons and. don't 
care what they see,” he said. 
Others are more thoughtful 
and when gi\^n a taking-off 
X)oint with topics such as 
“holes” or “Piles” produce 
some imaginative shots.' 

Bartlett won’t be passing 


out any report cards based on 
what the kids produce in the 
week-long woritshops through¬ 
out the summer. 

“We are not really making 
value judgments on whether 
that is a good product or a 
bad product; we are more in¬ 
terested in what the child is 
going through,” he said. 

Running through the work¬ 
shop is a stream of thought 
borrowed from Edward de 
Bono’s concept of creative 
problem-solving. Essentially, 
children are encouraged to 
abandon conventional thinkii^ 
and responses by the mixing 
of the electronic with other 
foKTOs of expression. 

In OTie group at Friday’s 
session, children were taking 
Polaroid portraits of each 
other and then cutting them 
up and combining the pieces 
with others cut from maga¬ 
zines to create the jierfect 
body. 

One boy’s smiling face was 
perched atop a Marlboro 
Man’s torso supported by wo 


men’s legs. For another, his j 
Polaroid head crowned a tele- . 
vision set torso with money- 
clutching hands and sports 
car legs. 

Bartlett doesn’t see the 
electronic eejuipment as re¬ 
placing paint and paper skills 
for the kids but merely “an 
alternate route to go.” 

“It has a lot more to do 
with the technological age in 
which we live,” he added.

Cable car link to losbincan city 


By BRIAN MOONEY 

MACHU PIC5CHU, Peru 
(Reuter) — Engineers are 
planning to build a cable car 
up the steep, jungle-^lad 
mountain here to transport 
visitors to the lost city of the 
Incas. 

The cars, which will whirl 
40 passengers at a time up 
this 2,700-foot precipice when 
it begins'operating in 1978, is 
part of a major scheme to 
open up this great Inca 
shrine. 


More than 60 years after 
the abandoned city was dis¬ 
covered by a young American 
student, the niixis are still rel¬ 
atively Inaccessible. That is 
why the Spanish who subdued 
the Inca empire in the 16th 
century never discovered it 

There is no road to the 
stoneJiewo city, perched high 
above a gorge in the Urubam- 
ba River with towering An¬ 
dean peaks to the west and 
jungle hills to the east. 

The traveller today takes a 
special train frorn Cuzco, 67 
miles to the south, and is then 
sped in buses up a seemingly 
perilous zigzag road.

The train, which takes four 
hours to wind its way through 
steep mountain passes to the 
foot of Machu Piccbu, can 


carry only about 100 passen¬ 
gers.

A larger hotel is being built 
close to the ruins where visi¬ 
tors can wander for hours, 
often through swixiing 
clouds, around the ' terraced 
city Which the Incas con¬ 
secrated as their religious 
capital. 

Some traditionalists are 
expressing concern that an 
unbroken wave of tourists will 
destroy the unique beauty of 
Mfbchu Pfochu. 


For those -who wish to ap¬ 
preciate the marvels of Inca 
civilization around Machu 
Picchu without the crowds, 
there is still a way—by toot. 

TTie Incas linked their cities 
with a network of stone-paved 
roads — wide enough for bur¬ 
dened llamas and runners. 
One such road leads from ^ 
Cuzco to Machu Piochu. 

The Camino de Los Incas, 


known in English as the Inca 
Trail, is attracting about 100 
hikers a month in the dry 
mountain season between 
March and November.

Poitou-Charentes offers 
traveller subtle charms 



By DIANA LOEBCUHB 

POITOU - CHARENTES, 
France (CSM) — Fedor’s 
guide to France lumps the re¬ 
gion of PoltouOiarentes with 
the "undiscovered provinces,’’ 
and on a first visit that seems 
deserved. 

Nestled along the Atlantic 
coast oi Brittany and north of 
Bordeaux, the region lacks 
the picturesqueness of the 
north, the color of the south, 
and the cuisine of the fertile 
centre. 

Its medieval cities and 
towns illustrate more often 
the dreariness of the Middle 
Ages than that period’s oc¬ 
casional flashes d brilliance. 

This is not an area that 
would appeal to the conven¬ 
tional tourist in search oi big 
attractions, but rather to the 
seasoned traveller viho has 
the time and interest to dis¬ 
cover its subtle charms. 

★ ★ ★ 

As the French well know 
(for it is one of their favorite 
vacation spots) those chartns 
are perceptible to the patient 
and unhurried. And 1976, des¬ 
ignated the Year of Romanes¬ 
que Art In Poitou-Charentes, 
is the year to appreciate 
them. 

The most unusual feature of 
cultural interest in this region 
is its high concentration of By¬ 
zantine, Moorish, and Roman 
influences and is character¬ 
ized by rounded arches — in 
contrast with the pointed 
arches of the Gothic p^od — 
dcMirished during the Uth and 
12th oenhiriei. 

At this time there was a 
great surge of religious faith 
which inspired the crusades 
and the ccaistruction of 
churches along pilgrimage 
routes. 


One of the most heavily tra¬ 
velled routes leading to St. 
Jacques-de-Compostelle (run¬ 
ning from tbs' southwest 
through PoitouGharentes) 
and its crossroads at Saintes 
and Poitiers, for example, 
abound in Rennanesque sanc¬ 
tuaries. 

Among the most striking 
are the churches of Notre- 
Dame-la-Grande in Poitiers 
and St. Pierre in Angouleme; 
the Abbaye des Dames and 
the crypt in the church of St. 
Eutrope in Saintes; the in¬ 
tricate, boldly carved capitals 
on the pillars in the Church of 
St. Pierre le Haut in CJhau- 
vigny; and the’ rare, carefully 
preserved frescoes tin the 
church of Saint Savin. 

★ ★ ★ 

'Throughtout the year, and 
particularly during the sum¬ 
mer, towns and villages in the 
Poitou-Charentes region will 
hold a variety of Romanesque 
celebrations. One of the most 
notable is Romanesque Week 
in Poitiers — a festival of the 
theatre, dance, and historical 
reconstruction. 

Until July 28 the Fifth An¬ 
nual Music Festival will take 
place in Saintes cmd feature 
concerts of medieval music in 
honor of the more than 70 
Romanesque churches in the 
area. 

Some (tf the concerts will be 
performed on their pre¬ 
mises. And In September 
the Medieval Studies Center 
of the University of Poitiers 
sponsor a symposium on 
'The Role of Women from the 
10th to the 12th Centuries. 

★ ★ ★ 

A complete schedule of fes¬ 
tivities can be obtained from 
French Tourist offices. 

The Poitou-Charentes region 
also has outdoor diversions. 
The 600-kiIometre coast has 
become one of the most popu¬ 
lar resorts in Fran^ and the 
medievfil fortress town of La 
Rochelle is an enchanting 
saihng-off point (by ferry) to 
the sandy beaches on the is¬ 
lands of Re. Oleron and Aix.

Frescoes in Romanesque church of Saint Savin 


Known as the Oiarentes- 
maritime, the islands possess 
a wild, luminous beauty worth 
savoring. But the tourist in 
search of a quick swim 
should be forewarned of the 
crowds, beach traffic, and 
long lines for the ferry. 

A network of freshwa^ 
lakes, marshes and candls 
have earned Poitou the nick¬ 
name Green Venice. Not sur¬ 
prisingly, fish in all shapes, 
forms and sizes constitute the 
culinary specialty here. 
Mounds of oysters, shrimp, 
shellfish, lobster, crab and 
seaweed are piled in colorful 
profusion on restaurant tables 
as "fruits de mer" (fruits of 
the sea). 

Inland salmon, trout, succu¬ 
lent pike, and concoctions of 
eels, are equally tasty. The 
regl^ also is renowned tor 
the quEility of its butter and 
goat cheese. 

★ ★ ★ 

Most of the countrywide is 
pastoral woods and farm- 
lEind gauranteeing a peaceful 
respite to the vacationer. 

Scattered throughtout are 
chateaux hotels and rekus, or 
country inns. 

One of the lovefiest inns, Le 
Moulin du Maine Bnm close 
to Angouleme, is a converted 
mill situated deep in the 
woods where the only sounds 
are made by the deer, geese, 
and other animals which 
share the grounds with the 
guests. 

The inn serves gourmet food 
on its own pattern of LimogM 
china, and the rooms are lux¬ 
uriously decorated, with IBth 
and 19^ century furniture. 


Acctnnmodations in the 
Moulin and other chateaux 
and inns of the ai'ea average 
around 3^ to 130 a day for a 
single room and about $30 for 
a double, without meals. A 
full pension increases the cost 
per person by 310 to 315.

NICE — It is hM« you will against white colonnadeg. 
see fat dowager* walking ^ The acene is like a flash- 


manicured poodles and lean 
Jotharios walking fat dowa- 
gers. 

The ritual is to select a 
sdewalk cafe, seek anonymi- 
‘ ty behind a pair of dark 
glasses, order an aperitif and 
observe the passing parade. 

Besides the fat dow’agers, 
the lean lotharios and the poo¬ 
dles, the Promenade des Ang¬ 
lais is graced by Ussoine 
youAg things in the briefest df 
bikinis. 

Sometimes it is more com¬ 
fortable just promenading 
than soaking in. the sun at 
Nice. The reason for this is 
that the beach is about as 
comfortaWe as a i)orcupu» 
qinil. Instead of sand there is 
gravel. 

To avoid the pebbles, the 
bikini-clad beauties stretch 
out on canvas chairs beside 
the sea, turning like chickens 
on rotisseries in the warm 
Mediterranean sun. 

There was a tim^ when the 
Riviera, and Nice in particu- 
was the sunny playgorund 
of European royalty. It was 
the sugar-coated sandpile of 
dukes and duchesses, 
countesses and kings. Now the 
iKrteliers are paying court to 
the commoner. 

In response to the continu¬ 
ing invasion, new hotels have 
appeared all the way from 
Marseilles to Menton. 

I have returned again, 
though, to the Negresco, that 
grand old gingerbread palace 
with a staff that parades 
about in buckled shoes and 
and 18th century garments. 

A French friend in Paris 
refers to the Negresco as the 
“circus hotel.’’ Being a hotel 
man'^nniself, it is possible he 
is jealous, wishing perhaps 
that his own hotel possessed 
even a fraction of the Negres- 
co’s richness. 

In the dinng room of the 
Negresco all the p^p of a 
faded past is reincarnated 
each evening. Below an odl of 
Louis XTV a viedinist plays ro¬ 
mantic ballads while waiters 
march by in x)erfect cadence. 

Potted plants rise beside 
tapestries woven in another 
cenUiry, and gold leaf glitters 


back to a time when the hotel 
registry kawvv the names of 
German barons, IRus|)ian 
grand dukes and other null¬ 
ity who made pilgrimages to 
the Riviera from across 
Europe. 

Henri Negroseb came to 
NicK in 1902 from Bucharest. 
He dreamed <rf opening the 
grandest hotel in Eiirope. Fi¬ 
nally. with the financial help 
of a ^end, his hotel was dedi¬ 
cated in 1912. 

After this a piocession of 
royal heads gathered from 
every kingdom. Alas, though, 
Negresco’s dream was short¬ 
lived. The First World War 
sent its thunder roaring 
across Europe and, while the 
hotel was spued. It became a 
hospital for the wounded. 

The blow was too much tor 
Negresco. With the dream 
ended he died soon afterward 
in Paris. But what Negresco 
had created was reincarnated 
from the unhappiness of war, 
(» that when the fighting 
ended the hotel was reopened. 
'IV> this day it continues to 
PRAGUE — Domestic trav¬ 
el within Czechoslovakia has 
increased 33 per cent over the 
last five years. To acCommoi- 
dale the increasing domestic 
holidayers, along with the ris¬ 
ing number of visitors from 
aboard, the Ciech govern¬ 
ment committee for tourism 
has raised its budget this yer 
by 7 per cent.

Negresco’s dream has 
touched the lives of thou¬ 
sands. 

From Nice tourists joum^ 
off into the hills Grasse 
where 25,000 Frenchmen 
harvest a dozen million 


pound* of flower* annually. 
The fowers are pressed into 
perfumes t make ladies ev¬ 
erywhere just a trifle sweeter. 

For six centuries Grasse 
has been bottling beautiful 
odors. Of the Ihousanib who 
toil, though, only 18 or 20 are 
parfumeut createurs. Their 
noqe are their single mp&t im¬ 
portant asset. To kee a sense 
of smell would mean toe loss 
of one’s jqb. 

Despite all he has to work 
with, though, the average par- 
fumeur-createur creates only 
one new perfume a year. Only 
he knows the formula and it 
could be worth millions. 

Take the creator qf Chanel 
No. 3. He retired on his royal¬ 
ties to a castle dverlooking 
Cannes. Now all he bothers to 
sniff are the pleasant breezes 
blowing In from the Cote 
d’Azur. 

Of all the towns and vil¬ 
lages akvig the Cote d’Azur, 
though, St.-Jean<Jap>Ferrat 
remains a favorite of mine as 
it was Spencer Tracy’s when 
he visited there vrith Kath¬ 
arine Hepburn. 

It is still a haunt of t)avid 
Niven. 

Midway between Nice and 
Monte Carlo, Cai>Ferrat' is 
set around a harbor filled 
with little fishing boats and 
magnificent yachts. 

Buildings with red tile roof¬ 
tops, yellow shutters and flow¬ 
er bo.xes running over with 
blood-red geraniums face the 
water, and at sidewalk cafes 
visitors sip aperitif* 
studying the sea. 

More romantic than Monte 
Ca lo, Cap-Ferrat offers 
shelter in a cluster of hotels 
and inns, the finest being 
Hotel Voile d’Or where rooms 
start at around $40 a day 
single and $70 double, includ¬ 
ing breakfast and candlelight 
dinners. 

Next door at Villefranche, 
with its pastel-colored houses 
set among the cliffs, seafood 
fresh from the ocean is 
served at' waterfront rcstau- 
' rants. 

Mostly it is clear along the 
Cote d’Azur. They say the sun 
shines between 2,500 and 2.800 
hours a year, which means 
there are fewer than 75 rainy 


days. Along one 70-mile 
stretch no fewer than 130 
three- and four-star hotels do 
business at a couple of dozen 
resorts. 

Because of the sun and the 
pastel colors of Provwice, 
dozens of artists flock here. 
Renoir spent 20 years * at 
Cagnes-sur-Mer, Picasso 
loved Vallauns. Matisse spent 


his final years in l^ice and 
Cocteau haunted Villefranche 
and Menton. 

The list goes on: Van Gogh, 
Cezanne. ModigUani, Braque. 
Dufy, Chagall. These and 
many, many morD whole 
works are displayed at doz^ 
of museums between Nice 
and St.-Tropex. 

Elsewhere along toe Ri¬ 


viera roulette wheels spin in 
casinos from Cannes to Monte 
Carlo. Excitement is subdued, 
though, and one can’t help 
wondertog if the croupier* 
aren’t former undertakers 
from Forest Lawn. 

WTiereas Las Vegas is all 
din, toe casinos here arc all 
dull. Stil], failing to make an 
appearance woud be like vi-

Garden Notes 




HYDRANGEA FROM SLIPS 
(H.S., Victoria) 

August is about the best 
month to take and root cut¬ 
tings from a hydrangea. Use 
the tips of well-ripened shoots 
of this year’s growth, six to 
eight inches long. Make your 
cut immediately below a leaf 
joint and remove the lower 
leaves. Moisten the base of 
the slip, dip at in a hormone 
rfx)ting powder, and insert it 
in a pot filled with a mixture 
of equal parts damp peat 
moss and vermiculite. Keep 
only Just barely moist, never 
sloT>py wet. 

The pot may stand In a 
shad^ coldframe, or you can 
sink it up to its rim in a shad¬ 
ed location outdoors. When 
well rooted and obviously put¬ 
ting on new growth at the tip, 
shake the plant out of its pot 
and piant in well-manured 
ground.

of the country and I am glad 
to learn that our Vancouver 
Island gardening technique.s 
are bringing good results in 
Ontario. 

By giving aluminum sul¬ 
phate, you are giving your 
tumed-to-pink hydrangeq the 
correct treatment to bring the 
clear blue color back to Its 
flowers. However, your dos¬ 
age half an ounce per ga.llon 
of water, isn’t enough to do 
the job. Step it up to four 
ounces per gallon, ^plying 
one gallon per month to the 
smaller bushes, two gallons to 
older, larger plants. 

Continue treatment through¬ 
out the growing season. When 
the clear blue color, with no 
trace of muddiness, returns to 
the blossoms, cut down to a 
“maintenance” dosi^ of one 
ounce per gallon. 

Pink or red hydrangeas 
uhich have changed to blue 
can be brought back to their 
original color by applying 
lime to the soU. 


IlLBE RT CATKINS (P. 
McNm Duncan) 

Those little “tails” you 
picked from your nut bushes 
last spring are not needs and 
cannot be planted. They are 
the male flowers of the hazel, 
called catkins, and their func¬ 
tion in nature is to supply the 
male pollen for fertilizing the 
female blossoms so nuts can 
form. 

loAWN W1<:EI> (J.W., Sidney) 
From your description, I 
would think the little, pro- 
tratc, four-leafed, weed In 
your lawn is probably yarrow. 
To confirm this, pick a leaf, 
crush it in your fingers, and 
smell it; if it is strongly aro¬ 
matic, it 1& yarrow. 

. Like most of the pungent¬ 
smelling plants, yarrow was 
at one time highly esteemed 
as a medicinal herb. 'The 
crushed leaves have an as¬ 
tringent effect and were 
on wounds to stop the flow of 
blood. A tea made from the 
dried leavee is an old-time re¬ 
medy for colds. I tried it once 
— it tastes 4wfui! 


medy for colds. I tried it once 
to clear from the lawn, as or¬ 
dinary 2.4-D dandelion killers 
have n effect on it Try one of 
the “reinforced” weedkillers 
such as Killex, Compitox or 
CloverOiickweed Killer. 

SICK IVY (R-B., Victoria) 

The siok gray look of the 
ivy covering your house wall 
is probably due to an infesta¬ 
tion of red spider mites. 
These are very small, almost 
microscopic sap-sucking in¬ 
sects. Spray thoroughly with a 
good mitioide such as kelth- 
ar^e, malathion or nicotine suL 
phate, and In future years 
spray twice, first in late June 
and again in mid-July. 

Early next spring, before 
new growth starts, try 
“brushing” your vine with a 
bamboo rake. Leaves which 
have been badly weakened 
and disfigured fay the mites 
should separate easily from 
the vine, while healthy leaves 
of a good green color should 
stay on. 



As people grow older, the 
feats f their youth begin to 
appear even more marvellous 
to them.

When we judge anoth^ per¬ 
son’s behavior, we imagine 
we are reacting in personal 
terms, but more often we are 
responding in terms of our 
jxirticular culture — for it is 
the individual society, not the 
person, that decides what 
kind of conduct is “stuffy” or 
“friendly” or “flip.” 

In my own case, it took me 
years to get over the annoy¬ 
ance of being addressed by 
my first name by people who 
scarcely knew me. I resented 
M: as a piece of unwarranted 
fAmiliarity. though recognis¬ 
ing that in the North Ameri¬ 
can culture it is more often 
meant as a .sign of friendli- 
nes.s and acceptance. 

When my mother arrived in 
this country from England, 
she w'as in her mid-3gtts, and I 
never heard her address an 


adult friend by a first name; 
her oldest act^uaintance here, 
after i quarteiMientury. was 
still * “Mrs. Pickwick” to 
otiiers. and to her face. And 
she. in return, addressed my 
mother as M“r8. Harris.” 
both publicly and privately. 

I have lived here since a lit¬ 
tle boy. and yet those child¬ 
hood influancea persist, even 
when we rationally and cons¬ 
ciously know they may mean 
little in terms of personal re¬ 
lationships. I can’t recall ever 
having used someone’s first 
name until he or she has 
asked me to r- which North 
Americans generally do 10 
minutes aftep they meet you. 

Well, is the British attitude 
“stuffy”? I think a case can 
he made out that degrees of 
intimacy are importani, and 


should be iignified by dif¬ 
ferent modes of address. 

The paramount reason is 
that friendship becomes 
blurred and nearly meanin¬ 
gless. If everyone is immedi¬ 
ately on a first-name basLs. 
We can dearly see the reduc- 
tio ad absurdum of this habit 
ir\ the Hollywood syndrome of 
prcMnlscuous “dears” and 
“darlings” between people 
who hardly know each other’s 
last names well enough to 
spell them. 

Most European languages 
have two forms of the second 
person singular — a “tu“ and 
a “vous,” as it were. When 
two persons shift from the 
formal to the familiar torm. it 
signifies a new cloeeness in 
the relationship. 'They are mu¬ 
tually ratifying a bond that 
did not exist before. 


In North America, anyone 
will call you “Jack” or “Bill” 
and then proceed to lie to you 
or stab you in the back 
(“Sorry, Bill, but you’ie 
fired”) — all the while exud¬ 
ing a hearty ah* of palUness. 
like the murmured “dalil- 
ings” betu-een actresses who 
privately may hate each 
other’s guts. 

I can’t find this an imiMove- 
ment over the European sys¬ 
tem, for familiarity can go as 
much toof far in one direction 
as formality can go in the 
other. Taken all in all, I still 
prefer the mode of address in 
which you know where you 
stand with sonaeone else, to 
the mode in wWch nobody 
stands anywhere that he can’t 
he suddenly kicked in the bot¬ 
tom by Jack.

Summer can do some 
strange things to meat prices. 
Whwiever the weather gets 
nice and warm and you think 
at barbecues, x^cnics and eat- 
ii% outdoors the price of 
everything you think of eating 
seems to go up. The only real¬ 
ly good buy in the meat case 
of my local supermarket last 
week were oxtails. But in 
w'eather like this, wtx) wants 
oxtail stew? 

Do you? No! You W'ant 
steaks and spareribs and stuff 
that sizzles on the grill and 
doesn’t heat up the kitchen. 
How come diey don’t put stuff 
like that on special? 

They do, but you have to 
know where to find it. If 
you’re going to beat the 
butcher and find some good 
bargains for barbecue, 

you have to look where you 
least expect them to be. For 
e.xample, suppose you want 
spareribs — that’s one of the 
things my thoughts turn to

to 
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when my thoughts run 
things for the barbecue. 

But current prices are a lot 
of m(Hiey for l^es, as at this 
time of year lots of pe<^le’s 
thoughts him the same way 
as mine and the law of supply 
and demand drives the price 
up. 

In the same meatcase, just 
a few feet away, there were 
“rib Old pork loins” that will 
sizzle every bit as well on the 
barbecue grill as any spare-

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ribs around and besides the 
bones you get a bonus — bon¬ 
eless poric chops at a borgain 
price. Have you priced bon¬ 
eless poric chops lately? 

To get the barbecue bones 
out of a rib end pprk loin 
roast, first remove the portion 
of the shoulder blade bone 
that is in the middle of the 
large end. Simply (1) slide 
the blade of your boning knife 
under the bone and follow 
along under it until the piece 
is free. That’s your first good 
bone; it isn’t a rib but it has a 
lot of good meat on it — you 
could call it a spare. 

The rest of tiie bones in the 
rib end pork loin are, in fact, 
mostly ribs, and more meaty 
ribs than spareribs. These arc 
back ribs, connected, howev¬ 
er, to the chine bone. Most 
butchers crack the chin bone 
before they di^lay the rib 
end pork roasts so that when 
you have roasted the roast, 
you can carve it more easily. 
That makes removing the 
bones a snap. 

Cut down along the riba to 
the chine bone and then along 
the chine to remove the entire 
boneless meaty part. (3| That 
bondess piece can be cut into 
chopa or cubed for kabohs or 
rolled into a nice little roast 
for the rotisserie. It’s a real 
bargain bonus to go along 
with the bones. Now separate 
the ribs by cutting betwewi 
each pair and continuing 
along the cut started by the 
butcher. (3) Be sure not to be 
neat, you want to leave plenty 
of meat on the rib bones for 
the barbecue. 



Usin^ the rib end of the 
pork loin for barbecue ribs is 
by no means a new idea. In 
many markets, the butcher 
uses the same out, cut a little 
differendy, to make what he 
calls “oountry-styie ribs” he 
will be Belong for mewe than 
the rib end pork roast they 
came from. 

So this summer when you’re 
thinking of something for the 
beri>ecue, look where you 
think they’re least apt to be. 
Spareribs in the poik roast 
counter, beef steak in the beef 
roast counter. 

There may even be a way 
to barbecue oxtajils; I'll work 
on that

CALORIE CONSCIOUS COOKING 


By Barbara Gibbons 


Zinnias and marigolds are 
nice, but for our mcviey, c^e 
of the most colorful sights in 
the garden is summer squash. 
Bright yellow or patterned 
with speckled strips of green, 
squash is not <Hily delicious to 
look at but delii^tful to eat as 
well. One of its best aspects is 
its low calorie count. 

Most varieties of winter 
squash are around 50 calories 
a cupful, but yellow summer 
squash has only 13 to 15 calo¬ 
ries per half-cup. The green 
Italian summer squash known 
as zucchini is slimmer still; 8 
or 9 calories a halT-cup serv¬ 
ing. 

Either kind of squash can 
add color and flavor when 
cooked with main-course 
meat or poultry. In our Slim 
Gourmet Kitchen, we like to 
combine squash with low- 
calorie chideen. We choose 
yellow squash for our spicy 
Persian dish and green for 
ouh Italian Cacciatore, but 
you can use either one. 

PERSIAN SQUASH 

8 chicken thighs or 1 cut-up 
fryer 
cup water 
cup lemon juice . 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 

H teaspoon cinnamon 

\ teaspoon nutmeg 
salt and coarse pepper 

4 cups sliced summer 
squash 

(or 2 packages, defrosted) 

1 tablespoon snipped pars¬ 
ley 

Put the chicken pieces skin- 
side down in a nonstick chick¬ 
en;, fryer or electric skillet, 
with no fat added. Add one ta¬ 
blespoon water, cover and 
cook over moderate heat one 
minute. Uncover and continue 
to cook; the chicken will 
begin to brown in its own 
melted inner fat. Oook slowly, 
uncovered, until chicken skin 
is golden brown and weU ren¬ 
dered of fat. 

Drain and discard fat from 
the skillet. Add remaining in¬

Add 
garlic and onion and one ta¬ 
blespoon water, Oook and stir 
one minute, until onion is 
limp. Add tomato, tomato 
juice, white wine and diced 
pepper. Sprinkle with two ta¬ 
blespoons fresh basil or ore¬ 
gano, or one tablespoon of 
each. (K using dried herbs, 
use two teaspoons, or one tea¬ 
spoon of each.) Q)ver and 
simmer over low heat until 
chicken is tender, about 40 to 
50 minutes. Stir occasionally, 
and add water If needed. 

Meanwhile slice the squash 
into eighths Jengthwise. then 
slice the spears into two-inch 
lengths. 

Skim the fat carefully from 
the surface^ of the liquid ifi the 
skillet then add the squash. 
CJover and cook two minutes. 
Uncover and continue to cook, 
stirring occasionally until liq¬ 
uid is reduced to a thick 
sauce. Add salt and pepoer to 
taste, sprinkle with cheese 
and parsley before serving. 
Serves four, about 200 calories 
each!

"We must have a couple of 
garages full of stuff now. The 
local construction people have 
been a really Wg help- 
They're given us all their 
scraps, and all kinds of lyails 
and old tools."

"There are three types of 
playground structures." says 
King, "the neighborhood play¬ 
ground, with swings and wad¬ 
ing ponds and so forth, which 
we have: the creative p^ay- 
groun^ where the children 
are instructed in crafts and 
games by mi adult staff, with 
a fixed program, and now the 

adventure playground, much 
more in a wilderness setting 
and with adult su^rvision 
without any adult participa¬ 
tion except what is asked for 
the participants.

Chicago apartments 

Five children dead 
in deliberate blaze 


CHICAGO (AP) — An arson 
fi^e blazed through a 120-re8i- 
dent apartment house in 
north-western part of the city 
Saturday, killing five children 
and two adults. 

Firemen rescued many 
other residents from the four- 
storey building. One fireman 
said they “came flying down 
the ladders.” Four survivors 
were injured. 

“As ter as we’re concerned, 
this was done by an arsonist.” 
said Fire Oommissioncr Rob¬ 
ert Quinn. He said the fire 


was set in several sections of 
the building, and myre than 
one arsonist might have been 
involved. 

One witness told police she 
heard several explosions and 
then saw a young man run¬ 
ning from the building. 

Residents also told of hear¬ 
ing blasts. 

“It was like three or four 
explosions. It sounded like 
bombs to me,” said Saturrrino 
Velasquez. He herded his nine 
Children to safety from their 
ground floor apartment. 


Frances Balasquez, 15, said 
she and her sister Maria, 14, 
were awakened by a noise. 

“My sister saw someone 
toss something in our window 
that exploded and caught our 
curtains on fire,” Frances 
saad. 

Six of the victims were 
found on the upper floors near 
the stairwells, Quinn said. 
The seventh was discovered 
later in the rubble. 

The fire caused an estimate 
ed $25,000 damage to the 
structure.

MONTREAL (CP) — The queen found a warmer 
w elcome than some crfficials had predicted on her firet 
busy day of engagements in this city Saturday. 

When she opened the Olympic Games the ma¬ 
jority of the 73,000 spectators in the stands stood and 
ai>plauded and there was a ixiund of cheeiing. 

In at least one section of the stadium, however, 
a small group sat in their seats while all around them 
stood. If they diouted protests, they could not be 
heard.

On her drive to the stadium 
with Prince Philip and Prince 
Andrew she may have seen a 
bearded young man and half- 
a-dozen supporters holding a 
sign proclaiming “Quebec 
Francais.” 

Another small group includ¬ 
ed a lively 67-yeaiM)Id-Alice 
Geaome — who said she 
thinks the Queen is “A nice 
person.” but objected to what 
the monarch represented. 
Miss Gerome carried a sign 
with a drawing of a volcano in 
the shape of the Olympic sta¬ 
dium and it read; "Let us 
laug^ and dance to the vol¬ 
cano of our assimilation.” 

These appeared to be the 
only demonstrations in re¬ 
sponse to a radio appeal from 
nationalist Reggie Chartrand 
asking his separatist s(tg)port- 
ers to turn out and hiss and 
boo. 

On the other side of the 
question the Monarchist 
League ran a bilingual adver¬ 
tisement in The Gazette wel¬ 
coming the Queen and de¬ 
scribing her as being the pro¬ 
tector of the rights and liber¬ 
ties of all Canadians. 

The queen stood through 
most of the hour and 20 min¬ 
utes it took the marching ath¬ 
letes to pass at the Games’ 
opening, although she took ad¬ 
vantage of the occasional long 
gap between countries to sit 
and rest. 

The queen was in pink and 
a seeming tiny figure in thfe 
great crowd of the massive 
fishbowl-shaped concrete sta- 
d|ium. 

When the British team 
passed she seemed tb appear 
more intent, <*viou8ly looking 
for Princess Anne who 
marched as a member of the 
equestrian team. She was 
seen ♦ to cxdiange comments 
from time to time with both 


Philip and Andrew, and it 
seemed likely they were all 
curious to spot Anne in the 
mass of athletes. 

Several national groups 
used various styles in saluting 
the queen by dipping or wav¬ 
ing their flags or doffing their 
hats. The Rish group removed 
their hats with an almost cer¬ 
emonial flourish. 

The queen read her brief 
declaration opening the 
Games in both French and 
English and won another 
round of applause.

Afghanistan 
barred 
from march 

MONTREAL (CP) — One 
country that wanted to field a 
delegation during the Olympic 
opening ceremonies Saturday 
was not allowed to partici¬ 
pate. 

Unlike the 26 black African 
nations who refused to march 
as a protest gesture to New 
Zealand’s partlclaptlon. Afgh¬ 
anistan wanted to Join the 
parade. 

But Monique Berlioux. an 
International Olympic Oom- 
mlttee director, said Afgh¬ 
anistan could not take part 
because that country’s del^s- 
tlon included “only offlcials 
and no athletes.” 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (AP> 
— Shivering and dazed, 26 
children and their school bus 
driver came back from a 


36-hour journey of terror Sat¬ 
urday and told of being buried 
alive by mysteriously silent 
armed kidnaK>ers. 
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The victims of the unprece- 
dnted mass kidnapping from 
,a school bus told of a night¬ 
marish descent into an eculh- 
cOvered truck which they be¬ 
lieved was fashioned as their 
coffin. 

“We didn’t think we’d ever 
get out,” said 11-year-old Mi¬ 
chelle Robinson. “I thought it 
was a jcrfte at first, but 1 
didn’t when they put us in the 
vans. We weren’t scared be¬ 
cause Mr. (Ray the bus driver 
was there. ” 

Some of the youngsters told 
reporters that one girl fainted 
three times, that the group 
sang songs to keep their 
spirits up and that some wet 
their pants because their ab- 
. ductors would not let them 
out of the two kidnap vans to 
go to the bathroom. 

The youngsters were 
brought to the police station 
one at a time Saturday after¬ 
noon to be fingerprint^. Po¬ 
lka said they wanted to test 
the School bus and the truck 
for fingerprints and needed to 
have the children’s fin¬ 
gerprints identified in order to

‘We’ll fight apartheid—all ways’

NAIROBI — Kenya, with 
the largest team from Africa 
and gold medal hopefuls, an¬ 
nounced Saturday it would not 
compete in the Olympics, gay- 
ing it would use “all means 
available to us, including 
spOTts” to fight apartheid in 
South Africa. 

The Kenyan decision came 
only hours before the games 
were scheduled to open. 

Kenya’s 75-athlete Olympic 
team was the strongest of all 
African contingents at the 
games with such stars as 
Mike Boit, considered an 
odds-on favorite in the 800 
mcb’cs. ^ 

“If politics can help us fight' 


the apartheid system in South 
Africa, we will use it, even in 
sports,” acting ^breign Min¬ 
ister James Osogo said. 

“After all, what’s in the 
background of the Olympic 
Games themselves? R all 
started with^ politlcing and 
you cannot separate the two. 
SpoiTts and politics are these 
days like the body and soul.” 

‘‘The government and 
people of Kenya holds the 
view that prmcii^es are more 
precious than financial gains 
or medals,” Onogo said. “We 
cannot stand Idty by when our 
brothers and sisters in South 
Africa are daily brutalized.” 

The 48-member Organiza¬ 
tion of African Unity at its 


recent summit meeeting in 
Mauritius approved a resolu¬ 
tion urging member states to 
“consider” withdrawing from 
the Olympics. 

A total of more than 6U0 
athletes from at least 24 Afri¬ 
can and Arab nations were 
missing from the opening 
parade In support of the 
can protort aynihst Zea¬ 
land’s participiction. 

Sixteen dt te nations pulled 
out at the last minute. They 
had be«i included in the of¬ 
ficial program for the cere¬ 
mony. 

The countries were: Al¬ 
geria, Chad, C^entral African 
Republic, dbngo Republic, 
Egypt, Ethiopia^Gabon, C::am- 


bia, Ghana, Iraq, Kenya, 
Libya, Malawi, Niger Sudan, 
Togo, Uganda, Upper Volta, 
Ziare and Zambia. 

Four other African ^nations 
which did not participate — 
Nigeria, Mauritius, Somalia 
and Tanzania — had ap¬ 
parently served notice earlier 
and were not listed in the pro¬ 
gram. 

One other team originally 
expected at the ceremony did 
not show — Taiwan, ^ich 
withdrew from the Games 
Friday affer it was refused 
the ri^t to compete under 
the name Republic of China. 

It was not known if the na¬ 
tions who failed to show up 
were all planning to boycott 
I the oompetitions entirely. 

Members of delegations 
from at least two nations, 
Egypt and Libya, refused to 


comment on why they did not 
march. 

But at least 12 nations had 
indicated earlier, either 
through their delegation 
chiefs or governments, that 
they were withdrawing from 
the Games because of the re¬ 
fusal of the International 
Olympic Committee to ban 
New Zealand from the 
Games. 

The Africans object to New 
Zealand’s participation be¬ 
cause a rugby team from that 
country has been touring 
apartheid South Africa. ■ 

A spokesman for the 100- 
member Nigerian delegation, 
the largest Afirtcan contingent 
to bow out,'said the New Zea¬ 
land team had competed in 
South Africa while authorities 
there “were committing wan¬ 
ton massacres of defenceless 
African women and children.”

An all- 
points bulletin was issued for 
three men believed traveiling 
in tu'o vans, one white and 
one medium blue, each with 
two citizen band radio anten¬ 
nas, Ray had said one van 
was white and the other 
black. 

The all-points bulletin says 
one man is identified only as 
• Jerry McCUne." One d the 
others is described as 36 
years old, with black curly 
hair, a chipped front tooth 
and a tattoo on his right 
forearm. The other is de- 
.scribed as 27, with brown 
hair, blue eyes and a hairy 
mole on his ri^t chin. 

Authorities refused to say 
any more. Earlier they said 
the kidnappers kept stocking 
masks on their heads. And it 
was not known where the 
more detailed descriptions 
came from. The earlier re¬ 
ports also described two of 
the kidnappers as white. The 
third was not described. 

Police also checked the 
clothes the children were 
wearing Thursday for clues. 

Meanwhile. Gov. Edmund 
Brown offered a $10,000 state 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to arrests and convicting 
in the kidnapping.

“Welcome home, kids.” 
said a placard at city hall 
wfiera the w^eaiy but un¬ 
harmed children arrived in 
the moonlit predawn hours. 
They were ' greeted by 
whistles, cheers and tears 
from neighbors and kin who 
had w'aited through the night. 

The children, ages ax to M. 
were rumpled and dirty, most 


of them lost in overslied pris¬ 
on jumpeuits haMUy brought 
in to replace clothing taken 
by the kidnappers. 

The driver of a chartered 
bus which brought them home 
from Livermore. 95 miles to 
the north, said one small girl 
had a nightmare and cried 
out: “Please leave me 

alone!" 

^ The youngest children were 
' carried home aaleei> by 
parents. Older Children 
tnidged out of the bus unaid¬ 
ed. ■ 

“They’re great!” said a joy¬ 
ful mother. “I’m okay,” mur¬ 
mured a teenaged boy. But 
the fear that the kidnappers 
brought remained a* sunrise. 

Mayor Jim Dumas dis¬ 
closed that his wife, Lorene, 
received a telephone call soon 
after the children surfaced. 
An anonymous woman told 
her: 


School hero ^well-loved’ 


CHDWCfflLiA. Calif. fUPD 
— “Mr. Ray, he’s the best.” 
chanted a group of children 
when asked who their favorite 
bus driver wras. 

Edw’ard Ray, 55, is also a 
real homespun hero after dig¬ 
ging himself and 26 children 
from a cavern prison near Li¬ 
vermore, Calif. 

The folks in his farming 
communfty of ObowohiiUa 
were certain all along that 
Ray was never involved in the 


bizarre abduction of a busload 
of dairy land School children. . 

“He’s too reliable and well 
loved,” said a mother await¬ 
ing ^her daughter before the 
Friday night’s rescue. “If 
anything, he’s not there fight¬ 
ing for those kids.” 

John BrowTi, an agriculture* 
teacher at Chowchllla High 
School, had two children 
aboard the bus, Jeff, 10 and 
Jetinifer, 9. 

“They’d go anywhere with 


that bus thiver.’^ he said. "He 
took a lot of their parents to 
school.” 

Ray repaired the buses .he 
drove. He also growi$ cotton 
and hay on Hi small SO^cre 
farm and takes time to baui 
hay fpr his ncigttbow. 

"VSTien he’s not driving his 
bus, he’s home working,” said 
one of Ray’s three brotim, 
Marion. 

'There ain't a kid that dis¬ 
likes him,” added Marion. 
"He’s wonderful with kids.”

The stockey bus driver, red- 
eyed and trembling, faced 
about 200 reporters and pho¬ 
tographers who had descend¬ 
ed on this town of 4,500 r«i- 
dents. 

He expressed surprise at 
the big search wiilch had been 
launched. 

“I was hoping,” he said, 

“but I guess nobody thou^t 
we were down there.” » 

He sadd he believes he and 
the children saved their own 
lives in a determined escape 
because air was getting 
scarce and the roof nearly 
caved in. 

The surrealistic ^ adventure 
was traced by Ray from 4 
p.m. Thursday when he 
dropped off three summeiv 
school students and continued 
on with the remaining 36. 

‘"There w’as a white van 
parked in the road,” he said. 

“I slowed up to go around it, 
and a man jumped out of the 
van with twg guns.” 

Ray said a black van .joined 
the first one and two more 
armed men. ordered Ray to 
the back of his bus. 

“They turned down into a 
slough, with the bus with all 
my kids on it,” said Ray. 
Then, behind a camouflage of 
brush, the abductors loaded 
the children into toe vans 
whose windows were covered 
with plywood. 

’I was in the black van. It 
was dark in there. We tra¬ 
velled and travelled on and 
on. I don’t know where we 
went.” 

The vans stopped at 3:30 
a.m. EYIday and he «bd the 
children were herded into an 
underground pit. 

It was then, he said, that 
one of the kidnappm wked 
for Ray’s pants and boots and 
pieces of the children’s cloth¬ 
ing. 

“He unloaded all the kids and 
asked their names and ages. 

He gave me a flas|ilight and I 
had to escort the kids down.” 

The kidnappers had provid¬ 
ed a ladder which reached 
down into a partially earth- 
covered enclosure which ap¬ 
peared to be the body of a 
trueje lined with mesh wire. 

“He (a kidnapper) puUed 
the ladder up and' put a steel 
plate over the top,” Ray said. 

A large box and dirt were 
piled on top, he added. 

Inside, he said, the kidnap¬ 
pers had left food and water. 

Ray also said he felt indica¬ 
tions the kidhappers planned 
to return. But hope faded 
when toey slammed toe steel 
door and began to clip the 
mesh wires which he said 
supported the earth alwve the 
truck body. 

“We could hear them clip¬ 
ping toe wires. We started 
trying to dig out. but the ceil¬ 
ing caved in. We thought that j 
we’d had it right then” 

When the sound of clipping 
.stop[>ed. Ray said he and the 
boys decided to dig again.

Rainmaking, a la Churchill 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain’s 
current drought. Its worst in 
250 years, and its attendant 
prayers for rain revived 
memories Saturday of a witty 
warning by Sir Winston Chur- 
chlU.

Churchill said those who 
pray fw rain should 'be ex¬ 
tremely careful to state exact¬ 
ly what we want, in precise 
terms, so as to obviate the 
possibility of any misunder¬ 
standing.”

Libel award to Senator slashed 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
$10,000 British Columbia Su¬ 
preme Court libel award to 
Senator Ed Lawson, chairman

Workers and arose out of an 
allegation Succamore made

Succamore said Lawson ac¬ 
cepted his iqjpointment to the 
Canadian Senate in an aura of 
U.S. union criminality at¬ 
tached to the teamsters. 

Pat Burns, the radio host, 
and Jim Pattison Broadcast¬ 
ing Ltd. Owners <rf CJOR, 
also nsimed as defendants in 
the case, settled out of court 
for $7,500 prior to the start of 
the trial. The case against 
them was cMsmissed but was 
continued against Suocamqre. 

The trial was told Suc¬ 


camore had said Lawson had 
to get the approval of the then 
teamsters U.S. boss Jimmy 
Hoffa before he accepted his 
senate appointment. 

The judgef held Friday that 
the award against Succamore 
should be $2,500 in view of the 
$7,500 already paid to Lawson 
by the initial co-defendants, 
Burns and the radio station. 

Mr. Justice Aikins said 
there was no justification for 
Lawson to receive more than 
the $10,000 total damages to 
which he is entitled in the 
court’s opinion.

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Boys on their own in ‘wilderness’ playground 


Port Alberni 
experiment 
pocks ‘em in 


POWr ALBERNI — The ad¬ 
vertisement in the local news¬ 
paper read: 

“If you have any old wood, 
tools or junk which you were 
going to throw out, how about 
donating it to the Adventure 
Playground! Call us and weHl 
pick it up.” 

Which just about sums up 
what the new adventure play¬ 
ground sponsored this sum¬ 
mer by the Port Alberni 
Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
mission is all about. 

Old wood, tools, junk — and 
kids. Lcrts of kids. 

“We had an excelleitt - re¬ 
sponse from local people with 
the ad,” says Gary King, rec¬ 
reation program co-ordinator 
for the commission and in¬ 
stigator of the adventure play¬ 
ground idea. 

“We must have a couple of 
garages full of stuff now. The 
local construction pe^le have 
been a really big help. 
They’re given us all their 
scraps, and all kinds of nails 
and old tools.” 

And so Tight after the l>o- 
minion Day holiday, the kids 
started using it all in a wood¬ 
ed section of a city park not 
far from the heart of down¬ 
town. 

They are clearing away un¬ 
derbrush and levelling ground 
and building “forts,” with no 
adult assistance and with a 
minimum of adult super¬ 
vision. TTiey are working from 
morning until late afternoon, 
hut coming and going as they 
please. 

To date they are all boys, of 
many ages. They are getting 
dirty and smacking their 
thumbs with their hammers. 
They are arguing the finer 
points of construction anwng 
each other smce tiiey have no 
plans to go by. 

They are, having a ball. 

“The whole idea of an ad¬ 
venture playground is to let 
.the kids do it all themselves, 
supplying only the raw mate¬ 
rials or even letting them, 
scrounge for that. It’s essen¬ 
tially a kids’ program run by 
kids.” says King. 

“TTie mriy thing we make 
sure of is that there is an 
adult there for refwence and 


to make sure they don't tlo 
anything dangerous or at- 
tempt a project which is po¬ 
tentially dangerous.” 

It’s a new idea in Port Al- 
■bemi, but not a new idea. 
King and several of his staff 
have read of the adventure 
playground fxmeept as it has 
been run for scNne time in , 
Europe, and have mereV 
adapted it to local conditions. 

“There are thtge* types of 
playgroiaid structures,” says 
King, “thp neighborhood play- 
gnWid, with swings and wad¬ 
ing ponds and so forth, which 
we have: the creative play¬ 
ground, where the children 
aire instructed in crafts and 
games by an adult staff, with 
a fixed program, and now the 
adventure playground, much 
more in a wilderness setting 
and with adult supervision 
without any adult participa¬ 
tion except what is asked for 
by the participants. 

“The idea isn’t new at all. 
really. It wasn’t that lortg ago 
that there ww^e no adult creat¬ 
ed programs for the kids in 
the summer. Kids just got out 
of school and spent their va¬ 
cation doing what they 
pleased, when they pleased. 
Actually, we’re trying to get 
hack to that basic. Leave a 
kid on his own turf, with what 
are actually adult leftovers 
and junk, and he’ll make his 
own fun, and create in his 
own way. 

“So we’re starting wdth no 
program, no schedule, no 
fixed goals, and no intent 
other than that the kids enjoy 
themselves. We don’t even 
have fixed hours. The super¬ 
visors there from about 10 to 
4. but the kids come and go, 
working for a couple of hours, 
then taking off to go swim¬ 
ming, or whatever else they 
have on their own schedule, 
and then maybe coming back 
for another hour or ito later. 
The place is there, the ‘stuff’ 
is there, and they can do 
whatever'they come to a con¬ 
sensus on writh it. 

“It's a free program, .so we 
’don’t really even know how 
many kick there are in it. We 
estimate between 30 and 50, 
but any kid is wehxMne to 
come in and participate, if nol 
every day. a couple of times a 
week or whatever. 

“I seem to see new faces

with new ideas, new chal¬ 
lenges.” 

Rob Lundine, a local teach¬ 
er uho has himself enthusi¬ 
astically taken <mi the job of 
supervising the new play¬ 
ground, says the enthusiasm 
IS certainly there to start 
with, 

“We’ve had rotten weather 
so far, but that hasn't de¬ 
terred all of them — I’ve had 
to send some of them home in 
the pouring rain. Saying that 
they’re keen would be a con¬ 
siderable understatement.” 

Lundine does not interfere, 
with what the boys are doing 
unless he's asked for his op¬ 
inion or advice. He does, how¬ 
ever, quietly keep an eye on 
all the activity, 

“You could say it is very 
low-key supervision. They 
know I’m around, but they 


every time I go over and visit 
the she. I think at times there 
may be 90 or 100 kids in on it, 
but I don’t care •— the more 
the merrier. That’s what it’s 
for.” 

King’s contention in setting 
up the new program was that 
the programs being offered 
for the pre-teen set were too 
stnictiired and too prone to be 
adult-created and adult-run. 

“I’m not knocking what 
we’ve beerij doing,” he says. 
“They definitely have a place. 


and are popular. But between 
home and school, kids have to 
put up with an/environment 
.alm(^t totally dominated by 
their elders. Even in their 
sports, they play In adult- 
created leagues, with adult 
coaches. 

“The adventure concept has 
been highly sucesstul else^ 
where, and we thought it was 
time we gave our kids the 
chance to see if maybe they 
couldn’t run their own show, 
make their own. fun, c^-jeate 


entirely on their own, wjth the 
adults keeping th^ir noses out 
of it. 

“It’s hard to say from less 
than a week’s experience, 
they seem to be enjoying it 
immensely, and certainly 
they swung right into action 
without any prompting from 
us once they knew what the 
idea was.’’ 

King admits that the initial 
enthusiasm may subside once 
the novelty wears off. 

“PenBonally I’m nonrt ooh- 


cldentally, to find out jvhat it 
is to be a victim instead of a 
perpetrator, vidiich may be a 
definite detererrt liar some of 
them later.” 

Lundine, too, dtiee not ex¬ 
pect that the initial enthusi¬ 
asm will last all summer. 

“But it has been proven out 
elsewhere that the children 
will find their own challenges 
in this situation. 

“The exfieriem-e has been 
that Having built a crude hab¬ 
itation, but having leaineti tf» 
handle the tools in so doing, 
that thcey will liecome dissa¬ 
tisfied with the first effort, 
will tear it dosun and use the 
material again to build a 
more sophisticated model. 
The kids in Europe have done 
some amazingly complex 
things. I see no reason why 
ours won’t do the same.” 

Lundine is assessing every- 


vinced of this, and it hasn’t 
proven out in other places. 
With a ljUle prodding, the 
kids will discover that their 
first effort at a building isn’t 
rainproof, or that it needs 
drainage, or that it would be 
nice if there was a bike trail 
into the area, or that they 
need furniture. 

“We don’t knou-, and won’t 
until we see how tjiey react 
when the present 'forts’ are 
more or less finished, t’m 
pretty sure they’ll come up

pay very little attention to 
anything except what they’re 
working on,” he says. 

It is immediately noticeabl^ . 
that the entire group on the 
site is male. 

“A few- girls did wander in 
the firat few. days,” says Lun¬ 
dine, “and they were perfect¬ 
ly welcome to join in. But 
they seemed to decide for 
themselves that this was an 
entirely male type of opera¬ 
tion at the moment, and lost 
interest in it except to stand 
and watch for a while. Maybe 
they’ll come back when there 
is some other tyjie of activity 
'going on — I hope so, al- 
thou^ there is little interm¬ 
ingling of the sexes at the age' 
which this program is attract¬ 
ing.” 

Most of the kad.s — or boys 
in the program are also 
signed up for other events 
such as swimming, Lundine 
says, which accounts for the 
ceming-and-going slyl^ of the 
playground. 

“I’m sure some of them at 
this point would come back 
and continue in the evenings 
as well, but this is strictly for¬ 
bidden I make sure • all the 
tools and things are removed 
in the afternoon,” he says. 

"One of the big liroblems 
we seem to have come across 
right off the bat is vandalism 
by whdt I assume are older 
children,” Lundine reorts. 

“We'.haven’t decided what 
we can do about it yet, but it 
is the kid’s problem, and they 
have to try and find an an¬ 
swer. It’s unfortunate, but 
then again it is part of life, 
and they are going to have to 
learn to deal with it — and in- 


thing he observes and noting 
as many positive or negative 
things as possible over the 
summer. 

“I’ll be giving the commis¬ 
sion a pretty comprehensive 
report on the ,wboJe eioperi- 
meht this fall as part of the 
.iob,’’ he .says. ‘NHopefully I’ll 
have some re<*ommendations 
of value as well.” 

He is all for the concept 
behind the program. 

“Kids have a world of their 
own, as anyone who has lived 
with them knows. It is little 
catered to except for profit. 1 
think this is a great idea, and 
I’m letting the kids have their 
head as much as I possibly 
can.” 

It is apparent to the ob- 
.serv» that Hie boys may not 
"be building as crudely as one 
might expect. 

One of the “forts” at least 
has had floor joints laid and 
levelled off above the ground, 
i-eady for a regular floor, and 
the walls ai'e going in with the 
regular two-by-four used in 
home construction anywhere. 

Tbe results of a “wilder¬ 
ness” project' could thus be 
a perfectly habitable "shack” 
'in which the boys may even 
start to make their noonday 
meals, off in the “wilderness” 
of Fifth Avenue, with the 
gang. 

*‘A11 we’re going to ask of 
them as the summer comes to 
a close is to return the site to 
a condition a.s close as possi¬ 
ble to the way they found it. 
That will be so next year’s 
playground can start, from 
scratch again.” says King. 

"Aside from that, we just 
hope they have a fine summer 
being ehtirely theniselves."

'The first bla<^ African to 
win a gold medal in the 
Games was the late Abebe 
Bikila. the Ethiopian palace 
guard who won the 1960 mara¬ 
thon in Rome, then toc^ the 
same race four years later in 
Tokyo. 

But it was not until 1968 
that the black African coun¬ 
tries exploded on the track 
and field Olympic scene with 
dramatic performances. 'Hus 
came at high altitude Mexico 
Oty. 

Distance runners who iWed 
at high altitudes perfamned 
well and names such as Kip 
Keino, Ben Jlpcho, Mamo 
Wolde, Naftali Temu and Mo¬ 
hammed Gamoudi suddenly 
became headlines. 

W’hile most of the almost 
10.000 athletes now occupying 
the Olympic Village ap¬ 
peared appalled by the politi¬ 
cal roanocuvTing as they pre¬ 
pared for the opening ceremo¬ 
ny. the majority had little if 
anything to say on the sub¬ 
ject. 

IVIost, when asked for their 
views, merely shrugged their 
shoulders and admitted poli¬ 
tics was not their business. 

One exception wras Pedro 
Ramirez, a shooter from San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. He said 
the Canadian attitude toward 
'Taiwan and the African pul¬ 
lout was "acting against the 
purpose and spirit of the 
Olympics, which should be 
pure sport.” ‘ 

"IVhat is the Soviet Union 
going to do in the next Olym¬ 
pics?” he asked. "Ban Chile? 
Ban Israel?” He was refer¬ 
ring to the fact Moscow has 
been chosen as the site of toe 
1980 summer CJames. 

But the luxury of being able 
to express such anger was de¬ 
nied the African athletes, who 
were ordered not to speak to 
journalists. 

One Kenyan did speak, as 
dejected Olympic c^cials ar¬ 
ranged flights that.will take 
him and the others beck to 
Africa. 

“We are so disappointed,” 
the jTOung man, who asked 
that his name not be used, 
said. ‘"They’re just taking 


four year’s out of soineone’s 
life.” 

He claimed that "any 
medals wtxi now at these 
Olympics are not honestly 
won medals.” 

An African boxer said: 
"W’lth all our hearts w’e w'ant 
to stay.” 

"When you think of all if 
has cost our young states to 
prepare athletes for the 
Games*— pulling out like this 
.is a real disaster,” said the 
black athlete who did not wish 
to be named. He had just 
learned his country was with¬ 
drawing. 

"We had only one wish, and 
I think I can speak for aH Af¬ 
rican athletes here, that's to 
stay,” he said. 

'The International Amateur 
Athletic Association calls the 
Olympic Games its world 
championship track meet, but 
without the dissenters, the 
question will remain whether 
it really qualifies as such.

The 30«econd shot dock is 
in effect, forcing a team to at¬ 
tempt a shot within half a 
minute d gaining poseession 
of toe bcdl. In professional 
basketball shots must be at¬ 
tempted in 24 seconds. 

The bonus rule on free 
throws is activated after 10 
fouk have been caUed against 


a team. In pro ball the bonus 
comes in after six fouls. 

In Olympic ball, each foul 
after 10 results in two foul 
shots but an important part of 
the arategy permits teams to 
waive foul shots in order to 
keep control of the balL 

A mid-court line, which 
allows a team 10 seconds to 
bring the ball up court, is 
used in the Olympics, but not 
in pro ball.

I figure if yOu get a 
ticket and get It sold, you can 
more. T think dealing in 
voiuiT\e is the best w;iy.” 

Gene’s scalping career 
started 21 years ago uhen he 
was a 12-year-oId Boy Scout 
usher at University of Min¬ 
nesota f(X)tball games. The 
Ushers received free tickets 
and Gene always spent a few 
minutes before gome dispos¬ 
ing of his. It became a serious 
business when he was attend¬ 
ing high school and w'ent to a 
state hockey toumament. 

"t w’ent there with only $2. 
After expenses I went home 
with $118,” he said. "That’s 
when I realized my future 
was in scalping.” 

Gene says he’d buy any¬ 
thing for a price. "But with 
some tickets you ha\-e to be 
careful. For events like can¬ 
oeing. rowing, archery and 
fencing jwi might only give 
half price for them. The same 
goes with evertt.s held in the 
morning.” 

Montreal may turn out to be 
a scalper’s paradise because 
the police ignored most of thq 
actl^ty before the opening 
ceremony. 

Police Lt., Alfred Gagnon 
said the scalpers were getting 
around local law.

MONTREAL (AP) - Olym¬ 
pic shooters are up in arms 
because they say they are 
being treated more like poten¬ 
tial assassins than athletes. 

"We are ^ving two kinds 
of games here — Olympic 
Games and Police Games,” 
complains Dr. Jules Sobrian 
of Omern^. Ont., a general 
practitioon* who specializes in 
rapid fire pistol for the Cana- 
diw team. 

"They are not looking fbr 
terrorists here — they’re just 
persecuting the competitors.” 

"They act like they are 
guarding us against our¬ 
selves,” adds his teammate. 
Steven Kelly of Ottaw’a. 

The strongest protests have 
come from the host Canadians 
but complaints are general 
among shooters from other 
teanis. 

TTie shooters are unhappy 
because their guns are taken 
from them by security guards 
at the gate of the Olympic 
VUlage and stored in half a 
dozen vans across tli parking 
lot. 

Every' day they are subject¬ 
ed to a dozen electronic secu¬ 
rity' checks — leaying and en¬ 
tering the Village. leaNing and 
entering the range, getting on 
and off the buses.

‘Big tricks’ return 
to gymnastic world 


MONTREAL (UPI) — 
Gymnastics is perhaps more 
art than sport. It is judged 
largely on subjective opinion 
and. like art, Its styles tend to 
run in trends. 

The trend In gymnastics for 
the past two Olympiads has 
been judges rewar^ng style 
and grace. This year it seems 
big tricks — risky moves, 
daring dismounts — will mark 
the winners. 

“Big tricks” dominated 
Olympics since 1932, the last 
time the U.S. hosted the sum¬ 
mer games and the last time 
a U.S. male gymnast won a 
medal. 

The trend shifted to an env 
phasis on control and grace at 
the I960 Rome games, led by 


Russia’s elegant champion 
Larissa Latynina. 

Japan’s men’s team domi¬ 
nated the next three games 
with mechanical perform¬ 
ances stressing flawless ex¬ 
ecution. Others were capable 
of performing "big tricks.” 
but lacked ov'erall finesse. But 
that was the trend. 

Then came the 1972 Munich 
Games and Russia’s Olga 
Korbut with her daredevil un¬ 
even parallel bars routine. It 
was a hint the "big tricks” 
were returning. 

During pre-Olympic work¬ 
outs preparirtg for today’s 
opening gymnastics competi- 
ticBi, it was evident top gym¬ 
nasts were anticipating the 
style pendulum swinging back 
to the "big tricks.” 


Russians defend

• Peter Kormann of the U.S. 
using double back somer- 
saallte at botti the bcjdnning 
and end of his floor exercise 
rutine; 

• Maria Filatova of the 
USSR usir.g two con.seciitive 
back handsprings on the bal¬ 
ance beam folloxx-ed Immedi¬ 
ately by a double back somer¬ 
sault dismount. 

W’hlle the Japanese men’s 
routines as efficient as 
ever, the Russians seem to be 
counting on their "big tricks” 
to reclaim the team title they 
lost in 1960. 

“The Japanese better hax^e 
a real big lead after cbmpul- 
sories or the Russians could 
catch them in ^optionals be¬ 
cause of their incredible dis¬ 
mounts — if that’s what the 
judges are looking for,” said 
Bart Conner of the U.S. team. 

That’s just xvhat the Rus¬ 
sians are banking on. 

But, like art critics, gym¬ 
nastics judges are a finicky 
lot. And what makes a cham¬ 
pion gj'mnasl is x’ery mu<*h in

Orarlie Gilbert of Van¬ 
couver. the team manager, 
said it xvas ludicrous to be¬ 
lieve that Olympic shooters 
and their weapons posed any 
sort of a threat. 

"Evwr totalitarian govern¬ 
ments — and I have friends 


on auch teams — wouldn’t 
think of putting a potential 
terrorist on their national 
teams. 

"But to view these BMns as 
any sort of danger is absolute¬ 
ly ludricrous. First of all, the 
target rifle weighs 16 pounds 
and shoots a single shot. The 
hnee pistol also shoots only a 
single shot. 

"The grips of the pistols are 
fitted lor the indixrldual bandh. 
If an outsider w’anted to use 
one, it would take him 10 min¬ 
utes to strap it to his hand. 
And the rifles are alw’ays bro¬ 
ken down. They would have to 
■be assembled before firing.” 

Shooters are a unique 
breed. 'They cuddle their 
weapons as a violinist might a 
Stradivarius. They wrap them 
in velvet and keep them shin¬ 
ing like jewels. 

"All this security is a1> 
surd,” said Sobrian. "I’ve 
seen fencers in the village 
xxrlth foils and epees that are 
as dangerous as guns. And a 
misthrown javelin can rip 
through you. A shot from 
some of these pistols wouldn’t 
pierce a heavy coat.” 

The Canadian doctor said 
he w;as embarrassed because 
of what other xisitin^ 
slKxrters are baxing to experi¬ 
ence.

*1110 Times this was the residence 
for St. Joseph’s student nurses. 
Osborne Court bas somehow sur¬ 
vived the terrific upheaval that 
changed so much the Blansbard, 
Quadra, Collinson corner. 

Now around die comer to the old 
White Horse, at Blansbard and Hum¬ 
boldt. "This had been a famous 
saloon — a sort of road house for 
people who wanted to get away from 
the hustle and bustle of downtown. 

When I delivered there it was a 
rooming house ~ again those stale 
cabbage and onion smells, which 
caused me to say I’d never live in a 
place like that. 


Well, there I go again—taking a 
cut-off that led us to the Grand Banks 
of Newfoundland., 

Kitty-comer from the White 
Horse was, and Is, the lovely lit¬ 
tle, and very historical Church of 
Our Lord, which Sir James 
Douglas helped found, and where 
his funeral service was held In 
1*77. 

When I delivered papers the pastor 
was Rev. Mr. Owen. 

He was short and full of pep. He 
never wore a hat with his clerical 
garb. He was one of the busiest, most 
cheerful citizens of Victoria. He 
raced around, doing his deeds^of good. 








He had a long beard, and wore a 
battered hat, and his clothes were 
always in Utters. 

He paddled about the harbor in a 
barrel, pickinjg up flotsam ana jet¬ 
sam. He was said to be from 
Australia, ^ he was a real human 
mystery, if ever there was one. The 
youngsters were terrified of him, but 
he was quite harmless. 

In due course the authorities at 
City Hall decided “the cabiiis’’ were 
no fit places in which to house all the 
old men. 

They were condemned as fire 
traps, and unsaniUry. 

1110 old men were horrified, and 
were slow to move. They said they 
were l^ppy there. There was fierce 
uproar about all this. 

In due course the protesting old 
men were moved out to rest homes 
and such places, and were miserably 
unhappy until the great release came 
for each and every one of them. 

Down Humboldt' lived Mr. and 
Mrs. Paget. Their front porch abutted 
the sidewaUc, and there they sat on fine 
days, Ulking to all the passers-b^.’ 

Around the comer, up Ptenwill 
Street was a row of Ull narrow 
houses. I remember a family named 
Button lived there. 

Mr. and Mrs. Saunders lived in 
Penwill Street. Their bouse was shab¬ 
by and musty, the paper peeling off 
the walls. 

They were Cockney, and I lov^

Whitehorse, but he did ‘go out¬ 
side’ ta his old age, but only for 
the winters In Victoria, where he 
spent mncb tiipe grhmbling 
about min, and longing for snow. 

His wife refused to leave even 
4ji winter. 

Capt. Paddy spent the winter in a 
small suite on May Street, and often 
walked to our old house on Pendergast 
Street. 

He and my Grandmother O’Keefe 
spent hours spinning tall yams about 
Labrador and the Yukon, each being 
in love with both places.

There, In IMS, my grand- 
parenU Nesbitt were married. 
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My grandmother told me not to be 
so proud, that while 1 was bom,J was 
not yet dead. 

In other words she was telling me 
that life is uncertain at best, and one 
never knows what’s ahead. 

Capt. Macaulay lived at the White 
Horse, but whether it was Capt. Dan 
or Ca^. Alex I cannot now recall. ^ 
He had snow-white hair, and was 
most distinguished-looking. I guess he 
was a lifelong bachelor. 

He waited for me each day, 
and told me stories about my 
grandfather O’Keefe. They had 
been shipmates off the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland, and In 
Bering Sea and off the coast 
of Japan. 

My grandmother used to tell me a 
“come-all-ye” about those ,Grand 
Banks. 

There was a captain by name of 
John, his wife, Mary. 

John was always wanting Mary to 
take a voyage with him.

At Qullcah, where the oiiworks 
stand, about three miles west from 
the village of Skid^ate's town, there 
lived, a very long time ago, a young 
boy and his grandmother. The boy 
was the youngest of tl chUdren; his 
parents were both dead and his 19 
brothers bad mysteriously disap¬ 
peared. one one. 

The grandmother and boy lived 
apart from the rest of their people, 
who lived on 'Blland Island, as they 
belonged to a different crest. 

Close by their dwelling place were 
three stone boats dr canoes. (What is 
meant by atone boats is not known, 
unless It means the canoes were made 
entirely by hot stones and stone ham¬ 
mers as they were in ancient tinnes.) 
The boy, crippled at hirUi. could 
neither walk nor stand upright. 

One day be said wistfully to his 
grandmother: “Granny would you 
please lift me into one of the stone 
canoes?'' 

For uncounted days the boy sat in 


the canne, gradually growing strahger, 
until finally he was able to walk, for 
he had now recovered the nse of his 
legs. 

He spent nuuiy happy hours swln- 
ming in the bay. He grew restless 
after a time and decided to rig a sail 
on one of the stone canoes. The first 
two fell apart, but the third was 
sturdy and he began to sail farther 
and farther from his home.

Victorians Thrived 


On Mining Ventures 

/ 


In the decade aptly named 
the Roaring Twenties, people 
everywhere were on, a hinge, try¬ 
ing desperately to forget the 
savagery of the First World War. 
Victorians found relief in their 
hereditary fondness for a mining 
venture, with its lure of im¬ 
mediate riches. 

They recalled, with relish, the hopes of their 
forebearers in reaping rich rewards from the hectic • 
gamble in 1858 in the gold fields of the FYaser and a 
repeat of this in 1996 when the Klondike electrified 
the world, with its streets of gold. 

In both these vmturet Victoria had been 
f the assembly point of the hordes of men who 
rushed here for outfitting especially for the 
scramble over the Chilkoot Pass. 

These men left much money with the 
merchants here and times were prosperous. Min¬ 
ing booms, however, like bubbles burst and the 
wreckage, both in materials and men, create agony 
and havoc. 

Time, the great healer, eventually removes 
the scars and the populace awaits the apj^rance of 
another prospector,like Billy Barker, of Barkerville 
fame, who will announce discovery of a new 
fabulous mine. 

So it was just after the original Armistice in 
1918, when a few hardy prospectors shipped out of 
their claims near Stewart. B.C., a small tonnage of 
ore wlAch assayed at more than $300 a ton. This got 
to the ears of the big boys in New York and the Gug- 
genheims investigated and took over the proper¬ 
ties^ renaming them Premier. 

Crews went in and began a large diamond- 
drilling program, whch was not productive until one 
of the drillers pointed his drill at right angles to the 
prescribed course and, within five feet, picked up 
the main vein, which was to deliver to the 
shareholders $22,000 000 in dividends before the 
vein ran out in 1948 and the mine was shut down. 

Premier was the spark which launched 

Victoria into a new mining scramble and 
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resulted In most of the mountains within 38 
miles of Stewart being claimed and new mining 
companies mnsbroomed, la the end proving 
nothing but toadstoote. 

It is generally recognized in the mining game 
that out of 1,000 prospects you’ll be lucky to get one 
good mine. However, in the midst of the boom the 
field of “suckers” is so immense, little thought is 
given to tomorrow. 

Everyone wants to get aboard a winner, but 
most end up losers. 

Hie sure-fire winner in this new mining ex- 
plosian in Stewart In the early ZOs was 
Dunwell, launched by four brothers named 
Stewart, who had been pioneering in Stewart 
for some years.

Robert, the eldest, was the head man and Jim 
was his ri^t hand,. They had a number of com¬ 
panies, besides Dunwell, includii^ the Stewart 
Land Co., which had much to do with the develop¬ 
ment of the townsite. Their head office was in the 
Pemberton Buildiing, now the Yarrow. Each day 
Victorians gathered there to learn of the latest 
developments in the'north and, while there was no 
formal stoek exchange, daily quotes were posted In 
brokerage offices. 

There are some people in'Victoria today, who, 
like myself, scrambled to get shares in the new 
companies which were appearing each day. Some 
of the brokers whom 1 recall were: Toots Humber, 
Frank Stevenson. Ray Castle, Roland Christie, who 
thrilled crowds on Saturday afternoons by hanging 
from his knees from the under carriage of one of 
the old Jenny biplanes the Aerial League kept at the 
Willows race track; Denny Diespecker, Jack Mara, 
Herb Hunnlngs and Scott Whiting. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if many of we so^all^ 
investors, have tucked away as mementoes, 
worthless certificates revealing ownerhsip in sorne 
^ of the popular promotions of that period. For in¬ 
stance, 1 can recall the names of some of them: 
Rufus Argenta, Terminus, Glacier Creek, 
Silvarado, Porter-Idaho, Phoenix, Lakeview, Silver 
Crest, Independence, Indian, Premier Border, 
Sebakvic and, let’s not overlook Dunwell, the prize 
of the field. 


Most of these stocks moved within the range of 
what can be described as “peanut stocks” and could 
be picked up hi any quantity around 10 cents a 
share. But, Dunwell was different. It even went to 
$6 a share, and there was talk of it heading to much 
higher levels. 

I remember speaking with a geologist, who like 
many of them, was teaching at McGUl University 
and spending the summer making money as a con¬ 
sultant in the mining field. He had just completed a 
survey of the Dunwell property and was reporting 
to the Stewarts in Victoria. I had a chat with him 
and he said: “Young man, if you can get 1,200 
shares of Dunwell you’ll never have to work another 
day in your life.” 

I felt he should know what he was talking about 
and did manage to corral 800 shares at various 
prices. 

This gave me hope, false I regretfully admit, 
that I would be spared the drugery of making a 
more honest livelihood, but in the mining industry 
thinn don’t happen that way. 

I have often wondered why, year after year, 
men venture into this illusive field and some lose 
their shirt, but as soon as they get a few new dollars 
they’re back for another shot, lured, 1 presume by 
the tempting statements by companies each spring 
that they will be doing certain drilling and, in the 
midst of this, rumors circulate that a new vein has 
been struck and that one of the major companies is 
interested and will do more driilli^ the next season. 

So, we watched Dunwell map its program 
w hidi would result in a lOO-ton mill being built 
and looked forward to the price of the stock 
moving higher. 

Dunwell was developing the Sunbeam claim, on 
the east side of Bear River, north of Glacier Creek, 
and had exposed the Dunwell vein. There was^ no 
question it was a good prospect and one Ontario 
company wanted to purchase and develop it, which 
some of the. shareholders favored but the bulk of 
them wanted to go ahe^ on their own and agreed to 
further financing, which was easily forthcoming. A 
100-ton mill was constructed and to get the ore to 
tidewater an aerial tramway one mile long was 
built along the mountain side. 

These announcements set the whole camp 
aflame with hope and the boom reached its zenith. 
Money not only went into the Dunwell but sent the 
“peanut stocks” soaring as well. 

The first 200-toQ shipment of wliat was said to 
be run-of-tbe-piill ore went to the Tacoma smelter 
in 1926, and the assay was revealing, though it

was suspected the ore had been handpicked, a 
favorite way of getting a high jrield. 

The following year when the mill was in fuU 
production 27,067’tons were shipped, yielding 4,806 
ounces <rf gold, 102,000 ounces of silver, 1,284,700 
pounds of lead and 1,606,600 pounds of zinc. 

Before mills are built on a property the normal 
procedure is todo much drilling and get a favorable 
estimate on the'amount of ore on the property, 
referred to as “blocked out ore.” This , however, 
had not been done with Dunwell and in a year it had 
run out of ore of commercial valuf. 

There were plenty of long laces In Victoria 
and in other coast cities which had bought into 
the dozens of mining companies which had 
formed and reUed on Dunwell hecomiag their 
mala stay. In 1621 the Wall Street collapse 
dried op risk capital and then we were into the 
Depression. ' 

A few hardy souls continued to work the 
Dunwell vein but by 1632 the collapse was complete 
and Dunwell became a memory, even if an un¬ 
favorable one. 

While Dunwell will not be revived there is 
no qnestioirthat some day the Stewart area will 
realize its dream. The search for minerals is 
in fall swing in the Yukon and the sncbess of 
the Grandoc mine, 26 miles from Stewart, has 
aroused renewed Interest in that area. 

Back in 19111 made my first visit to Stewart, 
when it was in the throes of the real-estate boom 
which swept the West during the construction of 
two new transcontinental railroads, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, with terminus at Prince Rupert, and 
the Canadian Northern, hopeful of making Vic¬ 
toria the terminus, using car ferries from Port 
Mann, to bring the trains to this city. 

Boto were questionable ventures as they paral¬ 
lelled each other for hundreds of miles of unsettled 
territory and both went bankrupt and had to be 
taken over by the Canadian government and con¬ 
solidated into the Canadian National Railway. 
Stewart had succumbed to a promise that the Cana¬ 
dian Northern might make it the Pacific terminus 
and 14 miles of rails were laid out of the city. 

Stewart went through its birth-pains when the 
Klondike gold rush was winding down after the turn 
of the century and when the United States and 
Canada were feuding over the boundary between 
Alaska and British Columbia. 

When prospectors came across a likely looking 
property they filed claims with the recorders in 
both countries to make sure they had possession. 
The Ashdowne Commission was set up to ad¬ 
judicate the dispute and in 1906 it settled on a boun¬ 
dary reaching tidewater at a point on Portland 
Canal between the Salmon and Bear rivers. This 
resulted in the start of Stewart and a U S. com¬ 


munity almost across the street, which was named 
Ryder. 

The Stewart brothers arrived and began an in¬ 
tensive development program. They formed the 
Portland Canal Mining and Development Co. and, 
with the original settler named Rainey, who was 
struggling with his claim known as the Grizzly 
Bear, they attracted the interest of outsiders and 
scouts from as far away as New York. Dozens of 
mining companies were formed and began grub¬ 
staking. Reports of strikes filtered in from some of 
them and these fueled the efforts of the whole 
camp. 

At this time Sir Wilfrid Laorier, who was 
Prime Minister of Canada, was annoyed at the 
antocmtic system employed hy the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which had a monopoly in 
western transportation and sought means of 
promoting competition, i* ^ 

He turned to his friend, Charles Melville Hayes, 
president of the Grand Trunk Railroad, which 
operated an eastern network which penetrated into 
the United States as far as Chicago. 

During a i^^edi Laurier made to the Canadian 
Club in New York, he described Hayes as “beyond 
question the greatest railroad genius in Canada, as 
an executive ranking only second to the late’' 
Edward H. Harrlman” who was a leading U S. 
railroader and industrialist. 

Hayes came up with a plan to build a second 
transcontinental railroad to the Pacific with the 
terminus, somewhere in the neighborhood of the ex¬ 
isting Prince Rupert. The bold plan was to cut Into 
the CPR’s expanding fleet of ships on the Pacific 
which had a monopoly on the silk trade from Japan. 

Piiace Rupert would be two days closer to 
Japau than Vancouver and, as speed was ** 
argent in handUi^t the silk cargoes which were 
worth apwar* of |lf,6l6,666, this would end 
Vancouver’s monopoly. 

Hayes announced formation of a new company, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, a subsidiary of the parent 


company, and, with subsidies from government and 
large private capital funds, would build a railroad 
to Winnipeg, then head north through Saskatoon and 
^monton and cross the Rockies at Jasper, then 
head west along the Skeena River into a site on 
Kaien Island, on which the townslte of Prince 
Rupert was laid out. 

This road was practically completed when 
Hayes, who had been in England to 8ee| further 
financial aid, boarded the greatest ship of that 
time, the Titanic. At noon Wednesday, Apr. 10,1912, 
with 2,340 persons on board Titanic left 
Southampton on her maiden voyage. 

On the following Sunday at 11 p.m. this great 
ship was racing along at 23 knots when her side was 
sliced open by an iceberg off the Grand Banks of 
Nfprfoundland and, within a few hours, sank to the 
fl^r of the Atlantic taking 1,635 persons to their 
death, among them Hayes. ITiis was a shocking 
blow to Oanada’s ballooning railroad venture 
and_was to bring financial disaster to the 
nation’s government. 

The Portlaad Canal Development Oom- 
paay had visioas of Ito own during the boom 
days and had obtained a charter to bnlM a 
railroad from Stewart into the Interior. 

Fourteen miles were built up the Bar River and 
the hope was that perhaps the Canadian Northern 
could be persuaded to bring its transcontinental line 
into Stewart and forget about heading down the 
Fraser to Port Mann. Fuel was piped into this 
strange vision when Donald Mann, who was later to 
be knighted for his contribution to Canada’s 
development, took over the charter of the Bear 
River Line. 

Mann was already seriously wrapped up with 
his partner, McKenzie, in pushing the Canadian 
Northern out of the Ontario wilderness into the 
prairlea and when they reached the Rockies, in¬ 
stead of pioneering a route into Stewart, they 
headed south and wound up in Port Mann. They did

My decision to ¥isil New« 
Zealand was left too late to obtain 
a passport in time for when I 
wanted to leai^e, in March 1975. 

ImmUMby brnnlgratkin ttMt tine* I was born 
in New Zealand and had my N.Z. birth certificate, 
that such would be suffldent 

But since at that Unie 1 was not ia possession of 
a certificate of Canadian CttiienahJp, I was warned 
that coming back might be different. I accordiiigly, 
made application to Citisenahip Court for that cer< 
tificate. 1 was told that since it would have to come 
from Ottawa it might be a month before I received 
it. On learning of this, I told the judge, a young lady 
by the way, that it. was imperative I be in New 
Zealand in two weeks time. 

The judge very kindly and immediately proces¬ 
sed the application, found it in order and furnished 
me with a letter in lieu thereof, which she said 
would be acceptable by Immigration. 

With the documents. New Zealand birth cer¬ 
tificate and Cittaenship Judge's letter, I boards a 
CP Ahr jet at Vancouver and off I went. The travel 
documents, by the way, was duly accepted, first by 
Vancouver Immigration and Customs as 1 boarded 
plane then at Honolulu, Nandi and finally Auckland. 
(Note particularly, that on this occasion Nandi Im¬ 
migration accepted the documents without ques¬ 
tion).

But coming back it was indeed different, but 
only at Nandi. When presenting my return ticket to 
Air New Zealand at Auckland for the Auckland- 
Nandi leg of my return flight, I was jold that they 
(N.Z. Air) bad been experiencing trouble with 
Nandi Immigration ever since Fiji obtained its in¬ 
dependence. That they were extremely fussy wfib 
passports and other travel papers — had to be ex¬ 
actly Hi order or they wouldn't allow people to land 
there and on several occasiens had promptly sent 
them back to Auckland, and that now, since 1 had no 
passport, only my New Zealand birth certificate, 
they might consider that not auffident and do that 
to me. 

All this occurred about three hours before my 
plane's departure time. Meanwhile they said they 
would endeavor to get in touch with Nandi to find 
out if, since they accepted my travel papers when I 
arriv^ there from Vancouver a few weeks ago.

Meanwhile the plane tO(dL off without me and .1 
continued to wait. I must add that all this time my 
niece, Vera Chalmera, who bad kindly driven me to 
the Auckland airport and wanted to aec me off, was 
waiting with me. 

By now it was around four o'clock and we had 
been waiting the best part of five hours. Still no 
word from Namh md as Vera had a long drive back 
home, I suggested she leave, which she reluctantly 
did. 

Hardly had Vera gone when Air N.Z. toldsne 
that they had word from Nandi. It would be O.K. for 
me to take the midnight flight, but ainee I had no 
passport I’d be treated as a transimt and while 
waitingfor my Vancouver connection be cooflnedto 
the area of the attport’s passenger waiting con¬ 
course.

As thne drew near, still another AH' N.Z. man 
showed up to help me; carried my baggage and saw 
me safely aboard and seated.

Or, from his sour demeanor it could have 
been that it was long past his regalar bedtime. 1 
commenced to show Um my n-licu-of passport 
papers. No'dice. 

He wouldn’t even look at them and 1 could 
almost hear him sayuig under his breath: "Ah, 
here's the man without a passport; the man we 
were told be on the lookout for."' 

No argument. I'd be considered a transient and 
while waiting for my Vancouver connection con¬ 
fined to the area of the airport's passenger waiting 
concourse. He promptly called a nearby Fijian 
policeman and, bag and baggage, 1 was duly es¬ 
corted there. 

it it it 

That afea was a spacious two floors, with 
seating accommodation for several hundred 
waiting passengers, gift and duty-free shops, post 
office, restrooms, etc. And, for security reasons, 
its exterior doors were all one-way, opening in¬ 
ward. And now, since my connecting plane from 
Sydney, Australia, wasn’t due till the following 
ni^t. here was 1 lobe confined for, supposedly, the 
next 21 hours. 

1 was warned to make no attempt to leave the 
premises, provided with a blanket and two pillows, 
and shown a couch on which I might sleep. There 1 
slept, or tried to — in the clothes 1 stood up in for 
the remainder of the night. 


The entire area was Hi semi-darkness, with 
myself, two Fijian poHcemen gnardians; there, to 
my mind, purposely to keep an eye on me, and the 
East Indian night-watchman to, every now and 
then, to punch his time-clocks, its sole occupants. 

1 was up at dawn, washed and shaved — in cold 
water, no soap or towel — and soon the airport 
came alive again. Shops and passengers, seeking 
their respective flight^ began to arrive. This in 
itself was a blessing, for now I had someone other 
than my two policemen guardians, who meanwhile 
and been joined by two husky Fijian policcwoimn 
to talk to, and talk to me th^ sure did. 

At eight o'clock I was toformed 1 would be 
provided with breakfast, but as the restaurant was 
beyond the one-way doors I’d bave to be taken there 
under escort (and thus be subjected to yet another 
indignity). Since I was hungry 1 pot my pride in my 
pocket and was escorted there a^ back by a young 
East Indian. 1 ate a good breakfsst and wilned se¬ 
cond helpings since the airport people were paying 
for it and 1 was told it wouM be the same at hunb 
time. But as you read on yoo will learn that 1 had 
lunch to far more pleasant surroundiiigs.

Shortly after breakfast, another Fijian 
policeman, who, from his bne^, 1 took to be a 
senior non-commissioned officer, came to see me. 
He stayed quite a while and we had a long talk, by 
which time I'd pretty well given him my life story, 
among other things, about my having to 1961 lived 
in Fiji for best part ^ a year; my tb yews to British 
Columbia, and my book. 1 chanced to have a book 
folder in my pocket and let him see it He appeared 
both surprised and interested to all this, and more 
so when 1 told him that I was also a free-lance 
writ^, and to conseqiience the probabi^ty of this 
happening to me. at the hands of Nandi Immigra- 
tiofis, might some day, appear to the papers. 

While to confinement, eqiiecially to the early 
morning hours when thills were 1 couldn’t 
help but observe that my guardtons, both male and 
female, had seemingly not only gone wit of their 
way to be friendly, or at least to appear so, but did 
me a few favors; most, by the way, to add to my 
personal comfort. Also, that th^ persisted in 
questiontog me. Incidentally, mostly skng the 
same Itoes, such as; why was I being kept to here 
(as if they didn’t already know!). What was 1 doing 
in New Zealand? Where did I live to Canada and 
what did I do for a living up there? 

Maybe only surmise, but could it be that these 
people had been previoasly primed by this very 
k same official, purposely to see if my answers to

each one of them were the same, and also that they 
jibed with what I had been telling him. 

Since the area was crowded — passengers ar¬ 
riving by or waiting to board their respective 
flights, plus freinds to greet or see them off, the of¬ 
ficial suggested we move to a quieter area beyond 
the one-way doors. Here we continued our talk, now 
noticeable (on his part) on an exceedingly friendly, 
first-name basis. I couldn’t pronounce his Fijian 
name, *80 he told me to call him “Jack”. 

★ ★ ★ 

And since during our conversation, I had in¬ 
cidentally shown him my travel papers which refer¬ 
red to me as Major Nicholson, being a former 
soldier himself. It was ‘ Major’' to me from then 
on. 

1 realized that in Jack, at last I had found at 
least one friendly Fijian official; one now com¬ 
pletely satisfied as to my bona fide and “Jack” he 
was to me from then on. Jack’s first gesture of good 
faith — which in itself was encouraging — for after 
all, 1 was still under what might be called “House 
arrest.” 

It so happened 1 wished to go to the restroom 
and the location of the only one that 1 knew of was 
back through the one-way doors, and since they 
opened inwards I could not open them myself. But 
coming back It would be different, so I asked if he 
could open them for me. Not only did he do so, but 
to my surprise showed me where the secret push¬ 
button was that would do it for me. I already knew 
this, having, whilst in my confinement, observed 
airport personnel use it when going back and forth 
but naturally refrained from ever attempting to 
take advantage of that knowledge. 

His secG^ gesture, a sure indication that 
things were beginning to come my way, occurred 
when he asked to be excused for a while, thus leav¬ 
ing me free to roam anywhere around the airport 
had I chosen to do so. 

^ ★ ★ ★ 

Upon his return I learned that he had been in 
touch with his superiors — Nandi Immigration — 
and told them of his long conversation with me. At 
the same time he learned that they had reviewed 
the information gained from my re^nses to the 
questioning I’d been subjected to whilst in confine¬ 
ment by both my policemen and women guardians, 
which I knew at the time would be duly transmitted 
to them. 

Jack had also seen CP Air and was told they too 
had been in touch with Nandi Immigration. I in¬ 
sisted that, notwithstanding the fact I had no pas¬ 
sport, my travel papers were in order, and if not, 
then how come they were accepted (by Nandi Im¬ 
migration) on my arrival from Vancouver in the 
first place; that I be released forthwith'and while 
waiting for my Vancouver connection — CP Air, 
due from Sydney that same night — be free to take 
up a reservation made for me for that day at a 
Nandi hotel prior to my leaving Vancouver. (Said 
reservation, by the way, though subsequently not 
taken up, to be at my own expense.) He also told me 
that CP Air was anxious to see me and a man from 
their office would soon be here. 

Incidently, I had previously asked him if I 
might go and see them myself. Hardly had Jack 
again excused himself and left when this man ap¬ 
peared, and 10 minutes later again came Jack. 

★ ★ ★• 

I th^ had both Jack and the CP Air man, a 
senior official by the way, with me, both bearers of 
good tidings. Jack had b^n instructed by the Im¬ 
migration head to inform me my confinement, with 
its attendant discomforts and humiliations, was all 
g mistake and to extend to me his personal regrets. 

And so ended my tangle with Fiji Immigration. 
Incidently, these very same people, from this very 
moment till my plane’s departure time this same 
night, couldn’t do enough for me. In fact, as I 
] boarded my CP Air plane for Vancouver and home, 
there to shake my hand, wish me well and see me 
off, was none other than Jack, the burly policeman 
with his shock of straight black hair, who had spent 
so much time talking to me while in confinement, 
and to my mind, in the gnd was largely responsible 
for my release.

Incidentally, had Nandi Immigration not had 
this change of heart, and since as far as I was 
aware, Canada maintained no official agency in Fi- 
^ji, I fully intended to lodge a protest with thd 
^British Resident Commissioner. However, as 
things turned out it wasn’t necessary. 

Now the message CP Air’s man brought, and 
the happy ending to all my troubles: That their big¬ 
gest regret was, since there was no one on duty at 
the time (2:30 a.m.) of my arrival by Air N.Z. from 
Auckland, not until a few hours ago did they learn of 
my predicament, or they certainly would have in¬ 
sisted that my travel papers were in order and I be 
free to take up my reservation for that day at the 
Mocamba Hotel, made by them (CP Air) prior to 
my leaving Vancouver. 

The message then went on to say : True, the Fi¬ 
jians had admitted they were wrong and tendered 
me an apology, but they (CP Air) considered a 
more tangible expression of concern for the in¬ 
dignities and discomforts I’d been meanwhile sub- 
jwted to, was due me. 

★ ★ ★ 

After expressing his own personal regrets, the 
bearer of the message, with CP Air’s compliments, 
then handed me a tot of vouchers reading: Room 
with bath for that day at the SUNLOVER, lunch, 
dinner and all the drinks I cared to order, plus a taxi 
to take me there and back. 

Taxi waiting, I grabbed my bags and in 15 
minutes was there at Nandi’s finest hotel where I 


spent an exceedingly enjoyable day; met lots of 
nice people, bathed in outdoors swimming pools and 
soaked up a lot of sun. 

This, of course, cancelled outreservation 
for that day at the Mocamba. Also its cor¬ 
responding expense, which incidentally I’d have 
had to take care of myself; thus a monetary saving 
to me of the best part of $100. 

Nine o'clock, which came much too soon, and K 
was back to the airport for me. My plane took off at 
midnight and 12 hours later, including a short stop 
at Honolulu to refuel, we landed at Vancouver 
International Airport. 

★ ★ ★ 

Customs and immigration was no problem and 
half an hour later, and a 20-minute flight by Pacific 
Western to Victoria and I was home again after a / 
most enjoyable 28-day visit with ihy sisters Vera - ^ 
and Peggy, several cousins and a host of nieces and 
nephews, most of whom I hadn’t seen for the past 45 
years. 

At Vancouver, granddaughter, Lorraine, and 
great-granddaughter, Lynne, were there to meet 
me, and in Victoria, daughter Bonnie and husband 
Bjarne. 

While admittedly my incarceration at the 
hands of Nandi Immigration at the time was grim 
and exasperating, looking back now that it's all 
over, I wouldn’t have missed it for all the tea in 
China. 

Also in retrospect, on my arrival at Nandi from 
Auckland, had I, in the first place, presented myself 
at a different Immigration-Customs wicket, maybe 
I’d have encountered a more friendly-disposed of¬ 
ficial, one who would at least have examined my 
travel papers and in all probability found them ac¬ 
ceptable, as did an opposite number of his a few 
weeks earlier when I landed there to change planes 
for Auckland. 

★ ★ ★ V‘ 

All in all, with the exception of that one Fijian, 
who-by his arrogance was the cause of all my trou¬ 
bles, the others with whom I later came in contact 
with, including both my male and female guardian 
— dh learning that I never should have b^ con¬ 
fined in the first place and meanwhile had been 
released — 1 must say that 1 found them all ex¬ 
ceedingly friendly. 

In conclusion, a sincere thank you: to Air New 
Zealand for granting me the facilities of their VIP 
waiting room, a favor that I really did appreciate. 

And Canadian Pacific Airlines (Nandi), for the part 
they played in obtaining my release from bondage 
and their subsequent putting me up at the Sunlover, 
which in itself fully compensated me for all the in¬ 
dignities and emb^rassment that only a few hours 
previously I’xl been subjected to, all b^ause of the 
action on the part of that arrogant immigration 
official. 

Incidentally, I have since obtained both my pas¬ 
sport and Certificate of Canadian Citizenship; on 
my desk when I got back home, having appli^ for 
them prior to my leaving Vancouver.

Grey lumpy clouds, edges 
scuffed and frayed, scudded and 
scattered across the sky, at the 
mercy of a 30-knot wind.

Wiser and more experienced pilots had been 
dubious, in the cluh lounge, of flying to Pitt 
Meadows that day, knowing^w rapidly conditions 
change in October, in mountain countiV. 

Green as grass at cross-country flying, I had 
finally decided to go, feeling that a good blustery 
aouthwester would blow me over in a burry, and 
that I would take my chances on coming back. 

I looked down to Van Isle Marina disappearing 
behind me, off to the left, the ferry terminal, with 
the long strings of tiny cars waiting for the U^-like 
Alps gUding sedately back and forth, and ahead the 
eastern tip of Satuma Island looming up, as BED 
chmbed continuously at 7,000 feet for plenty of 
manoeuvring room between the water and her 
wheels.

Working as a Medical Consultant for 32 years, 
didn’t leave too much time for sailing, but during 
that period of time my first love had been Mrs. 
Ramsbottom, a big, blousy, double-ended CPR 
lifeboat. 

Converted to sloop rig, by a rather heavy- 
handed carpenter, she carried her ballast, in the 
form of b^ch rocks, stowed conveniently in 
higgledy-piggledy fashion, under the seat lockers, 
and spixled an auxiliary Easthope gas engine, 
started by turning a huge great flywheel, while your 
other four hands turned various knobs and levers 
simultaneously. 

She was a great boat for the three of us who 
owned her, at a total cost of 1800, and for a newly- 
arrived Hamilton, Ontario, landlubber like myself, 
she was a sympathetic, motherly type for sailing. 

And learn we did, as we spent our weekends 
tacking back and forth across Satellite Channel, to 
the accompaniment of crashing crockery, tug boms 
booming back and forth, and pale terrified faces 
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Mr. Pilgrim ... heading for adventure. 



peering out of the companionway as the sailor (hd 
his thing. 

Talked into helping build a 18-foot catamaran, I 
was fortunate enough to meet and have the help of 
Hugh Rodd, that great sailor and shipwright, who 
designed and fitted the rudder assembly, a master¬ 
piece of ingenuity, in the days when multi-hull 
design was just breaking out. 

For the next few years we dashed about the 
Strait at anything up to 25 knots, before finally settl¬ 
ing down with a verj congenial boat partner, Doug 
McCartney, and a Gulf Islander. 

And yet Doug would laugh at me, as hoisting 
sail on our weekend cruises, I would proclaim, to all 
and sundry: “Raratonga, here we come!’’ 

Suddenly I knew that this crazy idea had con¬ 
nected, even though 1 was undeniably a bit long in 
the tooth for such an adventure. 

All the more reason, then, why I should go as 
soon as possible. 

Homeward bound on the ferry, I pondered 
costs, time abuilding, navigation equipment, and so 
on, dimly, beginning to realize the enormity of the 
project to which I had mentally committed myself. 

My mind began to reel at the thought of buyii^ and 
outfitting a boat for a long sea voyage. 

And yet, others had done it. Why not me? 

And so it was decided, but not without many S 
a.m. wakenings, to the tune of: “Now how did I 
manage to get myself in this particular mess?’’ > 

Entranced with Sunrise as I was, one boat- 


builder after another, was approached to build a 
wooden hull to her design. 

Not only was it soon evident that a so-called 
“one-off” design was beyond the reach of my purse, 
but the attitucfos of some of the shipyards, proved, 
to say the least, bewildering. At times arrogant, 
and at others condescending, it seemed to me no 
climate in which to develop the mutual trust and 
confidence so necessary to the builder and the 
future owner, in putting a boat together.

He capsuled three months of my cerebral per¬ 
turbation into a verbal nutshell: 

“1 guess. Doc, by this time, you’ve found out 
that if somebody kindly gave you a completed hull, 
you would still be only one-quarter of the way 
toward the final cost of your boat!’’ 

A shattering blow, but a necessary lesson, 
closely allied to those other famous two maxims, 
which keep coming back to me like a song! 

(1) A boat it a hole In the water. lined with 
wood, into which you put money!

And so ushered in Phase 11-THE SECOND 
HAND BOAT SEARCH. 

From Gabriola Island to Seattle went the hunt, 
for a safe strong boat whose purchase would put an 
end to my unrequited love affair. 

One day, I happened to be talking with Jeremy 
Hewitt, that famous sea-dog, during sessions pf his 
helpful, practical. Ocean Cruising Course. Mental¬ 
ly teetering between a choice of wood and 
fiberglass, Jeremy’s remark gave a new slant to 
my thinking, with bis quiei: “Well, don’t overlook 
the possibility of a steel boat.” 

Doubly true, when he announced to me a few 
days later, that he had found my boat for me — a 41- 
foot steel-hulled schooner. Would 1 care to look at 
her? 

She Impressed me with her strength and 
roominess. Her builder, Jake Fehr, of Port Co¬ 
quitlam, 1 suddenly realised was the same Jake 
Fehr who had built Dr. Bob Young's boat, which 1 
had seen several times, and which be was finishing 
beautifully himself. 

Things started to fall into place. A visit to 
Jake’s shipyard in Port Cdquitlam, led to a quick 
visit with John Clarii in White Rock, to admire his 
( ompleted boat. Then it was turn around, back 
over the Port Mann Bridge, and sign a contract 
with Jake. 

So there we were, left staring at each other, 
Jake, 1 guess, wondered where the heck I'd come 
from, out the blue.

Jake enthusiastK'ally a{p*eed that we should 
build the boat, using the facilities provided by the 
Canada Shipping Act lor the establishment of a 
marine mortgage. 

Under the terms of the Act, Canada is the only 
member of the British Coftmmonwealth. which per¬ 
mits a boat which is being built, about to be built, or 
being brought into Canada for the purpose of a refit, 
to be financed by a marine mortgage. 

In essence, this is exactly the same technique 
by which most buildings under construction are 
financed. Like land-based mortgages, it is then 
possible to periodically survey, or inspect the 
boat's construction, and provided everything is 
tickety-boo, advance naore money for the next stage 
of construction.

Once suitable arrangements are made with 
your lopal friendly bank, (and mine did indeed, 
much to my surprise, prove to be friendly, very 
helpful, and well-diqios^ to my crazy idea.) 

Oh well,’* sighed the manager, “you re only 
old onpe?” 

A form of record w drawn up, between the 
bank, builder and purchaser, listing in every par¬ 
ticular, just what kind of boat is being built. This 
form of record la kept at the Port nearest Uie 
shipyard at which the boat is being built.

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New Westminster Balloonist 
Canada's First Air Fatality

Victoria made aviation 
history^ 63 years ago, when barn¬ 
stormer Milton Bryant crashed 
his converted Curtiss seaplane 
onto a Chinatown roof while at¬ 
tempting to land in the Inner 
Harbor. Killed instantly, Bryant 
was officially listed as the first 
Canadian aviation fatality. 

And, in point of fact, he undoubtedly is 
Canada'r first aircraft victim. But he certainly is 
not our first aviation fatality, as a little-known 
drama in New Westminster, JO years earlier, would 
indicate. For this dubious distinction must go to a 
young balloonist named Charles Marble who, ac¬ 
cording to accounts of the time, "sold his life for a 
trifle.” 

Thousands of spectators, young and old, 
crowded onto the Royal City fairgrounds, that 
warm October day, to view the hundreds of exhibits 
and competitioas. But, unquestionably, the most 
eye-catching display was that of Professor Soper's 
balloon. Almost as intriguing was the young man 
who strutted about the fairgrounds in shocking pink 
tights. Head held high, and with a barely concealed 
smile of satisfaction, be marched through the 
crowds and basked in the glow of the amazed stares 
of those about him. 

★ ★ ★ 

Perhaps he would not have been quite so smug, 
had he known the gist of the many comments which 
followed him: "There’s the fool that’s going to risk 
his neck in a balloon.” 

"Such things shouldn’t be allowed.” 

"He gets $900 for three ascensions.” 

"He’ll drop in the river, wre.” 

Then it was time for his flrst "ascension,” and 
Marble forgot about his admiring audience as he 
readied the balloon for the first flight of the exhibi¬ 
tion. After carefully examining the^ "immense 
canvas monster” for leaks, he patched a few small 


holes with thread and needle, and hauled the col¬ 
lapsed balloon into position over a fire of wood and 
coal oil. The resulting gas and smoke, with Mar¬ 
ble’s help, entered the bole at the base of the bal¬ 
loon and, and ever so slowly, the grc^t bulk of 
canvas began to swell. 

As Marble continued to "Inspect... minutely 
every detail,*’ the balloon ^adually became 
buoyant and assumed the shape of a giant, inverted 
iightbulb. Finally, about four o’clock in the after¬ 
noon, the "monste/ was full, swollen, bulging and 
anxious to be off.” By this time, no fewer than 8,000 
persons had gathered to witness the great 
launching. 

When all was in readiness. Marble entered the 
basket slung underneath the balloon and freed the 
guy wires which anchored his ungainly craft to the 


ground. Immediately the lines were released, the 
balloon "ascended swift as a rocket. First the large 
bulk, then yards of rope, thoi the fcdded parachute, 
then mwe yards of rope, then a trapeze, and dang¬ 
ling in the air at the end of all was the figure of 
Marble.” 

All, according to our breathless, eyewitness ac¬ 
count, had happened so swiftly that, in less than 10 
seconds, the soaring balloon had reached such an 
altitude that Marble "assumed the proportions of a 
large doll, performing like a marionette at a giddy 
height above the surging crowd, who, silent as 
death, kept their fascinated yet unwilling eyes on 
the daring aeronaut.” 

★ ★ ★ 

For an undetermined length of time, the 
magnificent Marble thrilled his audience with 
death-defying stunts, the balloon seeming to have 
reached its maximum altitude, when it drifted out, 
over the Fraser and hovered, becalmed l3y lack of 
wind, in mid-air. 

Then the aeronaut could be seen busying 
himself with the ropes, as, hundreds of feet below, 
thousands of tqkurned faces watched in breathless 
silence, anxiously awaiting the highlight of the pei^ 
formance, when Marble would leap from the bal¬ 
loon and descend by parachute. 

Suddenly a murmuring swept through the 
crowd, as It became apparent to those wafehing 
from below that the balloon was again moving —* 
not away, but downward, Slowly, steadily, the craft 
lost altitude, BiarUe continuing to cling to the 
trapeze. Moments later, the "canvas giant of the 
air” had crossed the river and dropped from sight, 
below the treeline. 

But, no sooner had the balloon vanished from 
view, than it reappeared above the trees — to soar 
skyward, smoke imring from its emptying valve. 

Again, an excited munnur from the crowd: 
"He fell in the river! ” exclaimed one. "He fell safe¬ 
ly on the other side; he knows how to control that 
balloon,” another countered, as a third spectator 
disgustedly argued, "That’s no parachute drop — he 
shouldn’t get paid a cent ’ 

★ ★ ★ 

And with that, the spectators turned away, 
forgetting all about the marvellous Marble and his 
balloon, as they watched the Vancouver and New 
Westminster seniors take the field. 

Back in town, many of those whose duties had 
prevented their attending the fair had had a better 
view of the balloon’s erratic performance. Losing

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Birding In Francis Park 


If you are wondering where 
you can go to get away from the 
roar of traffic and exhaust fumes 
of the city and enjoy peace and 
quiet try Francis Park. 

Take the Trans-Canada west, past Portage Inlet. 
Turn ri^t at Burnside Road, left at Prospect Lake 
Road, left again onto Munns Road and you’re there. 

Deep in the tall Douglas Firs nature will take 
over to ease your jagged nerves. 

But better yet, you needn’t go with just wild 

abandon. Take along a pair of btaoculari and 

try tome bird watching. 

When was the last time you saw a red-winged 
blackbird or heard the trill of an orange-crowned 
warbler? I had never apprecaited the notes of a 
white-crowned sparrow until I joined a bird- 
watching tour and went out to Francis Park for a 
half-day of birding. 

The trip was sponsored by^the Victoria YM- 
YWCA as part of their Anatomy of a City tours 
designed to get people better acquainted with cer¬ 
tain aspects of places and life in Victoria and sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Our group left the Y shortly after 8:30 on 
Wednesday morning. May 12, in two vans driven by 
Joann Shillington and Joyce Methaney who are 
working for the summer through a LIP grant with 
the outdoors education department. 

On arrival at the park’s nature house we were 
greeted by our guide, David Sterling. He is very ex¬ 
perienced in birdlore and has written two books on 
the subject. One is called Where To Go Krd 
Watching In Canada, which he co-authored with 
Jim Woodford and the other is The Birds of B.C. 

But he sure wasn’t promoting them. 'T leave 
that up to the bookstores,” he said. 

Sterling recommended first of all Birds of North 
America as a standard reference along with 
Peterson’s Field Guide to Western Birds. 

As we stood around in a semi-circle getting our 
briefing he handed out checklists for the area. 
These are simply a local (city) or regional compila¬ 
tion of all birds found in the area concerned. 'They 
are made of stiff card for carrying in the pocket or 
field guide. They usually state whether a bird is 
'commonly or rarely seen and at what season. 


^iB the forest one ef the mala ways of 
finding Mrdii is by sonnd,** Sterling said. ’’Hear 
that one? Aaybo^ know what it is? Any gues¬ 
ses?” 

Only one brave voice out of our band of 23 spoke 
up. "a Thrush?” 

“No. A wren. Probably has its nest around 
here.” 

“It’s a long time since I heard a wren,” someone 
said. 

“On a cool, cloudy day like this birds are not 
singing as much as on a sunny day,” Sterling was 
telling us. “And it is difficult to find birds in a 
forest. People from England say we have no birds 
out here. That is because they have a lot more gar¬ 
dens over there where the birds collect and make 
their nests.

“There’s that wren again. Let’s see if we can 
find it.” Just as he spoke someone spotted it and 
pointed it out. 

As we started up the nature trail, Percy 
Dumbleton’s fat carmel-colored cat joined us. 
Percy is the park’s caretaker and lives in a little 
house nearby. Four quail rose out of the tall grass 
beside us. The cat turned into a bird-dog. But it soon 
became clear that a well-fed, spoiled domestic cat 
loses the natural urge to follow after birds especial¬ 
ly in a Douglas fir forest. 

A sharp and beautiful trill fell on all ears. “Now 
where is that bird?” somebody said. 

‘What is it?” said another. 

“That’s an orange-crown^ warbler.” The same 
trill was heard again and again getting a little bit 
fainter each time. “Now that’s a distant Orange- 
crowned warbler,” laughed Sterling. 

On a mossy rock a slate-colored Junco bob¬ 
bed. “if its got a little chuck, chuck,chuck. Its a 
Junco.” 

I “Townsends Warblers. This is Townsend 
Warbler country, any sharp eyes can pick them out. 
They stay pretty high up in the trees. ’The best 
place to see them is to get on a hill looking down 
into the firs.” 

Because of Oie mild climate here On Vancouver 


Island there are more birds In winter. They go away 
to the prairies in the summer. They are well 
protected in Francis Park. The 225 acres became a 
provincial park about IS years ago. It is looked after 
mainly by the Victoria Natural History Society’s 
junior members and guarantees full protection to 
floFB and fauna. 

Sterling took every opportunity to tell us about 
various species of ferns and flowers and the dif- . 
ferent trees along the way. The camus grows abun- ^ 
dantly. And there is salal or by its botanical 
name gaultheiria shallon. “Named by coast Indians 
this shrub's dark mealy berries provided s^p and 
dried cakes for winter food. You can identify salal 
by its evergreen egg-shaped leaves and pink, urn¬ 
shaped flowers,” the sign read. 

As we ambled slowly farther on our way there 
were pine siskins. Those are birds not plants. They 
are just little fdlows that go z-e-e-e-p and like to be 
high in the firs like the warblers. 

There were robins of course. We heard a phea¬ 
sant in the distance probably on a farm. There are a 
few farms in the area. 

Then the western fly-catchers strnck. They 
swooped up and down around ns. “Qnick, 
quick, three cheers.” one said. “Qnick, 
quick, three beers,” sand another. “Quick, 
quick, which brew,” said a third. Sterling did 
the translation. 

A pileated woodpecker was drumming on a log 
and a brown creeper dashed around a cedar. 1 don’t 
know how many members of our group hadn’t heard 
a raven before, not many I guess, but 1 hadn’t. It 
was a sound that defies description. You are safe if 
you say it quotes, like Mr. Poe. But anyway, for my 
money, it is the most eloquent sound in the forest 
We only heard one version of what Sterling said 
were its variety of delightful calls. 

It sounded to me like a voice from deep in some 
hollow log, speaking as if to eternity, a wise and 
simple voice that I would go back to hear again 
anytime. For never, never, never more do I expect 
to hear bird, man, or wild beast Mr. Poe, speak just 
quite like it. 

By the time we were ready for lunch we had 
reached an open, marshy area where a swath had 
been cut for the power line and there more birds 
gather because of more sunlight and insects.

altitude directly above the river, the bulging craft 
seemed to be headed right for the water — 
“straight down, with terrrible certainty, with not a 
breath of air to sweep it to the land.” 

Immediately Upon realizing that poor Marble 
was in serious difficulty, eager hands launched a 
small fleet of boats and rowed frantically towards 
the balloon, which was yet sufficiently inflated that 
it bobbed safely on the current. Of Marble, 
however, there was no sign, and, as the first 
rescuers came alongside, they noticed his 
parachute floating on the surface. Upon pulling it 
in, one of the boatmen found it to be entangled. Mo¬ 
ments later, he learned why. For there, “at the end 
of the long ropes the inanimate form of the 
astronaut was found tied fast.” 

Amazingly, Marble was alive, and he was 
rushed to the nearby Guichon Hotel. Alas, it was not 
to be and, minutes lat^r, he expired. Curiously 
enough, a nev^ account of the incident attributes 
his death to faulty treatment: “Still alive, he was 
taken to the Guichon Hotel, to a warm room, a mis¬ 
take so often made in case of threatened death by 
drowning, for tbe patient should always be attended 
in the open air.” Whatever the case,'poor Marble 
never regained consciousness. 

A newcomer to British Columbia, the young 
aeronaut had been hired, by Prof. Soper in Seattle. 
Formerly of Saginaw, Mich., the Puget Sound bal¬ 
loonist, as the professor was billed, toured the con¬ 
tinent with his balloon, astounding country fairs 
with his aeronautical exploits. Marble was believed 
to be 21‘years-old, and was said to have left a 
mother and stepfather in Auburn, Wash. 

“What makes his death particularly sad,” 
observed theH^olonist’s mainland correspondent, 
was the fact that he had been “hired, it is said, for a 
paltry sum to make the ascensions, his employer. 
Prof. Soper, pocketing the |300 received from the 
fair authorities.” 

Within an hour of Marble’s ill-fated flight, the 
balloon was returned to its launch pad on the 


fairgrounds — where the dauntless professor 
waited with a second “reckless daredevil ” to com¬ 
plete Marble’s parachute jump. This time, when the 
deflated balloon, described as a “limp mass of dirty 
canvas,” was stretdied over the ovot to be inflated, 
an even larger crowd, prompted by morbid 
curiosity, waited expectantly for the launch. But all 
were doomed to disappointment as, at this precise 
moment, customs officials seized the balloon and 
refused to surrender it until Soper paid |24 in duty. 
The professor and officials were still debating the 
point when darkness “happily came over the 
scene.” 

★ ★ ★ 

According to the Colonist coirespondent, the 
tragedy of Charles Marble was even greater than 
the loss of a life in a fairground stunt, the young 
American having been so desperate that he had 
asked Soper to let him make the ascent for only |10. 
“There is little doubt that Marble had never made a 
balloon ascension before. Soper admits that he did 
everything wrong, got rattled, and waited too long 
before he dropped . . An autopsy added to the 
magnitude of the tragedy by showing that Marble 
had not drowned, his heart having stopped — or 
almost so — before he hit the water. Death, the doc¬ 
tors said, had resulted from shock. Marble, 
“probably being frightened to death.” 

The next day. Prof. Soper, customs difficulties 
apparently resolved, proceeded with plans for 
Turther ascensions, as Marble’s mother wired New 
Westminster authorities for her son’s remains. 
That afternoon, tbe balloon was launched on 
schedule with its regulaV aeronaut, named 
Markeberg. contributing a “decidedly pretty 
feature” to the fair by completing a perfect ascent. 

So relieved were spectators upon his safe des¬ 
cent, that a willing mob carried )he beaming 
German about on their shoulders, All present 
seemingly experiencing “an almost irrepressible 
desire to demonstratively welcome back the 
aeronaut from his perilous trip.” 


Minutes later, Markeberg, described as a mild- 
manneced veteran of 138 trips “into the ether,” 
chatted with a reporter. Modestly, the seasoh^ 
balloonist remarked that he was callous to danger ; 
that, aside from a pleasant sense of exhilaration, be 
felt the same 4,000 feet above tbe earth as on It. 

His own flight, which had ended so successfully, 
had been to an initial altitude of 2,000 feet. Once 
over the river, the balloon had encountered an op¬ 
posing air current and been carried to 4,500 feet 
before it was swept back towards the fairgrounds. 
There, almost a mile high, it remained motionless 
for some moments. Then a warmer air current 
caused the craft to descend gradually. 

Marble, the aeronaut revealed, had not been 
quite the novice as indicated in initial reports, hav¬ 
ing been his ground assistant for some time. The 
younger man’s experience, however, had been 
limited to preparing the balloon for flight, and he 
had lost his life during his first actual ascent, said 
Markeberg, by failing to begin his descent before 
reaching the river. 

For his own part, Markeberg bad thrilled his 
audience by leaving the basket to hang by his teeth 
from a strap as he waved two flags and performed 
“other hair-raising feats.” Then, performance con¬ 
cluded, he had landed in a private garden, after a 
72-second-long descent, “as if alighting from a 
coach.” His return to the fairgrounds, as noted, was 
accompanied by an immense ovation. 

In town, an inquest into Marble’s death ruled 
that he died accidentally, and attached no blame to 
any of those involved. Prof. Soper, in discussing the . 
{K'cident, emphasized that tbe had warned Marble 
“over and over again to drop before he got to the 
river.’* 

Sadly, the fledgling aeronaut apparently had> 
panicked when he was canied out over the river, 
and lost control of the balloon when be attempted to 
reach the other side. 

Sunday. July 18, 1876 
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Who can ever forget a happy 
holiday? The poseibility of the

I was a resMtent of Vancouver then, working sort 
of part-tiiAe in Vancouver General Hoapital, and 
Che other hme. which 1 considered my main occupa- 
tioo, as a proprietor of a small book store in the 
Grandview district. 

I had worked a couple of years or so in the 
General and was entitled (by union rules) to a cou¬ 
ple of weeks summer holidays. My mother from 
Victoria went over and kindly filled in for me in the 
book store. 

My dad. a cheerful man In his late 70s, went 
down to the E and N station at the foot of Johnson 
Street and the dark beamed at bim when he asked 
If we ooold have two over-the-route tickets from 
Victoria to up-Island »d Alberot with stopover 
privileges. 

“No problem,'* he beamed reaching for his 
stomp p^ and two long tickets.

We started off one lovely morning in August with 
the day ahead of us and Port Alberni the destination 
for ni^ttoll. My dad was as boyish as me in our 
enttaualasm as the rocketing train with its powerful 
steam eogine ahead be^ its climb over the 
Malaliat. Actually this section near Victoria is one 
of the best scenic points on the line and there are 
some spectacular views of arms of the sea The 
railway goes over st a higher point than the road 
below. 

First stop was Shawnigan Lake, a station on the 
edge of the delightful Jewel of a lake set right there 
In a mountainous section. It is said that body of 
water is so deep that at some spots they can’t locate 
the bottom. 

Then we puffed pn until we passed Duncan, 
touching its outskirts, then Chemainus, a log^ng 
town, then Ladysmith with all its old-time 
coal miners’ little houses. The name Ladysmith 
makes you think it had its heyday around the Boer 
War days.

We then came into Nanaimo, which had quite a 
railway yard, and we were to stop here for an hour 
or so. It was noon by this time and we had lunch 
near the station of the little Hub City, as it is cal¬ 
led 

After noon we started again, making sure we 
were faithful to our tickets and checking in with the 
conductor, who now treated us like old friends 

After a while we reached Parksville. still on the 
seaside, and it looked a nice little town and we 
thought we might stop here later as it had a reputa¬ 
tion for warm water ocean bathing. 

The line goes north there but we stopped for a 
while, then swung west to cross the Isla^. in the 
middle of the Island run we took a fancy to 
Cameron Lake and its quaint station bouse, which 
was advertised as a wayside inn rather than ^ sta- 
tioo and we were to learn more of this later, too 

But on we chugged through the big timber and 
coming near mid-afternoon we came to Alberni and 
after leaviiq^ the train we discovered Port Alberni a 
Uttie farther on was the more important of the two 
places. 

Hie hotel we chose was on the main street and 
central, but untortunatety a big clock was right 
across the street and struck on the hour rather loud¬ 
ly sU through the night. But mortiing dawned and 
wo took in the little west coast city.

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The streets were somewhat hilly and my dad 
who had a heart condition took it easy and sat down 
occasionally as we explored. But he was all right, 
and we were interested by the many waterways 
and natural canals, Somass River, etc., around the 
place. 

The big Albeml Inlet, which stretched half-way 
across the Island from Albeml to Barkley Sound, 
looked remarkable. 

We took a whole day’s Jaunt to the top and 
western sea places, by taking a trip on the MV 
Uchiick which took the mail out each day and al¬ 
lowed passengers. This took os along the towering 
sides of the inlet, with the breeze of the western sea 
hitting our faces and we certainly enjoyed it. Ham 
sandwiches and coffee were served dn board, and 
did we ever have appetites! 

The Uchuck stopped at three or four important 
places, such as Ucluelet, Bamfleld (the end of the 
Australia caUe) and Klldonan cannery, but we 
didn’t get off. though we might have at Ucluelet, 
quite a good sized town. At nightfall we returned to 
Albeml, well satisfied with our day. 

Next day we dropped in to the only newspapo* 
there at the time — the West Coast Advocate, 
where the staff told us points of interest of the 
Albemis, including that it haden’t rained all sum¬ 
mer. But they didn’t appear to be suffering much, 
(^ite a war boom there too in those dayk and it was 
full of troops.. The Jape had been shelling the 
Estevan lighthouse, not too far from there in 11M2, 
so Port Albeml was a far-west strategic point. 

The soldiers present made the town rather noisy 
and after a while we thought we might continue our 
journey and seek more quiet. 

For a change we deserted the train and took the

Coach Lines bus, which also ran in competition, and 
the roadway took us through the famed Cathedral 
Grove of great standing timber, hundreds of years 
old. 

We came again to Cameron Lake and the peace 
of the place seemed Just the . spot to spend the 
weekend. A former way station house was not used 
by the railway, but was run a woman and her 
husband as a stopping house with complete board! 

Just the tUng for two bachelors — a lake to 
swim in, for we liked that idea, and a quiet room 
with oil lamps like the old days ~ and even a well- 
stocked library. 

We spent a great weekend there, quiet and relax¬ 
ed for my dad, and nearby for me, the younger was 
Mount Arrowsmith and a weU-marked trail up it. 
However. I really never tried this, but enjoyed 
bathing in the lake with warm water. Even at his 
age my father was fond of swimming too, with his 
English breast stroke. 

m always remember Cameron Lake. We had 
chicken dinner on Sunday, I think, and all this kind 
of thing. And quite moderate rates. 

Next the train came along Monday morning and 
we continued to Parksville. 

At Parksville there were a lot of tourist accom¬ 
modations to be had along the seafront and we 
rented a cabin from a proprietor with an Irish name 
for only about |L90 a day. We decided to stay for a 
while and get our own meals as there were 
groceries available. 

We found the salt water bathing at Parksville 
very healthful and at low tide there were long 
stretches of sand, almost too shallow for swimmers 
sometimes, but very, very safe. And the great thing 


was the warm water. In fact the up-Island has much 
the best of this sort of thing. 

We decided Qualicum Beach would have to be 
our deadline and one day we walked the eight miles 
to it. It was the favorite beach that Vancouverites 
like to come to and had some fine summer places. . 
The bathing was again good and very clear water 
where you could see the marine life and sands 
beneath. 

Unfortunately there were, here and there, some 
large crabs with ominous-looking pincers. 

One has often seen cartoons with someone let¬ 
ting out a yell as he is grabbed by the toe. We were 
able to return by bus to Parksville. 

Detraining at Nanaimo at noon next day we 
decided to avoid the ritzy hotels and walked along a 
city-like street until we came to an ordinary room¬ 
ing house with a sign indicating housekeeping 
^ facilities. 

It was hot in Nanaimo but we were able to find a 
beach at Rock Bay and enjoyed again some warm 
water swimming. This was in si^t of Newcastle 
Island which had a nice waterfront park. We felt, in 
imagination again, the historical qualities of the old 
coal mining town — and at the time there was still a 
'mine working. 

Then, with still beautiful weather we retttned to 
Victoria, the train going once again over the 
Malahat and through the scenery we had enjoyed 
our first morning. 

The two-week trip was over, but as a celebration 
we enjoyed a nice supper at Terry’s, a big drug 
store of those days, which also had a fine dining 
room. They could really cook fish there! And so — 
sunned ahd tanned and rested, we both felt we had 
done exceedingly well for our holiday.

not complete the project to Victoria, as originaily 
planned. 

The avarice of Vancouver saw to it that nobody 
cut into their monopoly. The first indication of Van¬ 
couver’s rising prominence was stalling the 
CPR’s intention of making Esquimalt the Pacific 
Terminus of its line. This was psurt of the deal which 
ensured British Columbia entering Confederation in 
1871. Otherwise we would have joined the United 
States. 

Stewart continued to cling to the hope that, 
despite the setbacks, the silver lining would reveal 
itself. But another setback was to balk its efforts. 
When the Grand Trunk Pacific was completed into 
Prince Rupert, the contractors were surrounded by 
huge amounts of construction equipment, and they 
wanted to use it. They were not so flush as the 
United States was when it completed the Alaskan 
Hi^way in the Second World War, and hauled huge 
piles of surplus stores and equipment to mountain 
valleys, deposited them and covered them with 
earth. 

It so happened that in 1914 the McBride Govern¬ 
ment was anticipating an election and was looking 
for an issue. The up^ot of the meetings between 
politicians and developers — there were no en¬ 
vironmentalists then — was a plan to build the 


Pacific Great Eastern Railway, hopefully from 
North Vancouver to Prince George. 

Vancouver backed the idea as it wpuld forever 
cut the throat of the north and no deepsea port 
would be developed there. Freight and passengers 
westbound could be diverted at Prince George into 
Vancouver. The B.C. Government began pouring 
money into this curious venture, and, still is, but the 
line is penetrating far into the north and may even¬ 
tually reach Alaska. 

Stewart reminds those of as who have 
watched its ape and downs, of an old-time 
prize-fighter who never wins a title bat never 
quits and, whenever he is knocked down, his 
supply of adrenalin is equal to the task of get¬ 
ting him back on his feet, ready for the next 
battle. 

Stewart was on the floor of the ring a quarter of 
a century ago when a couple of prospectors, Einar 
Kvde and Tom McQuillan, crossed the .FraQk 
Mackie glacier and found an outcropping at tlw 
3,600-foot level. The sample interested the 
Newmont-Hacla group and th^ started drilling and 
blocked out 50,000,000 tons of ore. To overcome the 
•tiresome itrek over the glacier they drove a 20-foot 
tunnel under the glacier for 10 miles, installed an 
electric railroad to haul the ore from the mine at 


the 2,600-foot level to the mill and surface plant at 
the 2,475-foot level at Tide Lake Flats. From them 
the ore proceeded in trucks to tide water at Hyder. 

A toUl of $116,66I,6M was spent to bring 
this mine into production and it was named 
Granduc. The mill turned over in November, 
1961. Each day 369 men are employed and they 
produce 7,099 tons every 24 hours. 

Stewart is still an isolated community, although 
the seaplane has aided in transportation now the 
steamers have practically disappeared. However, 
it is possible to drive from Stewart to Terrace over 
a dirt road and hopes are high that the Stewart- 
Cassiar, much of which has been completed, wiD 
receive favorable government grants for its com¬ 
pletion. 

Some day the Stewart area wl 
many big mines because the mountains \ 
rounding It are full of the minerals the world 
needs. 

Today its population, which has fluctuated from 
17 hardy souls to 10,000, is now around 3,500 and it 
may not be long before Victorians will have another 
opportunity to invest in new mining ventures, 
hopefully more pi;Dfit^ble than Dunwell.

Continued from oage 13 
eating sandwiches and watching red-winged 
blackbirds through pairs of binoculprs. a 
A white-crowned sparrow flitted back and forth 
in a small alder and another wootfoecker drummed 
far off. ^ 

The blackbirds like the swamps and marshes. 
These areas are best left in their natural state and 
it is very Important that they are not filled in by bul¬ 
ldozers like they have been in areas around the city. 
Swamps and marshes store water, help make soil 
and provide homes for wildlife. 

It was a very good trip and everyone was pleased 
by the way our guide handled it. Sterling is a 
member of the Victoria Natural History Society 
and of B.C. Naturalists and works with the depart¬ 
ment of recreation and travel industry. He regular¬ 
ly conducts tours for city travel agencies, most 
recently a trip with a group of 20 to Mexico. Other 
tours have been in the U!S. and one to India. 

In the book Where To Go Bird Watching In 
Canada Sterling says bird-watching Is n dis¬ 


ease. **It can strike quickly and without regard 
. to age or sex.” 

According to recent surveys there are ovqr 12 
million bird-wnlchen in North America — truly a 
disease of epidemic proportions. But why? The 
answer is simple. Birds are everywhere from the 
backyard to wilderness areas of every continent. 

-In fact Mrd-watching is big business. More 
books are devoted to the birds than any other 
field of natural history. 

Hundreds of millions of (fcdlars are spent annual¬ 
ly on automobiles, motels and travel tours directly 
by people pursuing birds. Cameras, binoculars, 
telescopes and tape recorder sales to birders con¬ 
tribute even more. And the manufacture of bird 
feeders and sale of bird food supports thousands of 
persons. 

Knowing that there are 12 million birdwatchers 
in North America needn’t Irt any birder feel alone, 
but I am wondering how many of them are women.
